judges  and  the  operation  of  that  depart- 
ment of  th*  exposition.

Washington,  July  15.— [Special  to 
the  Herald.]  There  are  absolutely  no 
office  seekers  in  this  city  at  the  present 
time.  The  absence  of  the  presiiient  and 
nearly  all  the  members  of  the  cabinet 
has  probably  a  gwd  deal  to  do  with  this 
but  the  callinjj  ot  an  extra  session  of 
congress  ha»  had  more.  Place  hunteos 
Id  this  city  have  left  and  those  itucndiag 
to  come  here  have  pvt  off  their  trip  until 
Auijust  7.  It  is  likely  that  on  that  date 
the  city  will  be  Hooded  with  them. 

In  looking  over  the  books  of  the  ap- 
pointment bureaus  of  the  varitius  depart- 
ments the  fact  is  broui^ht  out  that  com- 
paratively few  applications  fnim  Minne- 
sota arc  00  fde.  Whether  thi.*  is  due  to 
the  skilled  management  of  Mr.  Dor.m  or 
because  Minnesota  people  do  not  care 
to  leave  prorttable  private  business  to 
accept  office  is  not  known.  It  is  an  actu- 
al fact  that  several  i^ood  positions  re- 
quiring legal  knowledge  that  could  have 
been  secured  by  Sixth  district  Democrats 
have  j;i>ne  bej^^ying  for  want  of  an  appli- 
cation. 

As  a  matter  of  fact  thaic  have  been 
very  few  Minnesota  men  appointed  to 
office  <mce  the  present  administration 
came  into  power.  Even  appointn^cnAs 
of  fourth  class  postmasters  hai-e  bsen 
scarce. 

The  treasury  department  has  control 
of  the  appcintmeiu  of  the  greater  num- 
ber of  federal  state  officers,  but  even  here 
Minnesota  make^  a  poor  showinii  in  the 
number  of  applications  on  tile.

Kansas  Citv,  Mo.,  July  15.— The  fin- 
.ancial  sitUc-itioti  in  this  city  is  intense  and 
the  streets  are  filled  with  e.xcited  peo- 
ple. The  feeling  runs  so  high  that  a 
Iianic  is  li.ible  to  stMrt  ;u  a  moment's 
nonce.  The  lailure  of  the  Hank  of  Kan- 
sas City  yesterday  precipitated  the 
trouble,  ami  there  have  been  runs  started 
on  ihree-lourthh  of  the  large  banks  m 
the  city. 

Delaware  and  Ninth  treets,  the  bank 
streets,  are  throngctl  ab  they  have  not 
been  in  years.  Crowd ;  .-^re  on  everr 
corner  aud  before  and  around  every 
large  bank.  At  10  o'clock  there  were 
two  long  double  rows  i-f  dejiositors  in 
the  Metropolitan  and  .Missouri  National 
banks.  The  New  York  Life  building,  in 
which  they  are  located,  is  thronged. 
The  Metropolitan  had  two  paying  tellers 
at  work  and  the  Missouri  National  had 
three. 

All  the  banks  paid  out  money  fast,  but 
the  greatest  CAcitement  was  about  the 
Hank  ot  Comnacrce,  the  two  named  just 
above  and  Ib.c  First  Naiiona!.  The 
Lank  of  Commerce  had  three  stalwart 
policemen  before  the  door  and  none  ex- 
cept those  who  had  business  with  the 
bank  were  allowed  to  tnter. 

There  have  been  iinnors  about  the 
bank  which  has  a  paid  up  capital  of  $2,- 
oco.oco  for  some  time  ;!i!d  last  night  the 
stockholders,  realizing  il,;it  the  bank  was 
in  danger  owing  to  the  excitement, 
si;;ned  a  pledge  passim;  their  estate  into 
the  bank's  assets.  The  sum  total  was 
about  $4,ooo.«x:o  which,  added  to  the 
bank's  assets,  should  engender  confi- 
dence.

The  injured  arc  get- 
ting along  nicely  and  will  be  able  to  be 
arou:id  in  the  course  of  a  day  or  two.

V/AsniNGiON,  July  15.— Ex-Senator 
Farwell,  of  Chicago,  has  addressed  a 
letter  to  Secretary  Carlisle  suggesting 
some  remedies  for  the  present  financial 
(liliiculties.  Mr.  Farwell  says:  "In  the 
first  plate  I  would  provide  for  the  fund- 
ing and  refunding  of  all  the  national 
debt  including  bonds,  greenbacks,  silver 
certificates  andtreasiiiy  notes  into  bonds 
running  too  years  and  bearing  2  percent 
interest.  I  would  authorize  the  natu)nal 
banks  to  use  these  new  bonds  at  par  as 
a  basis  for  their  issues.  They  would  all 
take  these  bonds  at  par. 

"1  would  recommend  the  repeal  of  the 
sulMreasury  act.  This  act  w.as considered 
in  haste  ana  has  never  been  of  any  bene 
fit  to  anybody.  The  government,  by  con- 
Unning  to  use  the  .sub-treasuries,  dis- 
credits and  shows  no  confidence  in  the 
national  banks  which  it  has  created  and 
which  it  supervises,  and  its  examole  is 
followed  by  timtd  people  in  withdrawing 
their  money  from  national  and  other 
banks  and  in  placing  it  in  safely  deposit 
vaults,  thereby  adding  to  the  intensity 
of  the  present  panic. 

"The  secretary  of  the  treasury  should 
be  authorized  upon  the  repeal  of  this  act 
to  direct  his  collectors  to  deposit  the 
revenues  of  the  country  in  the  national 
banks  selected  by  him  at  the  points 
where  these  revenues  are  collected.  This 
would  do  awny  with  the  expense  of  keep- 
ing up  the  dilYerent  sub-treasuries  of  the 
country,  which  is  probably  not  less  than 
$500,000  a  year. 

"On  the  subject  of  silver,  I  suggest  that 
the  ratio  be  changed  so  as  to  bring  the 
value  of  the  metals  to  a  parity  with  each 
other  r.-if  lier  than  silver  free  coinage,  and 
provide  that  silver  shall  be  a  leg.-d  tender 
as  long  as  the  parity  continues,  and 
when  It  ceases  then  it  should  be  a  legal 
tender  for  only  a  limited  amount." 


Receivers    for  a    Brewery. 

Cincinnati,  O.,  July  15.  Two  re- 
ceivers were  appointed  for  the  John 
Koufmnnn  brewery  this  morning.  The 
application  was  made  by  Mrs  Mary 
Kaufmann,  widow  of  the  late  John  Kauf- 
raaiin  to  Judge  Wilson.  She  owned  $16,- 
000  of  the  stock.  Notes  amounting  to 
SSo.oco  will  fall  due  in  August.  The 
company  could  not  meet  them.  They 
claim  the  assets  amount  to  i?>6oo,coo  and 
liabilities  Si5o,&oo.  Attorney  Frank 
Sheaffcr  .and  Brewery  Manager  Kmile 
Schmitt  were  appointed  receivers.

The  last 
two  concerns  were  small  affairs,  capital- 
ized at  $50,000  each,  the  lowest  amount 
allowable  by  law  fcr  a  national  bank. 

Comptroller  Eckjls  directed  Bank  Ex- 
aminer Galbieath  to  take  charge  of  the 
Kansas  City  bank  and  Examiners  ICwing 
and  Burgwin  to  go  to  Cherry  Vale  and

President  Dole  says  that  their  rela- 
tions with  Japan  are  extiemely  friendly 
and  that  a  strong  disposition  to  support 
the  provisional  government  has  been  ex- 
pressed by  Japan.

Not  That  Breed. 

The  St.  Cloud  Journal-Press  jmys  in  a 
recent  issue  in  reply  to  an  aiticle  in  this 
paper:  "The  Duluth  Iler.ild  says  that 
Republicaos  in  that  city  w^ho  voted  for 
Maj.  Baldwin  Rre  well  pleased  wiih  their 
burgain.  Probably  they  are.  They  are 
the  sort  of  Republicans  who  carry  their 
principles  in  their  pocktts  and  whose  in- 
terest in  the  party  has  a  well-usdcrstood 
rate  per  cent.  The  Herald,  which  pr*-- 
tcnds  to  be  a  Republican  newspaper,  is 
tarred  with  this  Saa.e  stick." 

In  the  first  place,  The  Herald  makes 
no  pretence  of  being  a  Republican  news- 
paper any  more  than  it  pretends  to  be  a 
Democratic  or  Populist  ntvYgpapsr.  It 
cares  nothing  for  political  parties,  so 
lonjr  as  the  interests  of  the  people  are 
conserved. 

Nor  wi'l  it  allow  the  Dulnth  Republi- 
cans who,  in  the  mterest  of  the  Sixth  dis- 
trict, voted  fur  ^Taj.  Baldv.in,  to  be  in- 
sulted by  the  cheap-John  politician  who 
edits  the  Journal-Press,  and  who  entered 
politics  for  what  there  was  in  it,  bam- 
boozled the  people  into  sending  him  to 
the  legislature  and  then  secured  a  fed- 
eral oflke  and  sucked  at  the  public  teat 
until  he  saw  the  impending  storm  of  last 
November,  when  he  worked  the  St. 
Cloud  ring  to  put  up  enough  money  to 
secure  possession  of  the  Journal-Press 
and  install  him  as  raana;jer.  He  is  a 
pretty  specimen  of  a  political  ieech  to 
say  that  Duluth  Republicans  who  pre- 
ferred an  intelligent  Democrat  for  con- 
gressman to  a  man  who  could  speak  ten 
minates  on  the  issues  of  thc^day  so  as  to 
make  himself  understood  are  purchase- 
able  or  Republicans  for  revenue  only.

Not  only  does  Da- 
lut|i's  reco"nl  stand  out  in  bold  relief  in 
this  respect,  but  the  increase  itself  is  of 
a  heavy  airtumt,  being  26.3  per  cent 
greater  thati  tor  the  ccrrcspondirg  week 
of  last  year. 

It  is  all  the  ixicrc  noteworthy  when  ail 
the  other  le;iding  cities  in  the  East  ar.d 
West  report  large  decreases.  St.  Paul 
decreased  16.4  per  cent:  Minne- 
apolis fell  olT  25.3  per  cent; 
Denver  decreased  33.1  per  crnt; 
Kansas  City  declined  12.7  per  cent;  St. 
Lruis  decreased  i;  per  cent;  Chicaro 
dropped  off  17.4  per  cent,  and  New  York 
fell  1 1.2  per  cent.  Boston,  Philadelphia, 
San  Francisco.  Pittsburg,  Nev/  Orleans, 
Louisville  -ail  show  heavy  decreases  in 
their  bank  clearings  this  week.  Dulnth 
s;ands  alone  the  most  prosperous  and 
the  most  rapidly  growing  city  in  the 
country.

Not  Som-.'  Life-Saving  Device  Not  Yet 
Be  Invented  to  Save  People  From 
Fire? 


To  continue  the  Turkish  bath  on  its 
divisions  of  heat,  temperature  iind  fever, 
which  were  begun  July  8,  I  again  bej^in 
with  the  manjvho  gathered  tog.^thtA'  all 
the  deepest  and  most  far  raachiwijrr.can- 
ings. 

.Mr.  Urquhart  philosophi/as:  "1  con- 
ceive beat  to  be  the  menninK  in  inythol- 
cjjy  of  the  're=;ativc  ?.nd  the  positive 
principles.'  These  pervade  .ill  Tcligi>;n';: 
they  are  the  rround  work  of  all  ancient 
philosophy,  whether  in  tbe  Western  or 
Eastern  world.  Tluse  are  w.tter  and 
heat.  The  sun  represents  ^,c  one,  the 
moon  the  other;  for  the  moon  was  held 
to  be  the  enible;n  of  water. 

"  This  is  the  mylh  of  the  lotus.  That 
plant  droppinfj  in  u  capsule  its  seed 
upon  the  like  Manas.vara,  expanding 
and  growing  withor.t  conkict  with  the 
earth,  nourished  by  the  wa'er  and  called 
up  by  the  sun;  represents  the  co'.ijunction 
ot  the  two  jirinciples  i^perating  in  the 
procreation,  and  .or  the  development  of 
the  animal  and  vegetable  worlds.  Thev 
deified  moisture  and  ht.at.  Heat  and 
nioiiture  t«)n,titute  the  bath.  The  sun 
to  the  Egypti.tn  was  the  'performer  of 
miracles.'  They  di.tinguish  between 
appaient  and  curative  heat:  th.it  heat 
that  we  seek  when  in  sickness,  tint  is  to 
say,  in  -t  state  nf  deficient  electricity— 
thcje  direct  rays  being  electrical. 

'"VVe  arc  »mly  beginning  alter  thirty 
centuries  to  understand  that  meaning  in 
the  ra>5  ot  the  sun  which  induci-d  the 
Egyptians  to  symbolize  them  by  the 
humnn  h.and.  I'cfore  Ci.illilco,  the 
Egyptian  definition  ci  musical  chords 
was  incomprehensible.  L'ntil  wc  had 
the  scicntitic  analysis  nf  the  rays  oi  the 
sun,  the  distinction  between  a  value  at- 
tril^)nted  to  the  Clin  ;  s  rays  and  the  sun 
as  heat,  was  equally  tn.  We  knuvv  now 
that  not  only  the  lays  nf  the  sun  h  ivc  a 
power  independent  of  heat,  but  that  each 
sub-division  of  those  rays  possesses  in- 
dependent powers.  We  also  know  now 
that  even  the  most  recondite  parts  ot 
our  fiamc  -the  bones  for  inst.ince  are 
dc[»eiident  upon  the  action  of  the  rays  of 
tlie  sun  upon  the  surface  for  their  very 
substance. 

"This,  therelore,  gives  us  the  value  of 
those  early  instinct.s  of  man 
which  have  always  been  right,  for  they 
were  based  on  observation,  not  formulas. 
What  is  c;«ent!ally  good  is  always  so 
ancitiit  that  it;,  origin  is  a  mystery. 

'Thi?  use  of  heat  (for  health  help)  has 
been  «o  clearly  an  instinct,  that  it  is  not 
found  in  those  regions  of  the  earth  where 


tbe  temperature  is  so  high  as  not  to  re- 
quire it.  In  the  torrid  zone  and  tor  some 
uegrccs  north  and  south,  accuiBulatittn 
upon  and  congestion  cf  the  skin  is  not 
a  source  of  disease  as  in  countries  of  a 
moderate  temperature,  where  the  body 
has  been  artilieially  cofc'ared  up.  In  the 
Litter  uhe  temperate)  the  bath  appears 
to  have  been  almost  universilly  a  prime- 
val institution.  The  whole  of  the  north 
of  Europe  possesess  it  in  one  shape  or 
nnolher.  The  red  Indians  of  Amtrica 
have  it;  the  Swedes  h.ive  it;  the  Rusiians 
havf.  it;  the  Fins  have  it;  the  Tartars, 
the  Persians  have  it;  the  Celtic  races 
possess  the  remnants  of  it  in  the  Irish 
sweating  housc^;  the  Gothic  races  origin- 
al y  had  it,  too.  Bat  when  you  come 
tlown  to  the  south  it  iis  no  longer  found. 
It  is  not  unknown  in  inter-iropicnl  re- 
gions, but  it  is  there  only  used  in  case  of 
disease." 

Dr.  Barham.  Diseases  of  the  heart  and 
great  vessels  might,  a  priori  be  expect- 
ed to  be  of  frequent  occurences  under 
the  high  temperature  i^  copper  mines 
vrith  the  inhalation  of  cawDenaceous 
and  miweral  particIcB,  My  o-.vn  exjier- 
ieiice  leads  me  to  believe  that  they  are 
rare,  if  we  accept  such  degrees  of  hvi>er- 
trophy  and  dilation  as  are  usually  fo-.ind 
in  those  who  have  followed  laborijus 
occupations  during  a  longsciiesof  years. 
Vascular  disease  is  very  uncomruon. 
The  unplethoric  condition  of  the  miner, 
and  the  very  tree  perspiration  maintain- 
ed during  his  labor,  will  serve  to  account 
for  his  not  b«ing  the  subject  of  disease  of 
the  great  organs  of  circulation  to  the  ex- 
tent which  might  have  been  anticipated." 

R.  W.  Jones  reports:  Notwithstand- 
ing the  deleterious  effects  of  the  copper 
inioke  on  vegetable  and  mineral  lite,  it 
does  nat  operate  prejudicially  upon 
human  lif'',  as  the  testimony  is  that  those 
dwelling  close  to  the  works  are  gener- 
ally the  most  healthy, and  doctors  attend 
these  people  at  one-third  less  per  month 
than  the  colliers  jjay.  The  heat  endured 
by  the  furnacemnn  of  copper  works  is, 
both  in  intensity  and  duration,  fully 
cqt»al  to. the  scorching  tem|)eraturo  ex- 
perienced by  the  fouiulcrs  orpuddlcri  of 
t*he  iron  works. 

"1  have  seen  thecopperman  skimming 
bis  furnace  (a  process  of  lifteenor  twenty 
minutes' duration)  standing  withii;  !*ix 
feet  of  its  open  door,  exposed  to  the  re- 
flective heat  of  the  large  body  of  molten 
metal  within,  and  the  scum  or  slag  which 
he  was  at)stractlng  tlowcd  in  .t  stream  of 
liquii-l  tire  at  his  tcet,  a  position  of  ele- 
vated temperature  which  could  not  be 
appronched  within  many  yards  by  un- 
practiced  persons.  1  have  seen  the  per- 
spiration run  off  his  person  like  drops  of 
rain  and  it  is  not,  the  men  say,  until  tliis 
prr)fusc  peispiration  appears  that  they 
can  easily  bear  the  smariing  i.iMucnceol 
the  lire.  lAning  these  severe  oncr.ations 
the  men  usually  carry  a  lowel  on  their 
shoulders  to  wipe  the  perspiration  oft 
their  fates;  and  as  soon  ns 
the  labor  is  ovfr  they  not  un- 
freq'icn!!;,'  run  to  a  f>ig  of  colfl  water  and 
flrink  off  a  pint  or  two  with  impunity." 

This  reference  to  lire,  while  the  minds 
«)f  Chic  igo  people  are  yet  scared  by  the 
holo  aust  of  vcstertiay,  leads  ms  to  won- 
der if  some  life-saving  device  will,  not 
yet  be  invented  to  save  from  lire.  Some 
way  to  help  people  to  perspire  while  ex- 
posed t<;  llanic*,  r.iid  so,  as  is  above  ex- 
prcsied  "make  them  easily  bear  llie 
smarting  inllnencc  of  tlie  lire."  To  ili.it 
must  be  added  sonic  protective  app.irat'is 
that  i.h.'ill  ket-p  tho  ii'o  at  bay  from  the 
pcr.-on.  We  are  taught  how  to  trcart 
wa'er,  how  ig  swim,    how    to    wear    life 


preservers,  but  na  one  learns  unless  de- 
sirous or  compelled  to  fre(|U'^nt  advances 
i:i  Neptune's  domains.  Will  not  a^me 
fertile  mird  of  inventive  p(wer  lay  be- 
fore the  world  a  defence  from  the  death 
by  lire,  that  every  laud  or  sea  "labber" 
needs  tw  know?  If -the  home  hot-rooTi, 
which  causes  perspiration,  needs  to  bj 
only  large  enough  for  high  degree 
of  fresh  heftted  air,  and  a  chair  for  tbe 
"hotter."  1 1  rather  like  to  coin  abbre- 
viations. Wc  have  bather  for  the  l)ath 
room,  Why  not  "hatter"  f«r  the  hot 
room?)  why  cannot  some  almost  weight- 
less armor  for  speedily  encasintrthc  per- 
son be  thought  out?  If  the  hot  room 
need  only  be  a  very  small  room  a  box 
or  closet  why  cannot  this  armor  bo 
heated  by  electricity  stored  in  it,  and 
v/hdc  the  armor  is  of  substance  that  is 
infusible  and  so  can  defy  the  attacks  of 
fire,  it  be  also  the  inducer  of  the  per- 
spiration, that  shall  enable  one  to  endure 
the  neighborhoon  of  lire.  It  makes  me 
wish  tihat  I  understood  that  immense 
powe-.  il*.~triciiy,  and  that  i  w#re  con- 
vcrsoM  w'-.h  all  the  metals  and  metal- 
loids or  the  secret  of  the  sender's  weav- 
ing that  I  might  makealigbt  corselet 
that  one  could  carry  as  thev  carry  a  rain 
coat.  T  believe  that  some  day  some  one 
whom  God  gifts  in  Hi«  own  good  time. 
will  do  it.  In  the  immortal  wcrdb  ot 
Cowper  as  he  ended  his  biogranhv  of 
John  Gilpin,  "May  I  be  there  to  sec. ' 

As  apropos  here,  and  bccausclasl  week 
I.  for  once,  did  not  overstep  my  allow- 
ance of  space  in  The  Herald,  I  want  to 
co{)y  some  tributes  to  fire:  "The  Ma- 
hatoias  or  .'\depts,  teach  that  the  spirit 
of  life  is  the  spirit  of  fire.  That  the  body 
of  tire  is  the  tlame  and  is  destructive, 
but  the  unseen,  unknown  force  that 
kindles  it  is  life  itself.  To  them,  man  is 
a  product  of  three  fires— that  which  i^^ 
jjroduced  by  friction  from  the  body, 
solar  fire,  enkindling  the  soul;  and  elec- 
tric tire,  creating  the  immortal  spirit. 
1  ire  represents  to  them  the  One. the  All. 
In  our  own  .Sacred  Book  there  is  a  hidden 
cabalistic  meaning  teaching  tlie  same 
truth.  The  preseii<:c  ol  Deity  is  ahvay:^ 
recognized  by  the  appearance  t)[  fire. 
1  rom  the  sacrilice  of  Abel  to  the  yisitui 
of  John  is  a  continued  illustration  of  thir.. 
rdosee,  Elijah  and  the  day  oi  I'cntecost 
are  some  familiar  instances.  Behold  the 
lire.     Who  can  fatliom  it?  ' 

The  Turkish  bath  means  a  great  deal 
to  me.  as  I  studv  and  ponder  on  it.  B 
means,  beauty,  health  nubility,  regenera- 
tion; It  "^hows  the  path  to  a  neu'  world 
where  disease,  tilth,  misery,  sin  shall 
rot  enter;  it  calls  on  me,  at  ieust,  to  in- 
vestigate air,  water,  fire,  heat,  electricity. 
It  brings  us  step  by  step  to  the  temple 
whcrsin  dwells  the  soul,  which  lonjj  a 
pris  jficr,  has  long  defied  its  jailer  and 
e\en  though  captive,  found  its  way  for 
flight.  A  study  that  begins  with  the  ma- 
terial and  leuls  to  the  spiritual;  that 
begins  with  dirt  aud  leads  to  angelic 
[lurity;  that  lv?ads  "through  nature  uji  to 
n.Uurc's  (ind"  is  not  only  a  woriliy  one. 
but  one  that  dem.inds  attention  from 
those  who  tlioiigh  now  in  the  flesh,  know 
and  expect  that  some  ecstatic  moorent. 
not  yet  in  sight,  they  shall  "break  riie 
bonds  of  llcsli  and  see  tlieir  l^cfeemer 
"eye  to  eye.  '  We  know  our  sins  of  life, 
we  talk  and  reverently  muse  on  our  sins 
of  righteousness;  but  we  give  no  time  to 
the  knowledge  of  the  lire  or  spirit  that 
kindles  both.  .Should  wc  study  cleclrici- 
tv,  heat,  rays,  vihration,  and  al!  the 
lorm.s  of  (irc.  some  day  we  could  under- 
stand ourselves,  our  world,  (joiis  uni- 
verse and  God.

Quarreling  Over  Who  Heroically  Rescued  Caph 
Fitzpatrick. 
World's  Fair  Grounds,  Chicago, 
July  17.— Two  matter  j  are  engrossing  tl.c 
attention  of  the  World's  fair  Iwemcn  to- 
day besides  tneir  re;fular  duii:s.  One  of 
them  is  the  accusation  brought  by  Presi- 
dent John  F3,  Skinner  and  other  ofticcrs 
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compaay  that 
Marsh.nl  Murphy  drove  the  hremen  up 
the  *«)wer  to  their  deaths,  buidid  not  lead 
tbem  iiur  fallow  tbeni. 

The  other  subject  ff  geiieral  conversa- 
tion in  tir:  department  and  Columbian 
guard  circles  is-  the  dispute  between 
Marshal  Mur!>hy  and  Chief  Sweenie  as 
to  who  made  the  heroic  rescue  of  Capt. 
Fit/patrick  from  the  burainjf  root  oy 
means  of  ladders  and  life  line.  Lieut, 
liaker,  of  engine  company  No.  152,  and 
Lieut.  Miller,  of  truck  No.  16,  botli  parts 
of  the  city  tire  department  outside  the 
pate^,  performed  the  j^alhuu  rescue,  at 
the  risk  of  bei»,g  burned  to  death  accord- 
ing to  tie  report  of  Chief  Sweenie,  the 
veteran  head  of  the  Chicago  depart- 
!  men*. 

In  contradicf.on  of  this  official  state- 
ment, Marshal  Murpiiy.  a  subordiinte 
otiicer,  says  that  neither  of  the  lieuten- 
ants were  on  the  roof  at  the  time.  He 
makes  the  same  statemarttbat  he  did  on 
the  night  of  the  tire  that  Hans  Refeldt  of 
hook  and  ladder  Ko.  J^o,  Capt.  Janes 
Kennedy  of  hook  and  ladder  No.  5,  and 
himself  brought  Fitzpatrick's  broken, 
burned  and  almost  lifeless  body  from 
the  blazing  roof.

The  bank  had  a 
paid  up  capital  oi  5250,000  and  was « 
new  iristitution.  It  has  not  been  deemed 
solid,  though  its  statement  issued  at  the 
close  of  business  July  13,  showing  (mlv

Will  Be  tb6  Largest  in   the  State's 
With  0ne  Exception. 

Ka^tsa.s  City,  Mo.,  July  17.— Secretary 
Mohler  has  issued  a  statement  saying 
that  if  conditions  continue  favorable, 
Kansas  will  have  the  laicjest  corn  crop 
in  the  state's  history  with  the  single  ex- 
ception of  tha-t  of  18S9,  when  the  yield 
was  273,000,000  bushels  from  an  acerage 
of  6.SJO.693  acres. 

For  the  first  ti:v.e  since  he  became  sec- 
retary of  thr  M^)ard,  Mr.  Mohler  says  he 
is  unab'c  accurately  to  estimate  the  corn 
acreage.  He  obtains  his  liKurcs  from 
county  assessors,  and  their  reports  were 
in  this  ytar  before  larmers  whose  wheat 
had  proveri  ii  !  .dure  had  plowetl  their 
wheat  fields  and  planted  them  in  corn. 

He  estimates  that  the  acreage  will  be 
at  least  I3  per  cent,  in  excess  of  that  of 
Inst  year  when  it  was  5,603,58s  acres. 
This  would  fix  the  acreage  lor  thii  year 
at  6,296,018.

The   Financial  Situation   is  Very 
proved. 

New  Vokk,  July  17.  Henrv  Clews 
savs  in  hia  weekly  financial  r&view;  The 
trouble  of  Wall  street  houses  with  res- 
pect to  the  money  market  is  declining. 
'ITie  late  large  fall  in  prices  has  rcilured 
the  amount  to  be  born<wfd  against 
stocks,  and  tiic  wUhdrawal  ot  securities 
Irom  the  ni.-»rket  for  investment  is  hav- 
ing a  like  cftcci,  so  that  the  w.ints  of 
borrowers  are  much  more'  easily  satis- 
hcd;  while  thi.  lar£;e  shrinkage  in  prices 
makes  stocks  corrospoudinglv  safer  as 
collateral.  The  latc  ot  lulirest,  though 
still  hij;h,  is  not  so  costly  as  to  rai«;e  a 
serious  t)bstacle  to  buying.  Tho  dilihcul- 
tica  with  which  the  market  has  now  to 
contend  ate  of  the  character  that  usually 
foll«)ws  such  an  e.xtensive  break  is  has 
recently  happened.  Some  operators 
have  been  sold  i:ul;  aud numerous  others 
are  crippled.  Thus  the  machinery  of 
speculation  is  disabled,  and  the  forces 
to  resist  unfavorable  influences  are  en- 
feebled. But  outside  the  ranks  of  the 
speculators,  there  st«nds  a  force  of  in- 
vestors watching  for  bargains;  ami  the 
purchases  of  that  class  are  now  becom- 
ing A  very  substantial  rallying  power  to 
the  market.  Not  only  arc  the  prices  of 
stocks  very  e.xcaptioaally  low,  but  the 
condition  of  the  railroads  is  at  present 
unusually  prosperous,  making  the  in- 
ducement to  investors  one  el  rare  ad- 
vantage. 

The  general  condidoii  of  financial  af- 
fairs is  improving,  though  the  progress 
is  slow,  'rhcre  has  been  a  distinct  abate- 
ment of  the  latc  apprehenbipn,  and  re- 
covery is  regarded  as  less  a  c|ueslion  of 
fact  than  of'  time.  The  obstacles  give 
way  sU)wIy,  but  still  they  are  receding 
all  along  the  line.  The  most  stul)born 
difficulty  is  the  extraordinary  scarcity  of 
currency,  whichkeejis  the  reserves  of  the 
banks  below  the  legal  minitaum.  There- 
are  some  indications  of  the  beginning  of 
R  reflux  of  currency  from  the  interior, 
but  the  amount  of  such  receipts  is  as  yet 
small.  There  csn  be  no  doubt  that  a 
large  amount  of  money  has  gore  into 
hoard,  not  only  in  this  locality  but 
throughout  the  country.  The  city  sav- 
ings banks  also  are  estimated  to  be  with- 
holdingsometentnillions  from  use  in  the 
reserves  of  the  Associated  banks.  These 
are  difficulties  of  a  most  stubborn  nature, 
and  can  only  disappear  when  the  timid 
hoarders  have  recovered  from  their  in- 
sane fright. 

The  concentration  of  money  at  Chi- 
cago is  perhaps  a  much  more  important 
element  in  this  dearth  of  money  than  is 
generally  supposed.  The  tens  of  ihi>u- 
sands  who  are  constantly  drilling  t©  the 
fair  lake  with  thein  money  drawn  from 
the  banks  in  every  part  of  the  country, 
and  those  streams  ilrain  the  interior  of 
currency  which  wonid  otherwise  find  its 
way  li>  this  city.  The  amount  thus 
llo.-iting  in  the  hands  of  those  visiting  the 
fair  or  Tssociated  with  it  may  easily  run 
into  the  millions,  and  it  does  not  find  its 
way  hither  because  it  is  maialy  in  the 
pockets  of  the  public  rather  than  in  the 
vaults  of  the  Chicago  banks.  The  evi- 
dence of  accumulation  of  money  at  that 
oiiit  is  plain  iu  the  rate  ot  $1.75  toS2per 
discount  for  exchange  on  New  York, 
which  leaves  a  large  profit  on  shippiiig 
currency  thitlier  and  is  having  that  effect. 
This  is  a  condition  of  things  which  may 
possibly  continue  as  the  attendance  at 
the  fair  increases  during  the  coming 
months. 

Per  contra-  there  is  an  improving 
tendency  in  the  exchanges  between  New 
York  and  other  points.  Philadelphia  is 
beginning  to  reduce  its  large  iridabted- 
ness  to  us  in  cash.  The  currency  sent  to 
the  Pacific  coast  banks  is  coming  back, 
tnd  small  str«ams  are  flowing  m  from 
other  sections.  Some  of  the  country 
banks  are  taking  tiack  the  pajier  stnt 
here  for  re-discount  at  an  earlier  stage 
of  th«  crisis,  and  altogether,  outside  of 
our  relations  with  Chicago,  there  are  ap- 
parent the  beginnin'^s  of  a  movement 
that  may  be  expected  to  replenish  our 
stock  ot  money  at  an  early  day.  The 
ccadition  of  the  foreign  exchanges  has 
brought  us  close  upon  the  point  at  which 
it  wi>uld  pay  to  ship  gold  hither  from 
London.  Shipments  would  probably 
have  been  made  this  week,  but  London 
sales  of  stocks  on  this  market,  together 
with  the  unwillinsness  of  the  Bank  of 
England  to  part  with  gold,  seem  to  have 
deferred  the  movement  for  the  moment. 
Imports  of  the  yellow  metal,  however, 
are  regarded  as  a  probability  of  the  near 
future.  A  turn  in  the  donaestic  and  for- 
eign exchanges  is  the  one  thing  needful 
to  the  revival  of  confidence  among  the 
banks,  and  that  seems  to  be  iB  a  fair  way 
to  realization. 

The  closing  symptoms  of  the  nwirket 
are  hopeful.  The  improving  tendencies 
noted  above  now  show  a  fuller  develop- 
ment, and  both  among  the  banks  and 
on  the  stock  exchange  the 
feeling  is  much  more  confident  than  at 
the  opening  of  the  week.  Three  move- 
ments uow  afford  distinct  promise  of  im- 
portant early  relief; — the  return  of  cur- 
rency from  the  country,  the  retirement 
of  clearing  house  certificates,  and  the 
importation  of  gold.  This,  with  other 
improvements  in  the  praspect,  is  making 
th<ri"bears"  cautious  aud  encouraging  the 
buying  of  stocks.  Wc  anticipate  an  im 
proving  market  from  this  time  forward.

-The  Herald's 
Valparaiso  sj)ecial,  under  date  of  yes- 
terday, i»ays:  Admiral  Wandenkolk  is  a 
prisoner  and  is  now  on  hiswaytoKio 
Janeiro,  the  Brazilian  capital,  urdcr  a 
heavy  guard.  He  was  only  recently  for- 
mally declared  to  be  a  traitor,  and  now 
that  he  has  fallen  into  the  hands  of  the 
govcrment  he  will  no  doubt  be  executed 
without  much  ceremony. 

News  of  the  capture  of  Ailmiral  Wan- 
denkolk was  received  horc  this  afternoon 
in  a  telegram  from  Ya^uarot.  "  The  tele- 
gram says  that  the  cruiser  Repubtica 
gav»  chase  to  the  Jupiter  outside  ihe  b.tr 
and  came  up  with  her  at  d  o'clock  at  the 
bar  north  of  Santa  Catharina.  A'l- 
miral  Wandenkolk  tried  to  disembark 
but  was  prevented  by  the  fog. 

Shoti  were  hrcd  on  the  Jupiter  from 
which  a  white  flag  was  soon  hoisted,  'ihe 
captain  of  the  Ke|)ub!ica  demanded  the 
unconditional  surrender  of  the  Jupiter, 
her  officers  a«d  crew.  Admiral  Wanden- 
kolk was  forced  to  submit  and  tha  olVi- 
cers  and  crew  of  the  ship,  the  revolu- 
tionary troops  on  board,  and  the  I'vcnt)- 
seven  sailors  of  tlic  gunboat  Camocin 
were  all  made  prisoners.  The  captain 
of  the  Republica  started  them  for  Rio 
Janeiro  under  a  heavy  guard. 

A  Uruguayan  gunboat  has  goae  to 
look  for  the  Itala,  which  was  reported  to 
have  been  captured,  but  really  escaped. 
She  is  believed  to  be  near  Maltionado  on 
the  Lruguayan  coast.  If  sfie  is  captured, 
her  crew  will  be  disarmed.

READS  LIKE  A  ROMANCE. 

Escape  of  Two  Men  for  Whom  a  Hcivy  Re- 
ward is  OHored. 
Nkw  York,  July  17.— A  San  Fran- 
cisco special  says:  The  scaling  schooner 
Archillcs  slipped  in  early  yesterday 
morning  before  it  was   yet  light,  and  the 

two  men  in  charge,  Oscar  and  JuliuS 
Bartel,4anded  and  disappe.-ired  before 
the  harbor  police  knew  of  their  pres- 
ence.

"The  story  of  their  exploits  reads  like  a 
romance.

Her 
catch  of  sealskins  the  captain,  Oscar 
Bartei,  sold  to  the  Alaska  Commercial 
company's  agent  at  Kodiak  for  S4000.

Nothing  being  heard  of  the  schooner, 
she  was  posted  for  barratry  and  a  re- 
ward offered  for  her  discovery  aud  the 
arrest  of  her  captain.  The  two  men 
navigated  her  to  this  port.

A  County  Tract  Index. 
Why  should  the  hundrc d»  of  people  'u 
St.  Liiuis  cuui\ty  who  never  re«.iuire  ab- 
stracts be  obiisei  to  pay  for  the  main- 
tenance by  ihe  county  of  an  abstract 
office  for  the  benefit  of  a  comparative  by 
few  people,  latter  can  ncnv  go  to 
any  one  of  the  now  numerous  abstract 
firms  and  K^t  ubat  they  waut  as  cheaply 
as  the  county  could  provide  it,  and  prob- 
ably mach  cheaper? 

It  would  be  just  as  proper  on  the  part 
of  these  whoC-aiin  ihst  the  county -houid 
go  into  the  a'sstract  busicess  to  also  con- 
tend that  tac  county  should  furnish  to  al' 
who  applied  tinar.c'al  ratinrfs  '■f  business 
firms  and  individuals,  althou;,'h  there  arc 
commercial  a^jeficiei  now  in  that  busi- 
ness. 

The  experience  of  other  counties  in 
this  state  which  have  established  ab- 
stract otnces  shows  that  it  is  an  expen- 
sive luxury.  Ramsey  county  baa  carded 
on  such  an  ofifice  at  a  la' je  annual  loss. 
The  abstract  companies  did  not  go  out 
of  business  when  the  county  office  v/.»s 
establs*lied.  It  w«is  only  another  com- 
petUor  in  this  line  of  business  and  it  got 
a  share  of  the  business,  but  not  sufficient 
to  nearly  meet  the  expense.  la  it  prob- 
able that  St.  Louis  county  would  fare 
diflierently? 

Why  then  ^ould  the  county  burtlen 
itself  with  th's  additional  «xpen'>e? 

Ihen  take  the  Marvin  tract  index,  Un 
which  the  owner  wants  the  county  to 
pay  him  510,000.  It  may  b#  cheap 
at  that  figure;  or  it  may  be  a  very 
hitfh  price  to  pay  for  it.  The  county 
cominiasioners  employed  as  an  expert  a 
man  whose  ability  in  that  line  cannot  be 
questioned.  He  has  pronounced  the 
Marvin  index  to  be  imperfect  and  de- 
fective, and  an  abstract  of  title  that  is  in- 
complete is  worse  than  none  at 
all.  The  sfc-.tenients  of  Tom,  Dick  and 
Harry  that  the  Marvin  tract  index  is  all 
rigQt  or  as  good  as  any  other  tract  ind*K 
count  for  nothing  in  the  face  of  the  ex- 
pert's report.  It  was  estimated  by  the 
expert  that  the  index  could  be  perfected 
at  an  additional  expense  of  S30CO.  This 
would  mean  a  total  expenditure  by  the 
county  of  $13,000. 

Where  is  the  demand  for  such  aji  ex- 
penditure ?      Who  are  clamoring  for  the 
purchase  of  a  tract  index  by  trie  county.' 
Arc  ihe  people  beseeciiiag   the  county 
commissioners  to  throw  away  mosicy  in 
this  manner  and  create  a  new  office  with 
ii3  clerks  and  other  expenses?       Is  not 
the  cry  for  n.  count?  tract   index  emanat- 
ing solely  from   the   nia»  who  desires  to 
get  $  10,000  from  the  county  and  a  fe>»  of 
his   ffiends  who    are  ready  to  aid   him 
bleed  the  county  to  this  extent?      If  Mr. 
Marvin's   index  is  really  as  perfect  and 
worth  as  much  as  he  claims,  and  there  is 
so  much  money  in  the  abstract  business, 
why  is  he  so  anxious  to  sell  it  to  the 
county? 

The  Herard  has  pHiblished  interviews 
with  numerous  citizens  ©n  this  subject, 
especially  those  who  have  most  occasion 
to  use  a  tract  indei,  and  they  are  almost 
unanimous  in  declaring  that  it  would  be 
a  foolish  idea  on  the  part  of  the  county 
commissioners  to  purchase  the  Marvin 
index  or  any  other  index.  These  inter- 
views were  not  picked,  but  were  taken 
by  reporters  on  their  daily  rounds,  and 
The  Herald  believes  thnt  they  fairly  rep- 


resent the  sentiment  ot  thehrr^c  majority 
of  the  citizens  on  ibis  sai>jt'Ct. 

1!  the  conmiisaionets  desire  to  act  in 
accord  with  public  sentiment,  they  will 
reject  the  Marvin  proposal  and  dismiss 
the  iiiea  of  purchasing  u  tract  index  for 
the  rciiistcr  of  deeds  office. 


The  Torrens  Svstetn, 

( )ae*of  the  import  tni  subjects  to  be  con- 
sidcre.l  at  the  touiing  ropvention  of  the 
National  Real  Kstate  exchange  in  St. 
Paul  is  the  ir^troduciion  into  this  country 
ol  the  Torrens  system  of  land  transfer. 
The  Herald  l..ii>  upon  several  o::cas;ons 
refcircd  to  the  merits  of  this  system  and 
of  the  desirability  of  it  being  put  in  oper- 
ation in  Minnesota. 

Two  years  ago  the  Icgisl.TPture  ap- 
pointed a  commission  to  investigate  the 
syster.!  and  rcj>ort  at  the  last  Sf-ssioii. 
The  report  was  pressnted,  but  it  was 
very  imsatisl.ictory.  While  admiltirg  the 
advantages  of  the  system,  it  was  cl.^inied 
that  it  was  doubtful  if  it  could  be  applied 
to  ibis^t-ste  in  view  of  the  existing  Uws. 
Tbe  commission  did  not  report  any  bill, 
not  being  authorized  to  do  so.  Nothing 
further  was  done  at  the  last  session  of 
the  legislature,  and  the  matter  hangs 
lire,  awaiting  the  influence  of  a  strong 
popular  mi>venient  in  its  favor. 

rosiibly  the  publicity  which  will 
be  given  to  the  system  at  the 
St.  Paul  convention,  where  the  advan- 
tages it  po-sesses  will  be  explained  and 
strong  reasons  for  its  general  adoption 
will  be  presented,  may  dirctt  public  at- 
teuiion  to  it  tc  a  larger  degree  than  in 
t!:c  past  and  cause  miiny  to  urge  ils 
adoption  by  the  next  legislature. 

In  a  recent  article,  it  was  erroneously 
stated  ^hat  tiic  Torrens  system  was  up- 
plicd  to  IlliaoJs  at  the  recent  session  of 
the  legislature  of  that  state.  Vhe  f;.ct 
is  that  a  bill  embodying  all  the  excellent 
features  of  this  system  was  reported 
upon  by  a  legislative  committee  with  tlie 
recommendation  that  it  be  adopted.  It

NICKEL  AT  THE  PAULSON  MINc. 

A  Port  Arthur  Mining  Engineer  Replies  to  Mr. 

.Russell's  Statements. 
To  the  Editor  of  The  Herald: 

I  am  requested  by  a  number  of  gentle- 
men to  9*ate,  through  the  columns  of 
your  valuable  paper,  if  the  statements 
rcade  by  W.  W,  Ru-sel!   in  an  interview 

about  the  occurrence  of  nickel  on  the 
Paulson  property  near  Gucfiint  lake, 
were  correct  or  net. 

Mr.  Ruasellsaid:  "The  nickel  thatlhey 
claim  is  found  in  the  Vnulsou  mine  is  no 
nickel,  but  iron  pyrites.  I  know,  for  I 
was  al  the  mine  last  fall.  I  don't  think 
I'aulson  is  claiming  thni  It  is  nickel  now. 
There  is  considerable  sulphur  mixed 
with  the  <iv,  but  no  titanium.  The  ore 
is  exceedingly  hard." 

In  mining  matters  people  should  not 
be  too  sensitive  abtiut  what  others  say 
in  regard  lo  what  has  been  or  what  has 
not  been  found  on  a  claim;  there  are  al- 
ways pcr:on5,  who  eiihcr  are  jwiloiK 
about  the  good  fortune  c,[  otheis,  or 
speak  about  mining  matters  as  if  tliey 
knew  all  aboMt  it,  even  if  they  have 
looked  only  ciice  or  twice  in  their  life  in 
a  iniuc;  or  again  there  are  per.sons  who 
make  up  tijeir  mmd  about  a  tiling,  not 
caring  to  investigate  the  correctness  of 
their  supiJOhition. 

I'erhaps  Mr.  Russell  did  not  care  to 
inform  him^eif  a  little  better.  If  he  had 
come  lo  111*  and  hafl  asked  me  .ibout  it  I 
could  have  given  him  ad  the  infoiination 
he  wanted.  I  should  h;ivc  told  him  that 
it  is  not  common  iron  pynte,  but  magnetic 
iron  pyrite,  called  pyrrhotite  which  of 
cour.-c  is  not  in  a  true  tcnye  of  the  word 
a  nickel  ore,  but  an  ore  which  very  fre- 
quently carries  a  sma,IIcr  or  larger  per 
cenlage  of  nickel  and  is  identic il  wilh 
t^ic  ore  found  around  Sudbury.  1  think 
1  w.as  the  cue  who  made  the  first  tests  of 
Mr.  Paulson's  ore;  1  had  two  samples  at 
that  time  and  to  verify  my  re:ults  i  mailc 
he  analysis  ia  two  different  ways  and 
found  that  one  samjde  contained  i  87  per 
cent  and  the  other  1.32  per  cent,  metallic 
nickel. 

What  Mr.  R)j«sell  s«y3  in  rejjard  Vo 
"much  .sul[)her"  in  the  iron  ore,  must  be 
accepted  in  the  same  sense  as  the  fore- 
goiug.  Mr.  Russell  could  not  have  seen 
very  much  ore  l.is:  fall,  except  in  an  open 
cut,  m-uie  for  railway  purposes,  where 
they  encountered  soaic  ore  that  was  piled 
up  on  one  side  of  the  track  and  niixeal 
with  other  rocks.  And  then  he  says: 
"l>ut  there  is  no  titanium  in  the  ore." 
From  whom  do^s  he  know  this?  He 
never  n.is  lud  any  analysis  made  of  the 
ore,  ;ind  if  he  accepts  liiis  as  a  tact  by 
other:;,  why  not  aliio  th::t  there  is  nickel 
in  the  pyrrhotite:  This  is  rather  incon- 
sistent.

A  Belter  Feeling  Prevails  atiJ  EVIills  Are  Rin- 
ning  Full  Time. 
The  Northwestern  f^umbermfin  tluis 
refers  to  the  situation  at  Dululh:  A 
slightly  better  feeling  exists  in  lumber- 
ing   circles  this    week,    and  liimberm;n 

are  taking  a  more  hopeful  view  of  the 
situation.  There  has  been  no  further 
reduction  of  the  cut,  r.nd  the  mills,  with 
one  or  two  exceptions,  are  1 'inning  full 
time,  and  some  of  lliem  are  runnini;  «»oth 
day  and  night.  The  market  is  not 
especially  improved,  particularly  for 
shipments  into  the  Northwest,  yet  noth- 
ing has  occurred  to  shake  the  stronv;  be- 
lief that  wilh  the  revival  of  business  this 
fall,  lumbci  will  be  among  the  first  com- 
modiiies  to  respond. 

Tiiere  is  slill  a  disposition  shown  by 
the  Lake  Erie  and  l«ike  iMichigau  ports 
t*)  take  all  the  lumber  that  is  manu- 
factured here.  Such  propositions  and 
offers  are  nuv,-  before  the  maniila«iiirers 
from  those  points  as  assure  a  niark«l  for 
the  present  year's  "i-tput,  riinsequenlly 
the  stagn;iticn  in  the  West  is  not  a  mat- 
ter of  so  much  importance  so  far  as 
placing  the  present  cut  is  concerned. 

Within  the  past  few  days  freight  rates 
to  Buffalo  have  dropped  from  $2  a  thous- 
and lo  1^1.75,  and  at  this  r:ite  there  is  a 
desire  lo  close  contracts  for  the  rest  ot 
the  navigable  season.  Vessel  owners, 
however,  hoping  for  a  general  ieviv,\l  ol 
business,  are  lunning  without  profit 
rather  than  tic  up,  but  they  will  make  no 
contracts  in  advance  at  those  rales.  The 
docks  are  being  pretty  well  stripped, 
lumber  being  moTed  whicii,  under  oihtr 
circumstances,  would  proljribly  rem:iin 
in  the  drying  process  from  thirty  to  tifty 
days  loagcr. 

The  freight  lates  to  Chtcago  from  Du- 
lulh rule  25  cents  higher  than  to  'iVma- 
wanda  and  lUilTalo  and  are  now  quoted 
at  i>2.  Sorne  lumb:ir  is  being  nhipped 
from  Ashland  to  Chicago,  but  very  little 
is  sent  from  Dululh  or  West  Superior. 
Bay  City  and  S;.ginaw  are  bcconning 
good  cnstomcrs  of  Duluth  lumber  and 
arc  now  takmg  a  large  quantity.

She  Was  in  Pur.<;uit  of  a  Sealing  Vessel, 

Which    Sent   a    Shell    at 

Her.

and  Played  Havoc  in  the  Gun 

Room. 


The  Mohican  Was  Completely  Disabled  and 

the  Sealer  Escaped  in  a  Sudden 

Dense  Fog. 


Xi:\v  York,  July  i8.— A  special  to  the 
Herald  from  IV-rt  Town^cnil,  Wash., 
s.'iys:  Advices  from  Alaska  state  iliat 
the  United  States  man-of-war  MuLican 
was  fired  upon  in  Bering  sea  and  dis- 
abled June  25  by  llie  rlawaiian  steaincr 
A!exan<lria,  whicli  sailed  from  San  Fr.in- 
cisco  last  April.  The  Mohican  discovered 
the  Alexandria  in  the  act  of  raiding  seal 
mokcriesand  tried  to  intercept  hir,  tiring 
twi>  shots  acruss  her  Low.  » 

The  .Alexandria  returned  the  fire,  strik- 
ing the  Mohican  amidships,  disablmg 
licr  engines.  The  Mohican  went  ti) 
Oiialaska  for  repairs  and  the  Alexandria 
escaped. 

THE  BALL  PLAYED  HAVOC. 

The  Alexandria  Sent  a  Ball  Into  the  Mohican's 
Engine  Room. 

Sr..\TTLi:,  Wash.,  July  18.— The  steam- 
er City  or  Topeka  which  arrived  here 
last  ni^ht  brought  the  following  advices 
which  iinally  settle  the  mystery  concern- 
irg  the  steamer  Alexandria  which  was 
riited  out  in  S.in  Kraii  isco  some  lime 
ago  ostensibly  for  a  fishing  cruise. 

The  Alexandria,  u:.der  comm^ind  of 
Capt.  McLean,  s.iiled  from -San  Francisco 
lor  Honolulu  last  April  and  later  left 
Honolulu  at  night.  On  June  25  the  Alex- 
andria was  intercepted  in  Dering  sea  by 
the  United  States  ship  Mohican.  The 
Mohican  ordered  the  Alexandria  to  lay 
to,  b  It  instead  of  doing  so  the  .Mcxandria 
aicreased  her  speed  and  .ittempted  to 
escape.  The  Mohican  pursued  her  and 
tired  two  blank  shots  acro.-s  her  bow  as 
a  signal  for  her  to  heave  to. 

In  suprcnjc  disregard  of  th?"order  the 
Alexandria  steiraed  taster,  and  when 
the  Mohican  fired  another  blank  cart- 
ridge the  Alexandria  trained  her  six- 
pounder  on  her  pursuer  and  sent  a  shell 
cra^^hing  through  the  sides  of  the  war- 
ship and  into  her  gun  room.  The  ball 
played  havoc  among  the  ship's  machi- 
nery and  completely  disabled  the  Mohi- 
can. At  this  juncture  a  dense  fog  arose 
and  the  Alexandria  made  her  escape 
while  the  Mohican  had  to  anchor  for  six 
hours  for  repairs. 

TWO  SEALERS  SEIZED. 

Six  Sealskins  Found  on  one  and  Sixteen  en 
the  Other. 

Seattle,  Wash.,  July  18.— Further 
advices  have  been  received  here  to  the 
ehect  that  the  lieutenant  from  the  cutter 
Richard  Nash  boarded  the  schooners 
Alexander  or  San  I'rancisco,  and  the 
St.  Paul  of  Kcdiak,  on  July  in  a  little 
cove  near  Okoniak,  situated  sixty  miles 
souiheast  of  Kodiak.  The  captains 
claimed  to  have  been  taking  on  wood 
and  water. 

Th?  Alexander  was  examined  and 
passed  muster  but  when  the  lieutenant 
attempted  to  board  the  St.  Paul  he  was 
met  with  resistence  but  finally  succeeded 
in  finding  s;x  seal  skins  aboard.  This  so 
incensed  the  St.  Paul  skipper  that  he 
informed  the  lieutenant  that  the  Alex- 
ander also  had  seal  skins  aboard. 

The  lieutenant  then  paid  a  second 
visit  to  the  Alexander  and  found  aboard 
sixteen  seal  skins.  Both  vessels  were 
then  formally  seized  and  prize  crews 
placed  aboard  them.  The  schooners 
were  sent  to  Alaska  where  they  will  be 
held  until  the  next  term  of  the  district 
court. 


THE  STORY  DISCREDITED. 


Officials  in  the  Navy  Department  Do  Not  Be- 
lieve the  Report.

C,  July  17.— Secretary 
of  the  navy,  Washington,  D.  C:  By  order 
of  Commander  I.udlow,  the  steamer 
Rush  seized  on  July  2  at  Chirukaf  island 
American  schooners  St.  Paul  a.nd  Alex- 
ander for  viclraion  of  section  1956  re- 
vised statutes." 

It  may  be  noted  that  the  events  men- 
tioned in  the  above  dispatch  were  of  later 
date  than  that  upon  which  the  alleged 
firing  took  place,  but  no  mention  is  made 
of  it  although  the  order  of  seizure  was 
given  by  Capt.  Ludlow  and  presumably 
his  vessel,  the  Mohican,  was  in  company 
with  Rush. 

Commodore  Ramsay,  acting  secretaiy 
of  the  navy,  bdieves  that  Capt.  Ludlow 
would  certainly  not  have  failed  to  men- 
tion so  importint  an  event  as  disable- 
ment of  his  ship,  if  it  was  true.

Gen.  Pou  Has  Reached  New  York  After  a 

Narrow  Escape  from  the  Republic 

of  Salvador. 


The  Authorifies  Endeavored  to  Secure  Him 

from  tha  Steamer  Cj.i.na  Which  He 

Had  Boarded. 


The  Captain,  However,  Refused  to  Deliver 

Him  and  Said  that  He  Would 

Remain  Neutral. 


New  York,  July  18.— Gen.  Gerimo 
Pou.  Salv.adorian  minister  to  Mexico 
and  until  a  few  weeks  ago  in  command 
of  the  military  department  of  Sonsonate, 
Salvador,  arrived  here  yesterday  from 
that  republic  by  Colombian  line  steamer 
Alamo.  He  tells  a  story  of  his  escape 
from  Salvador  and  how  a  repetition  of 
the  Barrunda  affair  on  an  American 
steamer  was  narrowly  averted. 

Gen.  Pou,  who  is  a  Spaniard  by  birth 
and  until  1883  was  an  infantry  otficer  in 
the  .Spanish  arrny,  went  to  Salvador  in 
188S  and  becoming  a  favorite  of  Presi- 
dent Charles  Ezeta  was  placed  in  com- 
mand of  the  military  department  of 
Sonsonate,  one  of  the  largest  in  the  re- 
public. Toward  the  close  of  last  month 
Gen.  Pou  says  President  Ezeta  became 
his  enemy  for  reasons  which  he  was  not 
at  liberty  to  explain  at  present,  and  fear- 
ing the  consequences  he  decided  to  fiee 
the  country. 

Gen.  Pou  on  July  20  secretly  journeyed 
to  Ac.ajutla.  where  the  steamer  Colima 
was  due  the  next  day  en  route  from  San 
I'^rancisco  to  Panama.  In  the  meantime 
his  departure  had  been  discovered  and 
the  commandant  at  the  port  of  Acajutia 
notified  to  intercept  him.  Gen.  Pou 
managed,  however,  to  elude  the  com- 
mandant by  being  transported  to  the 
Coiima  in  a  small  boat  after  the  passen- 
gers had  boarded  the  steamer. 

His  presence  on  board  ship  being  later 
discovered,  the  commandant  leiegraphcil 
the  news  to  President  Ezeta.  who  return- 
ed an  order  that  the  captain  of  the 
steamer  be  asked  to  deliver  Pou  up  to 
the  government  aulhorilies.  "On  reach- 
ing the  vessel,"  says  the  general,  "1  beg- 
ged the  captain  not  to  consent  to  my 
surrender  when  the  demand  should  be 
made.  The  captain  replied  that  he  could 
do  no  more  than  to  remain  neutral. 

"Fortunately  there  were  among  the 
pr.ssengers  some  of  my  compatriots'. 
Spaniards,  who  were  ni>t  afraid  to  die  in 
an  attcmiit  to  save  the  life  of  a  country- 
ma^n.  They  promised  to  join  me  in 
forcible  resistance  to  the  soldiers  and  if 
necessary  kill  or  be  killed  before  allow- 
ing me  to  be  taken  from  the  ship.  .Sure 
enough,  during  the  next  day,  ihe  com- 
mandant and  a  boat  load  of  soldiers 
came  on  board  with  the  intention  of  tak- 
ing me  away. 

"The  commandant  showed  the  captain 
his  authority  and  asked  that  I  be  sur- 
rendered. The  cajjtain  told  the  com- 
mandant he  intended  to  remain  entirely 
neutral.  The  commandant  pleaded  earn- 
estly, but  in  vain.  This  brought  matters 
to  a  point  quickly  enoutjli.  It  was  a 
moment  of  suspens'e  for  everybody. 
With  our  fingers  on  the  triggers  of  our 
pistols,  my  friends  and  I  remained  in 
the  cabin,  fortified  as  well  as  possible, 
and  awaiting  the  attack  of  tbecomniand- 
anr  and  his  men. 

"At  last  the  commandant  and  his  men 
left  the  ship  and  returned  to  shore.  .Soon 
afterward  the  Colima  sailed  for  Panama 
and  here  I  am. ' 

Speaking  about  his  plans  for  the  im- 
mcdi.Tte  future.  Gen.  Pou  said:  "1  sail 
for  Paris  Saturday,  where  I  shall  join 
Sorrilla,  my  foimtr  chief  in  Spain,  and 
interest  myself  in  the  course  of  the  Span- 
ish Republican  party.  Ihat  a  revolu- 
lion  by  the  Republicans  wdl  take  place 
in  Spam  is,  I  believe,  a  certainty.  If  it 
does  not  come  this  year,  it  certainly  will 
in  1894."

The  amount  of  assets  and  lia- 
bilities could  not  be  learned,  but  it  was 
the  general  impression  that  it  would  pav 
in  full.

Vienna.  July  iS.  The  iron  gates  in 
the  river  DHnube,  where  many  lives  have 
be;.n  Irst.  claimed  twelve  victims  todav. 
For  s(<metime  past  operations  have  been 
carried  on  with  the  object  of  taking  out 
of  the  river  at  this  point  the  rocks  that 
have  given  the  name  of  the  iron  gates  to 
this  part  of  the  river. 

Twelve  workingmen  who  were  in  a 
snnill  boat  were  caught  in  the  current 
which  runs  wi»h  great    velocity    at    this 

point  and  were  dashed  .igainst  a  dredger 
in  the  stream. 

The  boat  was  smashed  and  the  men 
were  thrown  into  the  river.  They  were 
carried  down  the  stream  bv  the  rushing 
water  before  assistance  could  reach 
ihtm,  and  every  man  oi  the  party  was 
drowccd.

This  morn- 
ing he  resuiied  his  testimony.  He  said 
that  he  became  aware  of  the  danger  of  a 
collision  almost  directly  the  \ictoria  lie- 
gan  to  turn.  He  did  not  think  that  StafT 
Commander  Hawkins  Smith  had  ever 
been  consulted  when  Admiral  Tryon 
hoisted  his  flag  on  the  \'ictori.i.  It  was 
customary  to  use  a  30  degrees  helm.  \'ice 
Admiral  Tryon  altered  this  to  28  de- 
grees. 

Lord  Gilford,  flag  lieutentant  of  the 
Mediterranean  squadron  and  eldest  son 
of  admiral,  the  carl  of  Canwidiam.  was 
the  next  witness.  He  testified  that  alter 
the  collision  \'ice  Admiral  Tryon  said  lo 
him:     "It  was  uil  mv  fault. " 


CONFINED  TO  THE  NATIVES. 


The  Truth  About  the  Recent  Uprising  in 
Cores. 

Ni^w  York.  July  18.— Recent  reports 
of  a  popular  uprising  nmong  the  people 
of  CoTca  .against  foreigners,  the  purpose 
being  to  drive  all  aliens  out  of  that 
country,  appears  to  have  been  without 
foundation  in  f.ict,  according  to  advices 
received  today  by  the  Presbyterian  board 
of  missions  in  this  city. 

Rumor  had  it  th.at  a  mob  of  30.000 men 
had  gathered  in  the  southern  provinces 
and  was  marching  on  .Seoul,  where  many 
foreign  missionaries  are  located,  and 
much  apprehension  was  felt  by  the 
friends  of  the  American  missionaries  who 
are  situated  there.  The  disturbance  was 
wholly  political  and  confined  to  the 
natives. 

CANADIAN  INDEPENDENCE. 

Ex-Premicr  Mercier.  of  Quebec.  Speaks  in  its 
Favor  at  Boston. 

Boston.  July  18.— A  largely  attended 
reception  to  Hon.  Honore  Mercier,  ex 
premier  of  the  province  of  Quebec,  was 
held  in  the  Hotel  Clarendon  parlors 
yesterday,  and  in  the  evening  he  was 
crtertaincd  at  dinner  by  President  John- 
son, of  the  .St.  Jean  de  Bapt<ste  society 
and  Mr.  .Arthur  Tessier. 

In  brief  after  dinner  remarks,  Mr. 
Mercier  referred  to  the  condition  of  the 
people  of  C:mada  and  said  that  inde- 
pendence was  her  only  salvation,  es- 
pecially as  far  as  the  province  of  OucIkc 
was  concerned.  Annexation  England 
would  not  grant,  and  as  Canada  stood 
she  was  powerless  to  make  any  advance- 
ment for  that  country  was  unable  to 
make  any  treaty  broad  enough  to  suit 
the  commercial  views  of  both  countries. 
Put  if  Canada  were  to  become  indepen- 
dent she  could  make  treaties  with  the 
United  States  to  the    advantage  of  both.

Lively  Tilts  Expected  at  the  Extra  Session 
Due  to  Irascible  Tempers  Pro- 
duced by  Heat. 


Washington.  July  1 8.— [Special  to 
The  Herald.]  -It  would  be  h;ird  to  find  a 
hotter  or  more  dis:ii::roeable  place  than 
the  city  of  Washington  during  the  niontli 
of  August  and  the  early  days  of  Septem- 
ber, and  It  IS  but  natural  to  suppose  that 
this  sweltering  weather  will  have  some 
eflect  on  the  action  of  the  extra  session 
of  congress  called  to  meet  on  Aug.  7. 
Although  both  the  house  and  senate 
ch.nmber  will  be  cooled  by  artitici.^1 
means,  it  is  goinjj  to  be  a  hard  matter  to 
keep  members  of  either  body  in  their 
seats,  and  many  times  the  silver  men. 
under  the  skillful  icaJcrship  of  Stewart 
and  Teller  in  the  senate,  will  make  the 
point  of  no  quorum  in  order  to  gain 
time. 

The  opponents  of  silver  and  the 
friends  I'f  die  administration  will  want 
to  rush  through  nn  immediate  repeal  of 
the  Sherman  law  but  between  the"  beat, 
the  tilibiistering  tactics  of  the  advocates 
of  bi-rnttal!isin  and  the  possible  intro- 
duction <)t  a  tariff  bill  in  tne  meantime, 
their  patience  will  be  well  ingh  exhaust- 
ed before  even  a  vote  can  be  reached. 
The  sliver  men  on  the  other  hand,  hav- 
ing much  more  at  aiake  and  beirff  thor- 
oughly united,  will  work  with  greater 
determination  and  all  the  more  stub- 
bornness on  account  ot  the  heated  at- 
mosohere. 

It  is  safe  to  say  that  very  few  members 
of  congress  feel  particularly  pleased  at 
the  idea  of  leaving  their  pleasant  sum- 
mer homes,  or  some  ccwl  seaside  or 
mountain  resort,  to  come  to  Washington 
antl  wrestle  with  the  financial  and  other 
problems  that  now  confront  the  people 
i>f  the  country.  Many  of  them  fee!  that 
if  matters  bad  "'^ne  along  a!!  right  so 
far,  they  co'i'*^  vtry  well  continue  until 
the  regular  session  in  December,  and  s») 
many  of  tliem  will  come  to  the  Capital 
city  in  somewhat  of  an  irascible  humor 
and  in  consequenc  jome  rather  lively 
little  tilts  are  <:':;c  10  occur. 

Quite  a  uiimber  of  Dentocratic  statcs- 
m«n,  although  anti-silvcr  men,  done:  be- 
lieve that  the  Sheniian  law  is  the  cause 
of  the  depressed  condition  of  business  at 
the  present  time.  They  are  men  who  be- 
lieve n  giving  some  protection  to  our 
manufacturing  and  muring  industries, 
and  ar«  of  the  opinion  that  the  pros- 
pect of  a  radical  reduction  in  the  tariff 
schedules  has  alarmed  manufacturers 
and  ca pit;'. lists,  nnd  induced  men  who

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Gen.  Kellon  Buried  as  an  Enlisted  Soldier,  at 
His  Own  Request. 

W.\sniNcn\>N.July  iS.  The  funeral  of 
Gen.  Kelton,  ex-adjutant  general  I'.S.A. 
and  go\  cnior  of  the  Soldiers'  home,  was 
marked  by  iieifect  simplicity  in  all  its 
features.  He  directed  especially  that 
there  should  be  no  militarv  ceremonies 
and  that  the  use  of  carriages  should  be 
avi'ided.  He  de-^iietl  to  lie  buried  like 
an  enlisted  man  and  specititd  th:it  his 
coffin  shoulil  be  the  pmc  box  generally 
used  in  the  case  of  privates. 

Religions  services  \TCic  held  at  the 
governor's  residence  in  the  Soldiers' 
home  gnninils  at  6  o'clock  last  evening 
instead  of  today,  as  i>riginally  intended. 
There  were  no  honoraty  pall-bearers. 
The  casket  was  borne  to  the  cemetery 
by  six  non-commissioned  officers  of  the 
home. 

One  of  (ten.  Kelton's  objections  to 
having  an  expensive  funeral  was  that  he 
died  a  p«>or  man  and  did  not  wish  to 
embarrass  his  family  with  debts  incurred 
by  himself  in  any  way. 

The  impression  in  army  circles  is  that 
Gen.  1).  S.  Stanley,  retired,  will  succeed 
Gen.  Kelton  as  governor  of  the  Soldiers' 
home.  The  selection  rested  between 
those  two  when  Gen.  Kelton  was  ap- 
pointed a  year  ago.  Gen.  Stanley  is 
known  to  have  the  favor  ol  the  president 
and  was  appointcil  a  brttfedier  general 
by  him  during  his  last  teiTn. 

The  only  other  names  mentioned  in 
connection  with  the  vacancy  are  those  of 
Gen.  Wilcox,  the  former  governor,  and 
Gen.  C.  C.  Augur,  who  is  now  traveling 
in  Europe.  The  oflice  is  a  most  desir- 
able one  .iiid  custom  has  bestowed  it  on 
retired  officers.  It  is  usually  regarded 
as  a  personal  assignment  of  the  presi- 
dent's, so  that  It  is  not  a  plice  for  appli- 
cation or  pressure  of  influence.

a  few  months  ago  to  make  arrangements 
for  bringing  his  family  to  America.  His 
residence  here,  however,  availed  him 
nothing  in  the  consideration  of  his  case, 
and  his  return  is  ordered  on  the  ground 
that  he  is  likely  to  become  a  public 
charge.  His  wife  and  family  are  now 
on  their  way  to  America  , 

Castronovo  came  to  America  in  res- 
ponse to  a  Ict'cr  from  his  brother-in-law 
^tating  that  work  had  bciU  secured  for 
him.  Superintendent  Stump  holds  that 
this  is  a  violation  of  the  contract  labor 
law  and  orders  Caslronoro's  deportation.

A  Healthy  Condition. 
The  situation  is  not  as  bad  as  it  has 
been  painted.  The  commercial  depres- 
sion has  been  severe  in  some  quarters, 
but  there  never  has  been  any  danger  of 
a  general  panic.  This  danger  was  ab- 
sent because  the  business  of  the  countrv, 
taken  as  a  who'.e.  has  been  in  good 
shape.  It  was  in  an  exceptionally  solid 
condition  when  the  senseless  financial 
scare  arrived,  and  hence  only  a  compar- 
atively few  weak  spots  have  been  dis- 
closed in  the  business  world. 

The  whole  trouble  has  been  due  to 
lack  of  contidcnce,  but  that  condition  is 
being  speedily  passed.  The  faith  of  the 
people  is  returning,  and  they 
are  beginning  to  realize  now 
how  foolish  they  were  to  be  scared.  The 
squeeze  was  not  due  to  inflated  credits 
or  toany  of  the  causes  which  usually  pre- 
cipitate panics.  Business,  as  a  rule,  is 
conducted  on  a  safe  and  conservative 
basis,  and  the  difficulty  from  first  to  last 
seems  to  have  been  chiefly  imaginary. 
With  the  relief  that  will  come  from  the  re- 
peal of  the  Sherman  act,  the  outlook  is  cer- 
tainly hopeful.  There  is  plenty  of  money 
in  the  country,  but  it  is  not  in  circulation, 
being  hoarded  away  in  banks  and  vaults. 
When  confidence  is  regained  by  the 
people,  this  money  will  be  released  and 
the  business  world  will  shake  off  the  de- 
pression. 

In  this  connection,  it  is  noteworthy 
that  the  farmers  of  the  Northwest  are  in 
good  financial  circumstances.  The 
manager  of  a  Minneapolis  thresher  com- 
pany, in  an  interview  a  few  days  ago, 
related  some  facts  about  business  in 
North  Dakota  which  would  indicate  that 
the  people  of  that  state  are  not  short  of 
cash.  He  says  that  he  has  sold  this 
season  S750,oco  worth  of  threshers 
through  Nor»h  Dakota;  that  all  but 
about  S2O0O  ot  it  has  been  paid  and  that 
out  of  the  whole  amount  there  is  only 
$;oo  or  56oo  that  is  doubtful.  He  cites 
this  as  an  evidence  of  the  condition  of 
the  farmers  and  grain  growers  of  that 
slate  and,  with  the  excellent  crop  pros- 
pect which  North  Dakota  enjoys  at  pres- 
ent, the  outlook  is  certainly  encouraging 
for  a  good  fall's  business. 

Tn  times  like  this  when  so  much  is  said 
about  hard  times  and  dull  business,  it  is 
gratifying  and  encouraging  to  be  able  to 
cite  facts  of  this  kind  with  regard  to  the 
condition  of  country  trade.  If  the  price 
of  wheat  should  ascend  from  the  present 
abnormally  low  figures,  the  farmers  of 
the  Northwest  could  regard  the  situation 
from  a  roseate  standpoint.  Even  with 
the  present  prospect,  they  have  no  reason 
for  complaining. 


A  Cholera  Remedy. 

A  new' remedy  for  choli;ra,  proposed 
by  Dr.  R.  B.  Leach,  is  to  be  tried  on  the 
Lancaster  county  vaccine  farm  at  Mari- 
etta, Pa.,  and  the  result  of  the  experi- 
ments will  be  awaited  wilh  iulerL-st. 
Should  the  remedy  prove  to  be  effective, 
much  of  terror  now  produced  among  the 
people  by  the  fear  of  this  terribly  fatal 
disease  will  be  removed,  and  a  great  ad- 
vance in  medical  science  will  have  been 
maile. 

The  remedy  cciasists  of  small  doses  of 
arsenic,  as  now  often  prescribed  in  cases 
of  chronic  malarial  poisoning.  The  doc- 
tor claims  that  arsenic  fixes  the  albumen 
in  the  system  so  that  the  cholera  germ 
(which  does  the  same)  can  not  get  hold. 
In  other  words,  the  arsenic  crowds  the 
cholera  germ  out  of  the  system,  and  gives 
the  hostile  little  intruder  no  show  for  his 
life. 

The  physiological  action  of  arsenic 
taken  internally  in  small  quantities  is 
peculiar.  It  stimulates  the  hepatic  cells 
to  increased  secretory  as  well  as  excre- 
tory activity,  without  positively  dam.ig- 
ing  the  protoplasmic  masses,  and  in  this 
way  a  more  perfectnutritive  interchange 
is  established  in  the  liver,  which  process 
secondarily  enhances  the  accumulation 
of  tissue  throughout  the  whole  body.

The  South  Has  Changed. 
According:  to  a  Washington  dispatch. 
Congressman  Catchings,  of  Misiissippi, 
member  of  the  rules  committee  of  the 
last  house  and  Speaker  Crisp's  personal 
representative  on  the  floor,  has  made  a 
statement  which  will  cause  considerable 
surprise  throughout  the  country.  He 
declares  that  Western  men  will  discover, 
when  congress  meets,  that  the  South  is 
not  clamorous  now  for  free  coinage, 

Mr.  Catchings  is  of  the  opinion  that 
the  South,  like  the  rest  of  the  country, 
has  come  to  view  the  financial  question 
in  a  new  liu;ht.  He  thinks  the  day  of 
tinkering  with  the  money  problem  has 
passed.  He  believes  comprehensive 
egislation  a  necessity  to  at  once  restore 
confidence,  and  give  the  country  a  sound, 
stable  and  sufficient  currency  and  has 
an  idea  that  the  South  will  do  her  utmost 
towards  solving  the  problem. 

Congressman  Catchings  is  ot  the  opin- 
ion that  until  the  Sherman  act  is  out  of 
the  way  it  will  be  impossible  to  determ- 
ine what  part  silver  shall  play  in  the 
volume  of  the  government  currency.  He 
thinks  the  only  safe  procedure  will  be 
to  stop  buying  silver  bullion  and  then 
find  out  just  where  the  government 
stands.  He  says  the  first  thing  is  to  re- 
store confidence  in   business   circles,  in

Mayor  d'Autremont  V«toed   the  Woodland 

Park  Light  Ordinance  Because  of 

Its  Indenniteness. 


Only  a  few  petitions  ajid  coiimiunica- 
tu)ns  had  been  read  at  the  commciice- 
uiciit  I'f  tlie  sessinn  of  the  city  council 
last  CYCiiiiig  when  Mayor  il'Autrejiiont 
asked  the  indulgence  of  the  city  fathers 
to  the  extent  of  allowjnj^  him  to  make  a 
few  remarks.  That  privilege  was  will- 
ingly granted  and  the  mayor  in  effect 
said: 

"I  believe    that    it    'Aill    be  riglu  aud 

proper  that  the  city  make  some  littini; 
demonstration  upon  the  completiuii  i^t 
the  Duhith,  Missat»e  >.\:  Northern  rail- 
way. It  is  uiuiccesstiry  to  state  the 
benetit*  this  road  will  brini;  to  the  city 
bv  jji\iuij  tlirect  connnunicaticni  with  the 
Mcsaba  rans^.  1  am  toid  that  the  many 
boats  that  brinjs'  in  ctnil  and  merchandise 
aiid  take  away  ore,  wheat  and  «.»*her  pro- 
ducts, tiud  it  necesKiry,  on  an  averaj^e, 
to  spend  $50*  each  for  p»oTisi<;ns.  That 
■will  put  in  circulatU4»  ri^^^ht  in  this  city 
each  season  S'.^oo.ooo  ti>  sfiy  nothmp;^  of 
what  will  come  from  the  Mt*Hba  range 
towns.  St.  Paul  voted  #;j,ooo  to  aid  the 
celebratiiai  of  the  Great  S'orthcni  rail- 
way. All  will  affrec  that  the  Mesaha 
road  and  the  new  ore  docks  will  be  of 
mjre  beMCiit  to  Duluth  than  the  (ireat 
Norihern  road  to  St.  l\iu],  as  it  will  put 
mare  money  into  circulation,  employ 
more  labor  and  attraet  more  trade. 

"To  hoid  thiscelebralioii.itcost  money 
All  kn<  w  how  hard,  in  fact  aln:(.«it  ia:- 
pcssible  it  is  to  raise  money  in  Duluth  by 
pi'pular  subseripiion.  if  money  is  put 
iHto  this  celebration,  it  should  be  when 
the  men  who  have  put  money  into  these 
enterprises  are  here.  There  will  be  cost 
for  bands,  stages  and  all  vhose  rhir.Lfs 
nt'cesiary  in  an  event  of  the  kind  m 
prMspCLt.  It  has  been  prupoie  1  tbat  t!ic 
city  appropriatt*  r>5co,  the  county  ^500 
ard  V/e;t  Duluth  $250.  It  may  nut  be 
necessary  to  use  all  the  moiicy 
appropriated.  I  hive  alwa\s  boeii 
opposed  to  pajin^f  out  money  except  I'nr 
the  purpose  it  was  collected.  I  think, 
however,  thH.t  this  is  a  case  wiiere  no  ob- 
jeciion  can  be  mnd»  to  an  appropriation. 
It  rests  with  y&u  to  say  whether  it  ^iil 
be  ri^'ht  and  proper  to  do  so." 

.-\'derman  Wi;son  at  once  introdoced 
a  reso'.utior^appsopriatiuiJ  $iCX)  in  aid  ot 
the  celebration  of  the  coinpleni^n  of  the 
Missabe  road,  upon  the  condition  that 
the  ci'untv  appropriate  the  s«me  atnount. 
The  riiolutioa  passed.  Alderiiicn  Getty 
and  Din.Hw-aii  cominjf  in  wnh  ener/jetic 
noe«.  The  money  wiil  be  turned  ov«r  to 
Beriah  MatjDtVin,  the  railway  rornmi-- 
aior;er,  ajid  if  ail  is  not  used,  the  balance 
v/il!  be  »irned  back  to  the  city. 

The  council  jjcl  tlov.  a  to  business  wiih 
only  ffight  members  present  prettv  clote 
to  7:30  u'clock.  Later  on  Aldermnn 
Dingwall,  Surcnseu  and  one  other  Med 
in,  *iat  Co.v,  NeLan  and  Halm  failed  to 
show  up  at  all. 

Tlie  rejiular  weekly  wrangle  came  up 
ju5t  as  us'ial.  The  new  tire  nail  was  the 
ca^us  belli  this  time.  Altlennau  Howard 
knocked  the  Hr.st  chip  off  the  shoulder  of 
the  ccuucil.  Ht  got  up,  said  that  enough 
time  had  been  spent  in  waiimg  lor  a 
bubiniis:t»n  ol  the  plans  and  moved  that 
the  committee  having  the  matter  in 
charj^e  be  compLlicd  tu  report.  Thcr_' 
was  disputing.  discu»,4on,  retortin;; 
and  any  atr.ount  of  babble,  gabble 
and  Confusion.  Ouinby.  chaimKin  of 
the  committee,  asked  for  an.*ber  week 
but  some  of  the  ccuncilmea  woukl  not 
have  it  that  way.  Finally  Alderman 
r»lyer»  moved  that  the  pLin*  of  Rad- 
clilfe  iS:  Willoughhy  for  the  new  eiigii;e 
houje  be  accepted,  Eubjtot  t;j  the  ap- 
proval of  Chief  Smith  actl  that  the  ciiy 
engineer  also  have  a  hand  in  the  super- 
vision of  the  construction  of  the  building. 

That  resulted  in  amend menf?,  mo- 
tion* and  anotl-.er  lorg  drawn  out  par- 
liamentary tar:t;le.  Aldorcnan  Wiison 
moved  to  refer  the  ruattcr  to  the  board 
of  public  works.  President  Spencer 
reco^nizeil  that  luotit-u  over  the  one 
by  Alderman  Myers.  That  ;jeiitleman 
claimed  the  precedence  for  his  motion 
and  when  the  chairman  refused  to  lo.k 
at  it  that  way  an  appeaJ  was  made  to  the 
house.  The  decision  of  the  president 
was  sustained  by  a  vote  of  7  to  4,  after 
which  the  motion  by  Alderman  VVilson 
carried,  Th*  Kadcliffe  »^  VVilloujhby 
plans  call  for  a  building  costing  $2^,200.

Mayor  d'Autremont  dropped  in  his 
little  veto  juit  tj  keep  in  practice.  This 
time  the  laic  ordinance  tslablishinvr  ad- 
ditional electric  lights  at  Woodland 
caught  his  honor's  disipprov.al.  liiso!)- 
i«ctions  were  that  the  provisions  ol  the 
iJieasure  were  too  vague,  the  lo<-atioii  i>f 
she  lights  n-^t  beinj  fixed  dehnitely 
.enough. 

In  Duluih  there  arc  about  sixty  streets 


aiul  avenues  having  names  in  iluplicate 
and  even  triplicate.  July  24  the  council 
will  consider  a  I'.ie.isure  introduced  by 
.Mdernian  Hugo,  lojkini:  to  a  correction 
ol  that  annoyanci;  and  disadvantage. 
The  public  will  have  a  chance  to  l>e 
lie.iid  in  the  matter.  The  Ininan  tug 
line  was  allowed  S>i^uo  one-bajf  of  the 
season  s  contract,  for  tire  uroiection  from 
the  tire  tugs.  The  bi'l  of  !i.5oo  for  e.\ 
piiises  «iid  Sj^jo  fiT  commission,  due 
the  Duluth  Loan  Deposit  aiulTrus^t  com- 
pany for  taking  up  lloating  city  obliga- 
tions, was  referred  to  the  finance  com- 
mittee.

e.xperienci»g  the  rockiest  kiinl  of  hard 
Unies  on  that  range  this  summer."  The 
recent  sale  of  a  cwntrolling  irrtercfct  in  the 
lease  of  the  .\dams  mine  for  ^440,300. 
when  the  purchasers  have  to  pay  on 
Vhclr  lease  35  cents  a  ton  royalty  and  10 
per  cent  of  the  net  prohts,  cloes  not  ap- 
pear to  be  in  harmony  with  the  above 
repivrt.  The  sorry  talc  regarding  the 
clcsingoi  Lake  Superior  mines  applies 
to  the  WiscoHsin  and  Michigau  mines, 
rather  than  to  the  Minne.vita  mines. 

The  work  of  exploration  and  develop- 
ment (U  the  new  MesUba  is  as  active 
this  season  and  on  as  large  a  sckale  as 
could  be  desired,  and  new  railroads  and 
and  new  towns  are  pushing  into  the 
range  v.ith  ^unabated  ardor.

The  spouial  maetinu  of  the  cxjunt^- 
comraikSkioners  held  yesterday  afternoon 
to  consider  the  Marvio  tract  index  pur- 
chase wns  hot  and  lo4igthy.  Tke  pro- 
position to  buy  ie  practically  killeil.  It 
would  have  be»n,  in  fact,  killed  at  yes- 
terday's meeting  had  it  not  been  that  one 
ot  the  anti-indexers  was  .t,  little  rusty  in 
his  parliamentary  law  and  niovecl  to  con- 
irifie  the  matter  until  August  7. 

County  .\iturney  Tear  had  been  re- 
quested hy  the  commissioners  to  report 
whether  or  not  the  Marvin  intlexcs  were 
of  the  kind  contemplated  by  the  law 
permitting  the  county  to  purchase.  Mr, 
Te.ir  filed  a  report  that  in  his  opinion 
they  were  substantially  in  the  form  re- 
C!U!i|;d.  "Due  I  have  nothing  to  say  as 
to  their  accuracy,"  said  the  report  in 
conclusion. 

D.  G.  Cash  appeared  in  opposition  to 
the  purchase  at  the  request  ol  a  number 
of  taxpayers*  After  briefly  outlintng 
his  position  lie  began  to  question  Mr.

The  Executive  Committco  Fixes  Upon  October 
10  as  the  Dat3. 

The  executive  committee  of  the  inter- 
national reciprocity  convention  met  yes- 
tcrday  afternoon  and  lixed  October  was 
the  date  of  the  next  convention.  When 
the  List  convention  r.ict  in  St.  Paul  a 
few  weeks  ago  Duloii  was  designated  a« 
the  place  for  the  nc\t  meeting,  but  the 
time  was  leit  to  the  execmive committee. 
E.  C.  (iridley,  chairn.an  of  that  eommit- 
tee,  said  last  evening: 

■The  executive  committee  is 
planning  10  make  this  an  import- 
ant step  toward.  the  accomplish- 
ment of  coiamcrcia.  froecirmi  b»tween 
Canada  and  the  United  States.  It  is  de- 
sirable that  all  busixiess  interests  at  the 
head  of  the  Lakes  talc  an  active  interest 
in  ihe  matter.  The  executive  co.mmittee 
li.-is  al.-o  called  a  meeting  for  next  Mon- 
day, at  3  p.  m.,  in  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce, at  which  alt  commercial  bodies  at 
the  head  of  the  lakes  are  requested  to  he 
present  to  assist  thee>;cruiive  committee 
in  devising  ways  and  means  to  carry  foF- 
warrl  the  work'.

The  Destination  of  Each  Car  Will  be  Plainly 
indicated  at  Night. 
Beginning  tomorrow  or  the  next  day 
the  cars  on  the  various  lines  of  street 
railways  in  Dululh  will  be  ecjuipped  with 
different  colored  lights  conspicuously 
displaced  so  that  pedestrians  may  readily 
distinguish  between  the  different  lines. 
Manager  Fred  VVardwell  suites  that  for 
the  convenience  of  the  public  he  has 
provided  each  car  with  a  lantern  which 
will  be  carried  on  the  dashboard  of  the 
front  platform  and  whose  color  will  mark 
its  own  line. 

With  a  view  to  giving  the  traveling 
public  abetter  knowledge  of  the  system 
as  now  in  force  Mr.  Wardwell  explains 
that  all  the  Superior  street  cars  carry  on 
the  west  end  signs  reading  West  Duluth 
while  on  the  other  end  is  the  sign 
Twenty-second  avenue  east.  These 
cars  will  carry  no  special  lights. 

Those  cars  which  go  through  are 
marked  Lakeside  in  silver  letters  on 
yellow  boards.  They  will  carry  yellow 
lights. 

The  Garfield  avenue  cars  bear  blue 
signs  on  t-ither  side  marked  "Lake  and 
Gariield,"  and  on  the  ends.  West  Su- 
perior. This  line  will  carry  blue  lights 
and  extends  from  the  canal  on  Lake 
avenue  to  the  foot  of  Rice's  point  where 
connection  is  made  by  ferry  to  West  Su- 
perior. 

All  the  Lakeside  cars  run  as  far  as 
Lester  river,  whife  those  marked  Twenty- 
second  avenue  go  only  that  far. 

The  Ci'.rs  marked  West  Duluth  run 
through  to  Eighth  avenue  west  in  West 
Duluth. 

The  East  Fourth  street  cars  bear  red 
boards  with  black  lettering,  those  on 
the  back  and  front  reading  Fourteenth 
avenue  east,  while  those  on  the  sides  are 
marked  Second  and  Fourth  street. 
These  csrs  will  carry  red  lights  at  night. 
The  West  Fourth  street  cars  aj-e  so 
marked  with  white  letters  on  deep  red 
boards. 

The  Woodland  cars  run  from  Seventh 
avenue  west  to  Woodland  and  bear  green 
signs  marked  Woodland  on  ends  and 
sides.    Green  lights  ave  also  carried. 

The  street  railway  company,  with  a 
viev  to  protecting  its  patrons  on  the  in- 
cline railway  will  inaugurate  the  plan 
next  Sunday  of  giving  each  passenger  on 
the  incline  cars  a  concert  ticket  which  is 
taken  up  at  the  entrance  to  the  pavilion. 
For  thosC  who  reach  the  hilltop  in  other 
ways  a  rominal  admission  of  five  cents 
will  be  charged.  In  this  way  it  is  hoped 
to  prevent  the  occupation  of  chairs,  etc., 
by  those  who  do  not  use  the  incline  rail- 
way to  the  exclusion  of  city  railway 
patrons.

Bi  i-iAi.o,  Ju]y  19.— The  excursion 
train  carrying  the  Sunday  schools  of 
Bethany  and  Betlilchem  churches  of 
I!uffalo  on  the  Western  New  York  Cv 
i'cnnsylvaiiia  railroad  was  wrecked  at 
East  Aurora  at  7:45  o'clock  last  night. 
One  man  was  fatally  injured  and  four- 
teen to  twenty  otliers,  old  and  young, 
more  or  less  seriously  hurt.  Two  en- 
gines were  crushed  into  massesof  twsted 
steel.  As  near  as  can  be  learned  the  ac- 
cident was  due  to  carelessness. 

The  scene  in  the  wrecked  coaches  was 
almost  indescribable,  the  women  and 
children  being  thrown  under  and  over 
seats  and  through  the  windows,  cut  with 
llyitig  splinters,  broken  Imibed  and 
bruised.  The  cars  took  tire,  but  a  stcond 
horror  w.is  averted  by  the  prompt  action 
•il  the  vil'ag^  lire  <Iepar'Tnent.  Citizens 
rusbe.l  t'l  the  rescue  and  doctors  wtre 
suftitnoned  from  this  city.  The  injured 
were  speedily  relieved,  and  upon  ilie  ar 
rival  <  t  a  special  car  bearing  surgeons 
were  given  all  pcissible  attention. 

There  was  one  act  that  came  very 
ncir  being  heroic.  Bob  Hanson,  fl;igman 
■.  f  thj  excursion  train,  was  thrown  from 
t>ie  baggage  car  and  received  a  broken 
arm  a. id  a  crushed  sid..  Despite  his 
scvtre  injuri.;s,  he  seized  his  tlag  and 
ran  uj)  the  track  toward  a  frL-ighi  train 
coming  down  the  grade.  He  accom- 
plisbcd  his  purpose,  but  after  that  was 
done  he  fell  famting  bcsioe  the  track 
where  lie  was  found  an  hour  afterward. 
Jacrk  N'orris,  fireman  of  the  excursion 
tr.iiii,  was  the  most  seriously  hurt.  His 
head  struck  a  tek^giapli  pole  and  his 
skuil  was  fractured. 

The  list  of  icnoLislv  injured  is  as  fol- 
lowi:  Harry  .Sauer.Jboth  legs  broken; 
Arthur  Saner,  leg  broken  and  serious 
bruise-i  and  cuts  about  the  f.ace;  Fannie 
Whitemer,  cut  about  feet  and  legs  and 
bruised  seriously  otherwise;  William 
Whitemer,  her  lo-ycar-old  brother,  !ei?s 
badly  crushed  and  severe  cuts  about 
head;  Cieorge  Ferguson,  cut  on  face  and 
seriously  bruised  internally;  Mrs. 
Murphy,  cut  on  face;  her  two  children 
were  badly  bruised  and  cut,  but  not  rer- 
iously;  Nellie  Stessel,  leg  crushed  and 
head  cut,  possibly  skull  fractured;  Mrs. 
Robert  Hood,  legs  badly  injured  and  cut 
ai)out  the  face. 

The  others  suffered  soraincd  ankles 
and  other  slight  injuries.  The  train 
bearing  those  who  escaped  an«l  those 
who  could  be  moved  reached  the 
soon  after  midnight. 


CANNOT  BE  PROFITABLE. 

Cultivalion  of  Foa  Leaf  in  This  Country 
Not  Successfu 
Washin(;ton,  July  iq.— About  ten 
years  ago  the  then  comiViissioner  of  agri- 
culture, under  direction  of  congress,  ex- 
pended a  small  appropriation  made  for 
the  purpose  of  ascertaining  whether  the 
tea  Ic.if  could  be  grown  in  any  jiart  of 
the  United  States  in  sii.h  quantities  as 
would  warrant  the  fostciing  of  the  in- 
dustry for  commercial  purposes. 

The  result  of  the  experiment,  which 
was  made  in  one  of  the  Southern  states, 
demonstrated  that  the  ;- ul  was  tt)0  dry, 
the  average  tcmperatuic  too  h)w,  and 
ihat  it  would  rc<|Uire  mueh  irrigation  and 
outlay  of  much  money  and  care  to  carry 
out  the  project.  It  w\s  accordingly 
abandoned  by  the  government  as  a  fail- 
ure. The  t.i.d  was  so  thorough  that  the 
departii:ent  h;;s  since  expended  ncthii'g 
in  funher  experiments. 

Not  long  since  Ur.  Charles  Sheppard 
wrote  to  ex-Secretary  Rusk,  requesting 
his  co-operation  in  further  experimeni- 
ing  with  the  production  of  tea.  On  the 
doctor's  request.  Secretary  Rusk  wrote 
the  secretary  of  state  to  request  the 
Unitetl  States  consuls  at  the  various  tea 
ports  to  semi  samjiles  of  the  seed  of  the 
tea  grown  there.  Seed  was  forwarded 
to  Dr.  Sheppard.  which  action  ended 
whatever  pecuniary  interest  the  depart- 
ment had  in  the  experiment. 

Dr.  Sheppard  selected  i'uichurst,  S.  C, 
where  be  established  an  experimental 
st.ition  at  his  own  expense  and  began  tlie 
pr..pagation  of  the  plant.  He  has  made 
.t  report  to  the  secretary  of  pgriculture, 
which  will  be  incorporate  i  in  the  annua! 
report  of  the  department  nn  progress  of 
the  plant.  While  he  has  had  more  suc- 
cess than  did  the  dcparln};-nt  in  growing 
the  leaf  and  is  hopeful  ol  better  results, 
it  IS  quite  plain  that  the  conditions  are 
such  that  as  an  industry  tea  growing  in 
the  United  States  can  never  be  profitably 
conducted  in  competition  with  China, 
India  and  Japan.

St.  Loui.s,  July  19.— Special  dispatches 
to  the  Globe  Democrat  from  Mexico  say 
that  the  dead  body  of  a  wealthy  ranch- 
man named  Ruiz  Manchcra  had  been 
found  destroyed  by  wolves  on  the  Sierra 
Madre  mountains  a  few  days  ago.  It  is 
supposeil  that  Manchera  had  become 
lost  in  the  mountains  and  died  from  ex- 
posure. 

A  band  of  brigands  made  an  attack  on 
the  ranch  of  Lorenzo  Richanaat  Aldama 
Sunday.  After  killing  Rachana  and  se- 
riously wounding  his  son,  the  brigands 
sacked  the  residence  and  carried  off  a 
large  amount  of  monev  and  valuables.

In  a 
few  cases  only  have  exhibitors  withdrawn 
their  displays  from  (jxamination  and 
others  have  been  passed  because  they 
are  not  ready,  but  at  the  end  of  the 
judge's  work  the  Oklahoma  com- 
missioner thinks  the  greatest  department 
of  the  fair  will  be  foi  nd  contributing 
more  than  its  share  to  the  success  of  the 
awards  system.

Short  Time. 

New  York,  July  19.— A  Boston  dis- 
pntch  announces  the  shutting  down  for 
tl'.c  month  of  August  of  the  Amoskeag 
cotton  mill.  This  is  the  largest  cotton 
mill  in  the  United  States  and  probably 
in  the  world.  It  employs  8000  opera- 
tives, uses  6,000,000  [lounds  of  cotton  a 
week  and  pays  5^225,000  a  month  in 
wages.  The  shutting  down  was  neces- 
sitated by  the  present  unsettled  condi- 
tion ot  the  trade. 

A  good  authority  in  the  dry  goods  dis- 
trict said:  "The  New  England  mills 
are  now  running  in  part  on  spring  goods, 
which  have  to  be  held  and  stored,  and  in 
the  present  C(jnditiun  of  trade  they  find 
it  too  expensive  to  borrow  the  capital 
refjuired  to  carry  their  stocks  and  the 
prospect  is  too  uncertain  to  permit  fur- 
ther accumulation.  The  conditions  in 
the  West  must  settle  themselves  ticfr..,. 
the  mills  will  know  what  they  can  de- 
pend upon.  As  to  this  city  and  other 
territory  close  the  condition  is  improving. 
This  will  reflect  favorably  on  the  Wcs'ri 
and  it  is  safe  to  predict  that  any  closing 
down  movement  you  may  hear  of  among 
the  New  England  mills  in  the  next  few 
days  will  be  temporary."

QUICKEST  WAY  OF  ESCAPE. 


be   Restored  to 
Extent. 

Washington,  July  19.— A  dispatch  re- 
porting the  arrival  of  a  ship  at  Valpar- 
aiso with  a  cargo  of  60,000  seal  skins 
taken  .at  an  unknown  point  in  the  Ant- 
arctic ocean  v/as  shown  to  I'rof.  (lOode, 
the  well  known  author  and  expert  at  the 
.Smithsonian  institution,  with  an  inquiry 
for  his  views  upon  the  subject.  He  re- 
plied: 

"It  is  not  at  .all  improbable  that  such  a 
catch  has  been  made  in  that  region.  Fur 
seals  occur  on  both  the  Atlantic  and  Pa- 
cific coasts  of  South  America,  about  its 
southern  extremity,  and  on  all  the  out- 
lying islands,  including  not  only  the 
Falklands,  the  .South  Shetland  and  South 
(Georgian,  but  other  small  islands  more 
to  the  eastward.  They  have  been  f(juiid, 
in  fact,  at  all  the  islands  making  up  the 
chain  of  i)elagic  islands  stretching  some- 
what interruptedly  from  Cape  Horn  and 
the  Falkland  islands  eastward  to  Aus- 
tralia and  New  Zealand,  including  those 
south  of  Cape  Good  Hope  so  famous  in 
the  annals  of  the  seal  fishery. 

"The  rookeries  in  that  part  of  the  world 
h.ave,  however,  been  practically  aban- 
doned for  some  years,  for  the  reason  that 
owing  to  (ireat  P>ritain's  failure  to  pro- 
tect the  seals  there  they  have  become 
.almost  extinct  and  did  not  pay  for  the 
lime  and  trouble  spent  in  hunting  them. 
It  may  be  that  these  years  of  comiiaia- 
tive  safety  have  resulted  in  the  restora- 
tion of  seal  life  to  its  former  extent.  If 
it  is  so,  I  wonder  if  Great  Britain  will 
undertake  to  protect  the  rookeries  now?" 

A  CASE  FOR  JUDGE  LYNCH. 

Three  Men  Assaulted  ihe  Wife  of  a  Missouri 
Fisherman. 

Alton,  III,,  July  19.— A  horrible  storv 
of  outrage  reached  this  city  yesterday 
from  the  Missouri  shore  oppf)site  Alton.

A  Colored  Messenger  Maltieated  on  an  East- 
ern Illinois  Train. 

Chicago,  July  19.— A  crowd  of  South- 
ern excursionists  from  .\tlanta,  Ga,,  ter- 
rorized No.  4  train  on  the  Chicago  & 
Eastern  Illinois  road  yesterday  within 
the  city  limits,  severely  beat  J.  E.  Lewis, 
a  colored  messenger  in  the  employ  of 
the  Santa  Fe  road,  and  forced  another 
employe  to  jump  from  the  swiftly  mov- 
ing train. 

At  the  Ninetieth  stree:  crossing,  Lewis 
and  a  switch  foreman  bc.ardcd  the  rear 
car  which  was  occupied  by  the  excur- 
sionists intending  to  ride  to  the  depot. 
Through  the  car  door  the  party  inside 
caught  sight  of  the  negro  standing  on 
the  plaiforiimiid  ordered  him  to  come 
inside. 

Ori  the  advice  of  the  switch  foreman, 
Lewis  paid  no  attention  to  the  command. 
I'his  angered  the  Soutliencrs  and  they 
advanced  toward  him  shouting  "Kill  the 
negro."  Alter  striking  aim  a  number  of 
times  on  the  he.id  with  their  revolvers, 
they  forced  him  to  wa  k  down  the  car 
while  they  beat  him  with  their  fists  and 
-uns. 

In  the  meantime  anuniber  of  the  party 
are  said  to  have  att.acked  the  switch 
foreirian  who  was  still  on  the  rear  plat- 
form, forcing  him  to  jump  from  the  train. 
Lewis  finally  made  his  escape  to  the 
front  cars.

RESENTS  ANY  INTERFERENCE. 

Chile  Asserts  the  Right  to  Direct  Its  Own 
Financial  Affairs. 

Nkw  York,  July  19.  A  Herald 
cable  from  Valparaiso  says:  An  .attempt 
has  been  made  by  the  Biitish  minister  to 
induce  the  Chilean  govei  iimeiil  to  favor 
London  banks  in  its  arrangements  for 
the  collection  of  duties  <  n  nitrates  from 
the  Tarap.ica  bank.  The  law  requires 
the  banks  to  guarantee  first  class  bills  in 
payment  of  nitrate  duties.  The  deposit 
of  sufficient  security  by  tie  banks  for  the 
payment  of  the  duties  is  required  to  be 
made. 

The  Bank  of  Tarapara,  which  con- 
trolls  through  Col.  Nortli,  a  majority  of 
the  nitrate  concerns,  gave  security  for 
only  a  small  sum  in  c(imf>arison  with 
that  given  by  the  national  banks.  The 
Chilean  government  denanded  that  llic 
securities  be  incre.nsed,  an<l  then  the 
Tarapaca  bank  offered  id  deposit  the  rc- 
(juired  security  in  Londo  1. 

Thi?  plan  the  British  minister  asked 
the  Chilean  government  to  adopt,  but 
the  minister  of  foreign  af  airs  refused  to 
look  upon  the  British  mi  lister's  sugges- 
tion as  anything  more  tliiin  an  informal 
one.  Ihe  Chilean  government  main- 
tains the  attitude  that  it  has  the  right  to 
direct  its  financial  affairs  in  its  own  way 
unembarrassed  by  forcijjn  intervention.

Tammany  has  decided  to  support 
Charles  U.  Turner  tor  re-e]»ction  as 
doorkeeper  of  the  house.  Mj.  Coaklcy, 
who  was  a  candidate  lor  this  place  far 
the  second  time,  has  just  returned  from 
New  York  with  this  information,  Ht 
was  informed  bv  the  Tammaay  leaders 
that  the  "ex-iceman"  had  been -selected 
as  the  organization's  candidate. 

It  is  net  hkelv  that  the  election  of  th» 
oftcats  of  the  hous*  will  cause  any  delay 
in  tie  organizat'ion  of  that  body.  Ex- 
Clerk  Kerr  will  be  re-elected  and  Mr. 
Dalton  will  probably  be  vade  postmaster 
again.  Ex-Sergeant-at-arms  Yodcr  is  a 
candidate  for  re-election,  but  has  an 
opponent  in  his  own  state  in  Sam  John- 
son, a  popular  Washington  correspon- 
dent.

Wuh  rtl- 
erciicc  to  the  course  France  proposed  to 
follow,  M.  Dcvilie  said  that  if  Siam  did 
not  maJie  complete  rei)arntion  for  the 
mi#i!cr  ot  M.  Grossmeir,  tftie  French  in- 
spector of  native  militia,  by  a  Sianacse 
mandatin,  and  ^c  ottier  acts  for  which 
Fnviice  dainanded  satiafaokioi*.  the 
Frrtich  tleet  would  blockatle  the  Mekong 

The  foreign  minister  farther  said  tnat 
if  it  became  necess.^ry  to  bombard  I'^nf^- 
kck.  the  Siamese  capital,  to  enforce  t*fc 
dcnuinds  of  France,  sufikient  warning- 
would  be  jnven  to  the  representatives  in 
that  city  I'f  lorcigni  powers  to  enable 
them  to  protect  'he  subiects  of  their  re."*- 
pective  couutries.  After  M.  Deville  had 
concluded,  the  ch'imber  by  a  unanimous 
vote  adopted  th«  order  for  the  d.iy  ex- 
pressing confidence  in  the  goveiymer.t.

Paris,  July  19.— The  Figaro  says  that 
the  French  ultimatum  sent  to  Slam  de- 
maiids  that  the  Siamese  evacuate  the  left 
bank  of  the  Mekong  river.  It  also  de- 
mands that  guamntees  be  given  by  th-j 
Siamese  government  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  its  treaty  obligations  and 
that  indemnity  be  paid  for  the  outrages 
perpetrated  by  the  Siamese  upon  the 
French. 

The  French  are  already  in  possession 
of  the  lower  Mekong  river,  and  if  Siam 
concedes  the  demands  now  made  upon 
her  the  river  will  be  made  almost  en- 
tirely French.  It  was  but  a  short  time 
ago  ihat  tl'.e  river  was  acknowlcd.jed  to 
be  a  considerable  distanee  to  the  west- 
wani  of  the  French  sphere  of  intluenco 
in  .'Vnnam, 

ReceHtly  France  claimed  the  e.itire 
w.itershed  to  the  westward  of  the  moun- 
t;dns  to  the  river,  and  now  she  demands 
that  the  Siamese  evacuate  the  western 
bank,  whi-.h,  if  they  do,  will  place  both 
banks  of  the  river  for  the  gre.iter  part  of 
itsleftgihin  possession  ot  the  !•  rcnch. 
This  would  give  France  jurisdiction  over 
certain  parts  of  the  Laos  states  that  are 
now  tributary  to  Siam. 

In  its  more  northerly  course  the  river 
separates  the  Shan  states  under  British 
control  from  the  Laos  states.  If  France 
gets  possession  of  the  territory,  ske  evi- 
dently desires  her  possessionswiil  border 
on  what  is  jiractically  British  territory. 

The  reply  of  Foreign  Minister  Deville 
to  the  intcrpellalioH  of  M.  Drevfns  in  the 
ch.-.mbcr  of  deputies  yesterday,  in  ex- 
plaining the  positi»n  of  I'rancc  in  the 
dispnte  with  Siam,  is  considered  a  mas- 
Uistroke  of  policy.  It  not  only  secured 
an  unanimous  vote  of  confidence  in  the 
government,  bat  has  evoked  unanimous 
praise  from  the  press. 

The  statement  published  in  the  Soir 
ycs'erday,  relative  'o  the  sending  of  an 
ultimatum  to  the  Siamese  government, 
IS  confirmed  by  a  scmi-ollicial  announce- 
meit  made  this  afternoon.  The  ultim.a- 
tuui  has  been  sent,  but  instead  of  onlv 
twenty-four  hours  being  allowed  for  an 
answer,  a^  stated  by  the  Soir.

M.  Deville  sent  the  ultimatum  directlv 
aftcr  the  close  of  the  session  of  the 
chamber  of  deputies  yejterdar.

Within  the  past  week  there  have  hein 
iiidica'ious  that  the  aailroad  managers 
have  awakened  to  the  demands  of  the 
situation,  and  that  the  popular  demand 
for  a  single  fare  for  the  round  tripwdl  be 
granted. 

If  this  be  done,  the  record  of  .idmis- 
sions  at  the  fair  during  the  coming 
months  of  its  existence  will  be  veiy 
lirj;e,  far  exceeding  the  attendance  that 
it  has  enjoyed  so  far.  The  railroads  will 
also  bcnetit  hnancially  to  a  very  la.ge  ex- 
tent, and  the  fair  itself  may  be  made  as 
o-reat  a  success  linancially  a*  it  is  suc- 
cessful in  all  other  respects.

New  Mill  Construction. 

The  semi-annual  report  of  new  mill 
construction  which  the  Textile  World 
presents  in  its  July  issue  redacts,  in  a 
very  accurate  manner,  the  condition  of 
business  in  the  different  branches  of  the 
textile  indus'.ry  during  the  first  six 
months  of  1893. 

In  comparing  the  figures  with  those 
for  a  similar  period  of  iS<;2,  a  marked 
decrease  is  noted,  with  the  exception  of 
the  number  of  new  knitting  mills.  In 
the  tirst  part  of  this  year  the  knitting 
business  was  unusually  good  and  as  a 
conseciuence  new  mills  were  undertaken 
and  established  plants  enlarged  to  a 
greater  extent  than  last  year. 

In  view  of  the  change  of  administra- 
tion, a  comp?.rison  of  this  report  with  the 
report  for  a  similar  period  in  1892,  is  of 
pr.iticular  interest,  for  the  figures  of  that 
year  were  go  good  that  they  were  quoted 
in  President  Harrison's  message  to  con- 
gress as  an  evidence  of  the  country's 
prosperity.  Following  are  the  statistics 
of  mill  construction  during  the  first  half 
of  each  year:

The  Water  Supply. 
On  the  tifth  page  today  will  be  found  an 
interesting  communication  from  l^pgin- 
e.-r  Cooper,of  West  Dulutb.who  was  city 
engineer  ot  Superior  last  year,  suggest- 
mg  a  scheme  for  united  action  in  sup- 
plying all  the  cities  at  the  head  of  Lake 
Superior  with  a  pure  and  efikient  water 
supply.  After  looking  over  the  lakes 
and  streams  in  the  surrounding  country, 
he  has  reached  the  conclusion  that  Lake 
Superior  must  be  the  future  source  of 
supply  for  domestic  use. 

It  is  at  once  apparent  that  the  time  is 
not  far  distant  when  steps  must  betaken 
to  protect  the  purity  of  the  water  supply 
from  that  source.  Greatamountsof  sewage 
are  being  daily  discharged  into  the  lake, 
and  with  the  constant  growth  of  these 
communities  the  amounts  will  be  stead- 
ily increased.  The  intake  pipes,  located 
years  ago  when  Uuluth  was  a  mere  vil- 
lage and  but  a  small  amount  of  sevv.ige 
went  into  the  lake  are  now  too  close  to 
the  sewer  outlets  to  be  safe.  There  is 
already  danger  of  contamination  from 
sewage,  although  there  is  every  reason 
to  believe  that  the  supply  at  present  is 
perfectly  pure.  The  danger  exists,  how- 
ever, and  It  will  increase  with  each  re- 
curring  year. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  removal  of 
the  intakes  farther  away  from  the  city  in 
order  to  avoid  the  sewage  will  be  neces- 
sary on  t-je  part  of  both  Duluth  and  Su- 
perior. Mr.  Cooper  suggests  united 
action  on  the  part  of  the  two  cities  and 
their  suburbs,  so  that  the  intakes  may  be 
extended  much  farther  out  in  the  lake 
and  reservoirs  established  at  different 
leveh,  so  that  all  the  peop'e  in  this  sec- 
tion may  be  provided  with  an  abundant 
supply  of  pure  water.  The  idea  deserves 
consideration  and  The  Herald  would 
commend  it  to  the  attenuon  of  the  Du- 
luth aldermen  who  now  have  the  question 
of  water  supply  in  hand. 


DAVID  A.  BOODY. 

Determined  Fight  of  Brooklyn's  Mayor  Against 
the  Ring  Politicians. 

David  A.  Boody,  the  mayor  of  Brook- 
lyn, N.  Y.,  is  at  present  attracting  great 
attention  throughout  the  country  from 
the  resolute  front  he  is  showing  against 
the  ring  of  municipal  politicians  in  the 
City  ot  Churches.  He  is  54  years  old 
and  of  Irish  birth  but  came  to  this  coun- 
try when  a  child. 

Mr.  Boody  is  a  meoiber  of  the  New 
York  stock  exchange  firm  of  Boody, 
^IcLcllan  X:  Co.,  anil  was  elected  mayor 
of  Brooklyn  in  November,  1S91,  for  the 
term  of  two  years. 

One  of  his  most  resolute  reform  efforts 
was  in  com.pelling  the  Brooklyn  alder- 
men to  rescind  resolutions  which  gave  to 
one  syndicate,  for  nothing,  a  valuable 
stre-Jt  railway  fianchise  for  which  an- 
oth^rr  syndicate  had  offered  §30,000  in 
cash.  He  is  now  engaged  in  a  similar 
effort  to  bring  to  justice  members  of  the 
King's  county  (N.  \.}  'ooard  of  supervis- 
ors, who  .luditcd  and  paid  fraudulent 
bills  for  about  $2-:,ooo  incidental  to  the 
Columbian  celebration  of  October,  1892.

The  new  cotton  mills  shov/  ;i  falllncj  off 
in  number  of  mills,  yet  close  investiga- 
tion shows  that  most  of  the  new  mills 
undertaken  this  year  are  of  good  size 
and  in  strong  hands,  about  one-half  of 
them  being  new  mdls  constructed  for 
prospe-rojs  and  well  established  com- 
panies. The  productive  capacity  will 
compare  favorably  with  last  year. 

The  early  part  of  1893  ^'^s  a  favorable 
period  for  the  cotton  business  and  the 
growth  noted  is  of  solid  character,  born 
of  legitimate  demand  for  goods,  and 
wholly  free  from  the  boom  character  of 
two  and  three  years  ago. 

The  impressions  left  by  a  careful  study 
of  the  report  are  as  follows: 

First,  that  the  growth  of  cotton  manu- 
facturing has  been  greater  in  the  North 
than  in  the  South,  and  that  there  is  no 
indication  that  the  latter  states  are  gain- 
ing at  the  expense  of  the  former. 

Second,  retrogression  in  new  woolen 
mill  construction,  and  probable  decrease 
of  total  productive  capacity  of  the  coun- 
try, also  a  marked  tendency  towards  the 
addition  of  looms  out  of  proportion  to 
new  spinning. 

Third,  the  rapid  yet  solid  growt'i  of 
the  knitting  goods  industry  and  the  ten- 
dency to  finer  goods. 

Fourth,  the  tendency  shown  by  the 
new  mill  construction  toward  concentra- 
tion in  well  defined  centers  where  skilled 
help  in  each  line  is  most  plentiful.  This 
would  seem  to  indicate  that  in  the  loca- 
tion of  new  plants,  the  plentiful  supply 
of  skilled  help  is  considered  by  manu- 
facturers to  be  a  more  important  factor 
than  cheap  rent  or  power.

AUhough  the  water  of  Lake 
ij  Hi  pure  as  any    that  ca.n    bt> 
tlie  Norf!hwe?t,  yet  both  Diiluth 
perior  with    their    pre*eat    systems,  are 
lial>le    at  any    time  to  be  supplied  wiih 
impure  water.       It  is  cn|y  a  question  of 
time  wUcn  both  cities  will   be  compeUed 
to  l«ok  for  a  better  water    system  »r  im- 
pn>ve  those  they    now  have.      Superior 
could   easily  get    its  supply    from  iMack 
riYcr  without  the  use  vi  a  pump,  and  Du- 
lubti    cjuld    readily    obtain   water  from 
Pike  like  or    Cloquet    river   cntt<^!y  on 
the  gravity  9>-stem;    or  if   Axe  Minnesota 
Canal  company   were  to    construct  th*jr 
canal,  they  could  supply  both  cities  from 
the  St.  Louis  riTer.     All  of  thssc  methods 
are  cheaper  than   that  of  pumping  from 
Lake  Superior.     But  when  the  quality  of 
the  water  is  considered  it  is  prolitable  to 
stand  tiie  extra    expease  of   pumping  in 
order  to  get  pure  water.      'ITie  *upplv,  if 
taken  Ironi  thcbC    sources,    could   be  ril- 
tered  amd  otherwise    purilied,   but  even 
then  the»    cou;d  not  coaipare  favorablv 
witii  water  from  Lak«  Superior  cither  ns 
to  purity  or  tenapeiature.

ON    DULUTH  HEIGrifS. 

Two  Schools  to  be  Opened — Citizen's  League 
Doing  Good  Work. 
The  present  season  will  see  two  schools 
started  on  Duluth  Ilei.q;hts,  the  families 
with  children  having  agitated  the  matter 
until  the  board  of  education  has  arranged 

to  inaugurate  schools  for  tlie  iircscnt  in 
the  town  hall  and  the  Presbyterian 
church  to  be  continued  until  tlie  mag- 
nificent new  school  building  contracted 
for  by  the  board  can  be  con- 
structed on  tlie  Heights  early  next 
season.  The  number  ot  families  in  this 
interesting  portion  of  the  city  is  ste.idily 
increasing  and  the  properly  owners  have 
banc'ed  together  for  mutual  advantage 
with  the  result  thiil  before  long  there 
will  be  police  and  lire  protection  sucii  as 
are  rarely  found  in  new  settlements  how- 
ever nourishing.  The  innumerable 
natural  attractions  of  the  locality  have 
drawn  m.any  people  thither  who  do  not 
like  to  live  either  in  the  humdrum  en- 
very  far  from  the  centre  of  the  city. 

The  citizens  are  of  a  class  to  welcome 
any  improvement,  and  tiieir  representa- 
tive body,  the  Citizens'  league,  although 
barely  organized,  has  started  out  to  se- 
cure needed  additions  to  the  comfort  and 
convenience  of  tlie  neighborhood.  "Chief 
.Smith,  of  the  lire  depaitinent,  has  de- 
railed several  of  his  men,  who,  with  the 
aid  of  the  volunteer  lire  brii^^de,  equipped 
with  fire  eritinguishcts,  l)uckcts.  ladders 
and  tarpaulins,  etc.,  will  lend  their  time 
to  the  protection  of  life  and  property  by 
lire,  being  stationed  at  present  in  the 
town  hali. 

A  dozen  monster  ci.sterns  have  been 
sunk  at  various  points  on  the  heights 
and  at  this  time  arc  tilled  with  water, 
easily  got  at  in  the  event  of  a  conflagra- 
tion. A  huge  iron  triangle,  located  in 
the  center  of  the  settlement,  serves  as  an 
alarm.  In  addition,  the  need  of  ade- 
quate police  protection  h.is  been  more  or 
le.''>s  Iclt  for  some  time  and  u[)ori  the  pre- 
sentation of  thematler  to  his  honor  ihc 
mayor  he  promised  to  have  several 
patrolmen  stationed  on  the  +iill  in  the 
near  future.  At  the  meeting  of  the 
council  next  Monday  evening  the 
citizens  will  be  represented  by  a  com- 
mittee which  will  ask  for  electric  street 
lighting  on  the  main  streets  on  Duluth 
Heights,  and  there  is  no  doubt  expressed 
as  to  the  probability  of  having  the  city 
system  extended  in  this  direction. 

The  citizens'  league  has  met  and  elect- 
ed olticers  after  which  it  was  undcrstooil 
that  no  effort  was  to  be  spared  which 
might  result  favorably  to  the  Heights. 
Individually  the  residents  are  beautiiy- 
ing  their  homes,  Imililing  pretty  lawns, 
and  ill  other  ways  i.arh  doing  his  share 
to  add  to  ihc  gcncr.d  atlractixcncss  of 
this  young  but  proqicrous  portion  of  the 
city.

Now  the  Government  Provides  Three  Unoffi- 
cial Meals  a    Day,   But  Officially 
Is  Starving  Them. 


Washington,  July  20.— Sixty  Chinese 
are  metaphorically  starvinjj  to  death  on 
board  a  steamer  at  Tortland,  Ore.,  with 
plenty  to  eat  at  their  disposal.  This 
paradoxical  state  ui  affairs  has  been 
brouirht  about  in  this  way:  The  Haytien 
Republic,  a  steam  passenger  and  carry- 
ing vessel,  recently  arrived  in  Tortland 
with  a  large  lumiberof  Chinese  on  board, 
and  as  sixty  of  thcFC  could  not  produce 
evidence  that  they  v/ere  entitled  to  re- 
side in  the  LMiited  States  they  were  for- 
bidden to  land.  At  the  same  time  the 
Haytien  Republic  was  libeled  for  smug- 
gling opium  and  Chinese  subjects,  with 
the  result  that  the  owners  abandoned 
the  vessel,  leaving  the  sixty  unfortimate 
Chinese  on  board. 

Believing  that  the  owners  had  done 
this  to  make  the  govenmient  care  for 
the  Chinese,  thus  saving  themselves 
from  the  expense  of  supporting  and  de- 
purting  the  latter,  the  treasury  depart- 
ment refused  to  interfere  in  the  matter 
and  the  sixty  Celestials  were  left  on 
board  the  vessel  uncared  for,  foodless 
and  forbidden  to  land. 

A  protest  from  the  Chinesfc  minister 
against  allowing  his  fellow  countrymen 
to  starve  caused  the  admini.strati6n  to 
take  action,  and  after  a  consultation  be- 
tween the  officials  of  the  state  and  treas- 
ury officials  it  has  been  decided  that  this 
government  has  no  right  to  interfere  and 
that  ehher  the  owners  of  the*  Haytien 
Republic  must  care  for  their  contraband 
passengers  iand  this  they  wd!  not  do)  or 
the  Chinese  must  starve  to  death  in  the 
midst  of  plenty  pending  the  disposition 
of  the  lihel  in  the  courts. 

This  is  the  official  decision,  but  it  has 
also  been  determined  that  the  Chinese 
shall  be  fed  three  unofficial  meals  a  day. 
While  the  United  States  government  is 
actually  feeding  the  Chinese,  it  shuts  its 
eyes  to  the  fact  and  in  order  to  be  thor- 
oughly consistent  the  government  main- 
tains that  the  sixty  men  must  go  without 
foo<l  until  the  court  settles  the  matter  of 
the  lihel. 

WEDDED  TO  THEIR  iOOL. 


Missouri   Democrats   Stick    to    Free    Silver 
Coinage. 

St,  Lous,  July  20. — Several  days  ago 
the  Chronicle  addressed  a  circular  lett'-'r 
to  the  Democratic  newspapers  of  Mis- 
souri with  a  view  of  ascertaining  how  far 
Democratic  newspapers  which  support- 
ed Mr.  Cleveland  last  year  now  sympa- 
thize with  his  policy  of  discriminating 
against  silver.  In  an  editorial  comment 
on  the  replies  the  Chronicle  says  today. 
"While  the  Chronicle  had  a  very  good 
idea  of  how  Missouri  Democrats  stood 
in  this  matter,  it  has  been  surprised  at 
the  entire  unanimity  with  which  Demo- 
cratic editors  express  their  views  on  the 
opposition  to  contraction.  In  over  sixty 
letters  received,  each  one  representing 
an  influential  Democratic  newspaper, 
there  is  not  one  in  favor  of  thegoW  basis 
or  the  cessation  of  silver  coinage.  Only 
two  are  for  any  limitation  whatever  of 
the  coinage,  and  these  are  for  the  Iree 
coinage  of  the  American  product.  The 
rest  are  squarely  and  uncompromisingly 
for  the  free  and  unlimited  coinage  of 
gold  and  silver.  Without  any  excep- 
tion whatever,  they  denounce  contrac- 
tion to  the  gold  basis  as  ruinous  to  the 
West  and  South  and  declare  their  inten- 
tion to  resist  it." 

The  Chronicle  regards  their  expression 
as  the  most  significant  cven,t  in  the 
politics  of  the  year.  Their  complete 
solidarity  on  this  issue  is  almost  without 
precedent  and  shows  how  little  their 
views  have  been  affected  by  j-.ewspapcrs 
subject  to  the  influence  of  the  money 
centers.  It  shows  where  the  people  of 
Missouri  and  of  the  Valley  btates  gener- 
ally wdl  stand  in  the  congressional  elec- 
tions next  year  and  the  presidential 
election  of  i8g6. 


TROUBLE  IN  OKLAHOMA. 


Two   Banks  Closed   But   Will   Probably   Ro- 
open. 

Oklahoma,  O.  T.,  July  20.— The 
Oklahoma  National  and  the  Hank  of 
Oklahoma  City  closed  shortly  afternoon 
yesterday.  Their  assets  are  fully  doubie 
their  liabilities.  It  is  expected  the 
Oklahoma  National  will  resume  business 
today  and  the  Oklahoma  City  bank 
suspension  will  be  only  temporary. 

The  f'lrst  National  bank  has  success- 
fully withstood  a  run  of  §200,000, 
Merchants  and  business  men  deposited 
large  amounts  during  the  run.

Trust  Company  Suspended. 

Nashia,  N.  H.,July  20.— The  Security 
Trust  company  closed  its  doors  this 
morning.  The  bank  has  not  met  with 
losses  but  stopped  business  on  account 
of  the  withdrawal  of  deposits.  The  treas- 
urer states  that  the  bank  will  be  able  to 
pay  all  depositors  in  full.  It  has  capi- 
tal and  surplus  amounting  to  .^250,000 
which  must  be  paid  out  before  loss  can 
come  to  the  depositors.  There  is  con- 
siderable excitement  in  consequence  of 
the  suspension.

A  Smelter  Stopped  Work. 
St.  Lot  is.  Mo.,  July  20.  -  A  special  to 
the  Cilobe  Democrat  from  Chihuahua 
says  the  gre.it  smelter  at  Chihuahua 
mines,  for  which  it  was  recently  built, 
has  been  shut  down  to  await  a  raise  in 
the  price  ot  silver.  There  has  been  a 
great  decrease  in  the  amount  of  ore 
shipped  from  Mexican  mines  to  smelters 
in  the  United  Slates  during  the  past  lew 
weeks. 


Conditions  in  Colorado  Not  Nearly  as  Bad  as 
Supposed. 

Omaha,  Neb.,  July  20.-  President  Gran^ 
of  the  Omaha  &  Grant  smelting  works 
came  here  yesterday  from  Denver  and, 
although  owning  several  .smelters  there, 
he  takes  a  cheerful  view  of  the  silver 
question  and  of  commercial  affairs  in 
gener.al.  His  views  are  accepted  as  of 
high  impoitaiice  by  business  men. 

"Coiiiiitioiis  are  not  nearly  so  bad  as 
one  might  believe  from  iho  reports,"  Mr, 
Grant  said.  "The  situation  in  Colorado 
is  not  thoroughly  understood.  One 
would  imagine  that  nothing  but 
silver  is  being  mintd  there  The 
fact  is  that  there  are  plenty 
of  mines  which  produce  gold,  copper 
and  lead  enou^;h  to  make  the  silver  i|ues- 
tion  of  much  less  importance  than  it 
would  otherwise  be.  1  iniaginc  that  we 
could  ignore  exclusive  silver  mines, 
should  we  so  desire,  and  go  right  on  with 
the  mixed  ores.  There  is  no  reason  for 
smelters  or  miners  to  believe  that  con- 
gress is  going  to  conspire    for  their  ruin. 

"There  is  and  always  will  be  a  call  for 
bi-metallism.  In  fact,  no  party  has 
d.^.rcd  to  go  before  the  people  opposed  in 
its  platform  to  silver  as  p.  money  metal. 
Ord'iiary  commerce  dem  inds  it, and  I  do 
not  look  for  any  action  which  will  be 
calculated  to  destroy  it  ;uid  reduce  it  to 
the  level  of  a  commodils  for  the  arts, 
Wc  will  always  have  a  market  for  it  for 
a  money  metal,  I  am  sire,  and  it  does 
not  matter  that  the  price  luav  be  cheap. 
Colorado  can  stand  cheap  silver  as  well 
as  Nebraska  can  stand  cheap  corn  and 
wheat, 

"The  people  of  Colorailo  know  Gov- 
ernor Waite  and  estimate  him  at  his  true 
value.  He  has  no  local  holdings  and  is 
practically  uninterested  substantially  in 
Colorado  or  silver.  His  utterances  were 
not  considered  as  comiiiR  from  any  other 
source  than  tliat  of  the  ordinary  political 
bidder  for  notoriety.  The  governor  is 
by  r»a  means  upheld  in  the  expression  of 
any  such  sentiment."?  as  he  voiced  from 
the  platform,  when  he  lost  his  head  and 
wound  his  tongue.  The  only  impression 
made  was  on  people  outside  the  state 
and  that,  I  am  willing  to  acknowledge, 
was  a  very  bad  one  and  n  e  are  reaping 
the  result. 

"Hut  the  situation  seems  bright  to  me. 
I  think  we  shall  lind  enough  work  to 
keep  our  Omaha  and  Denver  smelters 
busy,  and  there  is  no  real  basis  for  this 
cornmercia!  pause  so  far  as  the  West  is 
concerned."

THE  INTERPRETER  CLEARED.

A   Japanese     interpreter    Exonerated 
Charges  of  Perjury. 

Washington,  July  20.— Charges  of 
perjury  made  against  a  Japanese  inter- 
preter employed  at  the  Inited  States 
custom  house  in  San  Francisco,  have 
been  disregarded  by  the  treasury  and  a 
sharp  reproof  delivered  10  persons  who 
made  the  accusation. 

'I'welve  Japanese  laborers  from  Ha- 
waii were  detained  in  San  Francisco  on 
the  ground  that  thev  ''ad  violated  the 
contract  labor  law,  Fach  made  a  state- 
ment to  the  interpreter  in  question,  to 
the  cffec?  that  they  had  been  promised 
work  in  California  and  had  left  Hawaii 
iti  pursuance  of  the  contract.  This 
statenient  was  subsequently  reiterated 
by  the  twelve  laborers,  but  charges  that 
the  interpreter  had  totally  misapplie(# 
their  words  were  made,  and  the  Japanese 
minister  in  Washington  maintained  that 
the  interpreter  was  not  competent  to 
trajislate  correctly. 

The  minister's  statement  was  disposed 
of  by  the  production  ot  a  document  from

A  Three  Days'  Midsummer  Celebration   Be- 
gun by  the  Fair-Haired   Folks 
From  the  North. 


A  Crilliant  Spectacle  Was  Presented  by  the 

Procession  Which  Marched  to  the 

Swedish  Pavilion, 


WoRLn'.s  Fair  Gkounixs,  Chicago, 
July  20,— Swedish  colors  and  Swedish 
sons  and  daughters  adorned  and  filled 
the  White  City  today.  They  came  by 
thousands  after  the  civic  parade  of  that 
nationality  through  the  central  thorough- 
fares of  the  city  in  the  morning.  The 
fair-haired  folks  from  the  North  began 
their  three  days'  midsummer  celebra- 
tion in  a  successful  and  enthusiastic 
manner, 

F^arly  iu  the  afternoon  the  Swedish  so- 
cieties, some  of  them  in  brilliant  uni- 
forms, the  bands  of  music,  the  athletic 
clubs,  the  Swedish  singers,  ladies  in  na- 
tional costumes,  members  of  labor  unions 
and  the  sailors  from  the  \'iking  ship  ar- 
rived at  the  Casino  pier  by  boats,  looo 
strong,  and  entered  the  park  in  a  body  to 
the  strains  ot  patriotic  music. 

The  procession  foiraedon  the  plaza 
between  the  peristyle  and  the  gilded 
statue  of  the  republic.  The  new  arrivals 
were  joined  there  by  another  body  of 
Swedish  Americans  not  belonging  to  any 
societies.  The  whole  procession  marched 
across  the  administration  plaza  and  along 
the  highways  to  the  Swedish  pavilion 
.through  lines  formed  by  thousands  of 
spectators,  many  of  whom  wore  the  col- 
ored ribbons  ot  the  land  of  Linnaeus 
and  Lief  Ericson. 

It  was  a  brilliant  spectacle,  a  credit- 
able muster  of  .Sweden's  peace  army  of 
occupation  in  Chicago,  resembling  the 
recent  out-pouring  of  Sweden's  neigh- 
bors, the  sons  ana  daughters  of  Den- 
mark in  Jackson  park.  At  the  Swedish 
pavilion  the  procession  was  reviewed  by 
Royal  Commissioner  Arthur  Leftler  and 
other  Swedish  officials  and  friends. 

The  next  event  on  the  program  was  a 
magnificent  concert  in  festival  hall  given 
by  the  American  Union  of  Swedish  sing- 
ers, consisting  of  500  voices,  assisted  by 
three  soloists  who  came  from  Sweden 
for  the  occasion.  Two  more  concerts 
are  to  be  given  in  festival  hall  by  the 
American  Union  of  Swedish  singers. 


A  MYSTERIOl>S  CASE. 

A  Woman  Dying   in  Faribault   County   From  a 

Terrible  Wound, 

XoRTHFiELii,    Minn.,    July  20.— The 

wife  of  Carl  Anderson  lies  dying  at  Den- 

nison  from  a  terrible  wound  in  the  abdo- 
men, and  the  case  is  surrounded  by 
various  suspicious  circumstances.  The 
woman  says  that  a  man  tried  to  crimin- 
•illy  assault  her  in  her  rooms  over  her 
husband's  store,  but  she  prevented  the 
commission  of  the  act,  and  that  he  then 
seized  a  ra/or  that  was  lying  on  a  shelf 
and  slashed  her  across  the  abdomen. 
Her  intestines  were  cut  and  she  cannot 
recover. 

The  examination  of  the  doctors,  how-, 
evor,  developed  another  fact  that  leads 
some  people,  to  suspect  suicide.  The' 
woman  has  been  in  this  country  only 
three  months  and  had  been  married  but 
two  weeks,  while  the  doctors  found  th.at 
.she  was  six  months  with  child.  It  is  con- 
sidered probable  that  she  cut  herself 
with  the  object  of  suiciding  and  hiding 
her  shame,  but  it  seems  peculiar  that  she 
.should  try  to  suicide  in  this  manner. 

To  Pay  the  Chorokeos. 
Washington,  Julv  20.— Ex-Repre- 
sentative S.  W.  Peel,  of  Arkansas,  who 
was  recently  appointed  to  pay  to  the 
Delaware-Cherokee  Indians  in  the  In-' 
dian  territory  the  funds  now  held  in  trust 
for  them  by  the  United  States,  has  filed 
his  bond  with  the  secretary  of  the  in- 
terior, and  as  soon  as  it  is  approved  Mr. 
Peel  will  at  once,  after  taking  a  census 
of  the  tribe,  pay  over  to  the  Indians  per 
capita  under  the  act  of  March  3,  1803, 
the  $465,000  found  to  be  due  them.  Tue 
tribe  now  numbers  760. 

Treasury  Appointments.

in   Ohio  Has   Experleaced  a 
Great  Boom. 

Nkw  York,  July  20.— A  special  to  the 
Press  from  Toledo,  O.,  says:  Intense 
excitement  exists  in  thebamletof  Water- 
ville,  fifteen  miles  west  of  this  city,  over 
a    phenomenal    oil    find.    The  territory 

wa.s  abandoned  as  worthless  thirty  years 
ago.  Recent  indications  induced  a  few 
farmers  and  one  or  iwo  speculators  to 
lea^iC  all  the  territory  possible.  The  work 
was  conducted  secretly. 

All  at  once  several  wells  were  opened. 
Two  wells  are  flowing  600  barrels  a  day 
and  several  others  are  running  200  and 
too.  Oil  men  from  all  over  the  country 
are  flocking  in  on  every  train.  The 
Standard  Oil  company  has  representa- 
tives here,  who  are  taking  up  every- 
thing in  sight  that  has  not  already  been 
secured, 

A  number  of  farmers  will  make  thou- 
sands, perhaps  millions,  if  they  do  not 
lose  their  heads.  The  little  town  of  500 
today  looks  like  a  city.  Hundreds  are 
arriving  daily  and  are  living  in  tents, 
board  shanties  and  anything  that  will 
afford  slight  protection  from  the 
weather. 

Fires  are  Banked. 
Baltimore,  July  20.— A  third  furnace 
of  the  Maryland  Steel  company  at  Spar- 
rows Point  was  banked  la.st  night,  throw- 
ing all  the  furnaces  that  had  been  in 
operation  out  of  blast.  About  300  labor- 
ers are  out  of  employment  from  the 
shut  down.  The  Bessemer  steel  mill  will 
be  run  three  days  in  the  week  and  will 
use  the  supply  of  pig  iron  which  has  ac- 
cumnlated  at  the  works. 


The  Italia  Captured. 

New  York,  July  20, — The  Herald's 
Monteviedo,  Uruguay,  correspondent 
telegraphs  that  the  Brazilian  insurgent 
vessel  Italia  arrived  there  last  night  in 
charge  of  the  Uruguayan  gunboat  Gen, 
Rivera,  which  captured  her  near  iMal- 
dobada,  Uruguay.  Col.  Pintos  and 
twenty  other  revolutionists  landed  in 
Molendo  before  the  Italia  was  captured. 

Butchered  to  Death. 

Padai'CAH,  Ky„  July  20,  — Last  night 
Rodney  Gray,  a  notorious  negro  tough 
and  gambler,  was  stabbed  to  death  by 
five  negro  railway  employes.  Gray 
snatched  a  sum  of  money  from  one  of 
the  men  .and  attempted  to  run  away.  He 
was  overtaken  and  literally  beaten  and 
butchered  to  death  in  a  ravine  near  the 
oily  limits.

Depositors  have  no  difiiculty  in 
getting  their  money  when  they  want  it. 
'ihc  bankers  of  this  city  are  deserving  of 
great  praise  for  the  promptness  with 
which  they  sent  money  to  Chicago  when 
there  were  threats  A  crash  among  the 
banks  there.  About  J8,ooo,ooowcre  sent 
and  that  action  pri)l)ably  saved  serious 
trouble  in  that  city.

Evidence  in  Many  Ways  Received  at  Wash- 
ington Showing  That  the  Crisis  is 
Now  Ended. 


The   Demand  for   New  Bank  Circulation  is 

Increasing  and  fciore  Currency  is 

Being  Printed. 


Some  Banks  That  Had    Suspended  Are  Re- 
suming After   Meeting  the  Very 
Severe  Requirements. 


Washington,  July  20.— j Speci.il  to  the 
Herald].  — It  is  now  generally  conceded 
that  the  tiiiancial  crisis  has  passed. 
This  is  evidenced  in  many  ways,  and 
especially  in  the  transactions  -  of  the 
treasury  department.  Thus,  the  demand 
for  new  bank  circulation,  tar  from  abat- 
injj.  is  increasing  ana  ilie  bonds  de- 
posited to  secure  circulation  so  far  in 
this  month  reach  $2,6oo,t)00.  an  increase 
of  a  million  durim^  the  week.  The 
currency  ordered  printed  this  nn)nth 
foots  up  S3a;50,oi>o.  an  increase  of  more 
than  a  millioi  this  week. 

The  receipts  for  customs  and  for  inter- 
n  d  taxes  continue  satisfactory,  and  the 
available  gold  balance  and  the  general 
cash  balance  keep  on  growing.  The 
available  gold  balance  is  now  above 
ninety  eight  and  a  quarter  millions  that 
is,  nearly  up  to  the  imaginary  financial 
dead  line. 

There  are  also  other  signs,  perhaps, 
more  satisfactory.  Comptroller  Eckels 
has  authorized  several  suspended  banks 
to  resume  operations,  thev  having  com- 
plied with  the  severe  requirements  im- 
posed upon  them.  A  number  of  other 
banks  which  were  compelled  to  suspend 
have  applied  for  permission  to  resume 
on  similar  conditions. 

All  the  banks  which  have  re-opened 
have  been  in  excellent  shape.  It  may 
be  stated  as  a  fact  that  they  had  to  be, 
or  Mr.  Eckels  would  never  have  permit- 
ted them  to  re-open.  He  insistctl  that 
ample  monev  should  be  put  up  by  the 
owners  as  a  i)rerequisite  to  re-opening 
and  that  this  money  should  belong  to  the 
bank  and  not  be  simply  borrowed  to  give 
a  fictitious  appearance  of  strength.  As 
a  matter  of  fact  where  a  bank  has  failed 
because  of  ihe  stringency  of  money,  and 
not  through  bp.l  lo  ms.  evasions  of  the 
law,  or  fra':  i  and  defalcation, it  cincoq[i 
plv  without  great  dituculty  to  the  condi- 
tions imposed  and  re  open. 

The  official  jourral  of  the  National 
Civil  Service  R-  [. iin  league  keeps  peg- 
ging awav  a.  L..is  administration  as  it  did 
at  the  preceding  Republican.  Most  of 
their  criticism  see:i:s  to  be  diiected 
against  \'ice  President  Stevenson,  Post- 
master General  Bissell  and  the  admini- 
stration of  the  postoffice  department  in 
general.  Tiiis  journal  makes  a  strong 
plea  for  the  retention  of  old  employes  in 
tlie  postal  service  and  advances  some 
really  good  argum^ents  in  support  of  this 
position.  It  says:  "The  proper  course 
for  a  new  postmaster  to  pursue  is  that 
which  will  assure  to  the  government  the 
best  value  for  the  money  it  spends.  The 
best  value  in  human  service  is  always 
expert  service."  The  dismissal  of  a  few 
men  at  the  Bloomington,  III.,  postoffice 
has  been  the  cause  of  all  this  clamor. 

It  can  be  said  of  these  civil  service  re- 
form papers  that  they  are  strictly  im- 
partial, for  they  were  even  more  severe 
in  their  denunciations  of  Mr.  Wana- 
maker  than  they  are'  of  Mr.  Bissell. 
Outside,  of  the  pcstof^ke  department  and 
the  treasury  department,  even  these 
watchful  reformers  have  found  few  flaws 
in  the  appointment  and  removal  policy 
of  the  administration.

DEMPSEY  WAS  NOT  GUILTY. 

Depositions  Made  by  Two  Men  About  the 
Homestead  Poisoninc]. 

PlTTSBi'KG,  July  20. — At  the  Western 
penitentiary  yestenlay.  District  Attorney 
Burleigh,  .Attorneys  L.  K.  Porter  and 
W.  J.  r>rennan.  Notary  Putilic  C.  C.  Lee 
and  Stenographer  J.  Beal  met  to  take 
the  depositions  of  (Gallagher  and  David- 
son, serving  time  in  the  llomostead  poi- 
son cases.  Gallagher  was  before  the 
committetyover  two  hours.  Davidson's 
examination  occupied  aboat  twenty  min- 
utes. 

The  district  attorney  declined  to  give 
out  a«\ thing  for  publication.  It  was 
learned,  however,  that  Gallagher's  con- 
fession i>Jnuich  more  .sweeping  in  de- 
tails than  has  been  i.magined  by  the 
general  public.  A  gentleman  who  has 
heard  the  whole  story  says  Gallagher's 
statement  not  only  implicates  riukerton 
detectives  but  several  men  much  more 
prominent  in  business  and  professional 
life.  He  stated  positively,  the  gentle- 
num  saiil,  that  every  word  he  said 
against  Dempsey  on  tiie  stand  was  false. 

He  implicates  Detective  Ford,  of  the 
Pinkerton  agency,  and  gives  the  names 
of  many  others  who  were  instrumental 
in  Dempsey's  conviction.  He  further 
stales  that  he  never  administered  poison 
or  croton  oil  to  the  men  at  Homestead 
and  tliat  Dempsey  never  proposed  that 
he  should.

Hereafter,  the  material  known  as  149 
and  150  Flamantine  skin  wool  and  179 
Kassapbatchia  skin  wool,  second  quality 
of  the  first  or  highest  class,  will  be  known 
as  3c/)  and  397  Servian  skin  wool  and  389 
Kascapbatchia  skin  wot)l  second  ([uality. 
of  the  third  class. 

The  chang<  s  in  duty  cannot  be  m.ide 
clear  to  the  l.iyman  through  the  language 
of  ihe  wool  1  iW,  but  the  statement  may 
be  accepted  as  true  that  the  dutv  is  con- 
siderably lowered  in  some  cases,  as 
previously  stated,  nearly  too  per  cent.

FRAUDS  IN  NEW  MEXICO. 


A  Pension  Attorney  Sentenced  to  Seven  Years 
in   Prison. 

Washington,  July   20. — The  pension 

bureau  is  now  engaged   in   investigating 

what  appears  to  be  an   extensive  system 

of  pension  frauds  in  New    Mexico.      An 

examining    board,    consisting  of    three 

medical  examiners  and  seven  special 
examiners,  was  sent  to  New  Mexico  and 
about  the  first  result  of  a  preliminary  in- 
vestigation was  the  arrest  of  a  pension 
attorney  at  Socorro,  named  Marcelino, 
charged  with  forgery  of  evidence. 

He  pleaded  guiltv,  was  tried  at  once 
and  has  been  sentenced  to  seven  years 
imprisonment  in  the  penitentiory.  It  is 
not  known  yet  how  extensive  his  fraudu- 
lent operations  were,  but  about  200  cases 
of  his  are  under  examination.  .Some  of 
these  will  doubtless  ijrove  to  be  all  right 
but  they  are  all  being  closely  looked 
into.  It  is  said  that  about  200  pension 
cases  in  the  territory  are  being  investi- 
gated by  the  board  now  on  the  ground.

New  Vokk.  July  20.— A  special  to 
the  world  from  New  (Orleans  says: 
James  M.  Dowlintj,  cashier  of  the  United 
St.ites  mint  in  this  city,  vvbo  has  betn 
prominently  identified  with  the  commer- 
cial and  political  history  of  New  Orleans 
for  years,  will  have  to  explain  a  serious 
charjje  here  soon  to  be  preferred  by 
government  officials.  A  fire  occured  in 
one  of  the  mint  vaults  three  weeks  ajjo. 
Th^  officials  of  the  mint  could  not  ac- 
count for  it. 

Cashier  Dmvling  was  the  only  person 
who  had  the  key  to  the  vault  and  knew 
the  combination  of  the  inner  door.  At 
the  time  of  the  fire  there  was  87,006,000 
in  gold  and  silver  and  $:(),ooo  in 
greenbacks  111  the  vault.  The  greenbacks 
were  in  a  box  and  the  fire  started  .imong 
the  bills.  Cashier  Dowling  said  that  an 
oil  lam})  had  been  misplaced  by  .-\n  ex- 
plosion of  an  incandescent  globe  in  the 
vault  and  had  fallen  into  the  tin  box. 

Two  government  expeits  were  sent 
from.  Washington  to  investigate  and  Mr, 
Dowling  was  shadowed  by  detectives. 
The  amount  of  the  deficit  is  $24,000.  It 
is  charged  in  some  quarters  that  instead 
of  there  being  $26,000  in  the  vault  at  the 
time  of  the  fire,  but  a  small  amount  was 
stored  in  the  box. 


HAS  NOT  ENOUGH  MONEY. 


The  Postoffice  Department  Cannot  Increase 
the  Delivery  Service. 
Washington,  July  20. — The  attention 
of  the  acting  postmaster  general  was 
yesterday  called  to  a  number  of  com- 
plaints which  have  appeared  in  the  news- 

papeis  reflecting  upon  the  postoffice 
deiiartment,  because  of  the  non-compli- 
ance with  their  rtijuests  in  the  matter  of 
allowances  for  letter  carriers,  etc. 

Mr.  Jones  said  there  was  no  question 
that  New  York  city  and  a  large  number 
of  cities  throughout  the  country  were  in 
need  of  additional  carriers  and  other 
facilities  for  carrying  on  the  work  of  the 
office,  and  while  it  would  afford  the  de- 
partment pleasure  to  comply  with  these 
retjuetts  yet,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  it  was 
powerless  to  do  so  owing  to  insufficient 
appropriations. 

The  appropriation  for  the  free  delivery 
system  of  the  country  for  the  present 
fiscal  year  was  not  enough  tc^mect  the 
proper  expenses  on  a  basis  of  allowances 
of  last  year,  and  yet  the  volume  of  postal 
business  was  continually  and  rapi  liy  in- 
creasing. The  appropriation  bhculd 
have  been  increased  in  proper  propor- 
tion to  meet  that  increase  of  Ijusiness. 

Only  about  8500,000  increase  had  been 
allowed,  which  was  $150,000  less  than 
the  increase  allowed  for  the  previous 
fiscal  year.  The  average  annual  increase 
of  appropriation  over  the  preceding  year 
frcm  1885  to  1893  was  10  per  cent,  while 
the  increase  of  the  present  over  the  past 
fiscal  year  was  a  little  over  4  per  cent. 
The  increase  in  the  number  of  carriers 
in  1S93  was  over  II  per  cent,  this  being  a 
higher  percentage  of  increase  than  for 
any  previous  year. 

On  Oct.  5,  1892,  the  chief  of  the  free 
delivery  service  submitted  his  estimates 
of  $11,81 1,613  as  necessary  to  meet  the 
increased  and  increasing  demands  of 
that  service.  The  appropriations  com- 
mittee of  the  house  reduced  this  amount 
$ico,ooo,  and  in  submitting  its  estimates 
for  the  coming  year  the  postoffice  de- 
partment made  the  further  reduc.ionof 
$4co,ooo.

Case  Against  C.  C.  Grosse  and  J.  W.  Peter- 
son Charged  With  Illegally  Selling 
Liquor,  Tried  Yesterday, 


Both  Were  Discharged  Upon  Motion  by  the 

Defendant's  Attorney,  There  Being 

Insufficient  Evidence. 


New  Fire  Truck  Was  Given  a  Thorough  Test 
Yesterday  and  Proved  Satis- 
factory. 


The  case  against  C.  C  tirosse  ami  J. 
M.  Pc:erso!i,  ch:ir^eil  with  selling  iiifuoi 
o!>  the  Fourth  avenue  picnic  grounds 
cinio  up  before  ludiije  lliinebaugh  yes- 
terday atieiuoou.  County  Attorney 
Tear  eonilucied  the  prosecution  and  C, 
I>.  KuSi>n  appeare<l  for  the  dt^fense. 
When  the  case  was  opened  it  was  found 
that  Kind  Vatitt,  one  of  tlie  chief  wit- 
nesses subpoenaed  by  the  prosecution 
had  been  excused  and  had  departed  for 
Wcs:  Superior.  As  he  had  passed  out 
of  the  confines  of  the  state  he  could  not 
be  reached  by  an  attachment  ami  the 
examination  proceeded  without  his  testi- 
monv. 

J.  I.  Frey,  the  principal  witness  testi- 
fied that  he  called  ior  two  glasses  of 
beer  at  an  extemporized  stand  on  the 
grounds  and  laid  down  a  dime 
lor  pavnient  for  the  same.  I'he 
money  was  refused  but  he  -was 
directed  to  procure  tickets  of  Grosse 
which  were  le^al  tender  (or  beer  or  anv 
thing  else  on  ttie  grounds.  He  procured 
the  tickets  and  received  the  beer  in  re- 
turn. His  story  was  substantiated  by 
the  testunony  of  O,  S.  Olson  and  J.  W. 
Ronyane. 

Pet  A  Gilley  was  called  on  to  testify 
in  regard  to  conversation  he  had  with 
the  defendants  prior  to  and  after  the 
picnic  with  reference  to  the  sale  of  liquor 
on  the  grounds.  He  stated  that  he 
might  have  had  conversation  with  them 
betore  and  after  the  picnic  and  he  might 
not.  His  memory  proved  to  be  very 
poor  in  regard  tb  the  matter  and  as  a 
witneis  he  proved  to  be  a  veritable 
Chinese  pu.^le. 

E.  J.  Luther  testified  that  Peterson 
paid  !or  the  hand  bills  and  Grosse  gave 
an  order  on  Peterson  for  payment  for 
the  advertising  of  the  affair. 

The  prosecution  here  rested  and  at- 
torr.ey  Kdson  moved  the  dismissal  of 
the  case  on  the  grounds  that  lager  beer 
was  neither  a  spirituous  or  malt  liquor, 
hence  not  an  intoxicating  beverage  in 
the  meaning  of  the  statute,  and  toat  no 
evidence  had  been  given  implicating 
either  Grosse  or  Peterson  in  the  direct 
sale  of  liquor.  The  court  decided  that 
the  evidence  presented  was  rot  suffi- 
cient to  hold  the  defendants  and  ordered 
their  (iiichartre. 

Fire  Truck  is  Satisfactory. 
The  new  '\tj  truck  was  tested  by  the 
department  yesterday  with  good  success. 
Chief  Smith  of  Duluth  was  present  and 
expressed  his  entire  satisfaction  with  the 
new  apparatus.  The  draft  was  tested 
by  a  run  of  six  blocks  up  Central  avenue 
toward  the  bluff.  The  strength  of  the 
ladders  was  tested  by  subjecting  each 
to  the  weight  of  eight  men,  the  ladder 
being  set  with  the  base  a  long  distance 
from  the  building.  The  extension  capa- 
city was  tried  on  three  story  buildings, 
and  the  latlder  found  to  work  with  ease 
and  ra[);dity.

Wheat  Crop  Predictions. 

Another  wheat  crop  prophet  h.is  come 
to  the  from  a!\d  has  distanced  even  C. 
A.  Fillsbury  in  destroying  the  present 
year'.s  crop.  Col.  Morton  of  largo  is 
the  author  ot  this  latest  dismal  jwedic- 
tion  ot  yield,  and  he  asserts  that  Mr. 
Pillsburys  estimate  of  the  crop  in  North 
Dakota  is  al>out  5,000,000  bushels  to<» 
hii^h.  In  other  words,  he  thinks  that 
they  will  be  in  great  good  luck  if,  with 
the  present  outlook.  North  Dakota  farm- 
ers thresh  out  25,000,000  bushels. 

"Cass  county,"  says  Col.  Morton  in  an 
interview  in  the  Fargo  Argus,  "will  ndt 
averajie  to  exceed  nine  or  ten  bushels  to 
the  acre,  ami  tlie  Red  Klver  valley  lands 
proper  will  not  turn  out  eight  bushels. 
The  lands  on  the  first  and  second 
benches  will  help  out  the  average  on  the 
tilt  lands.  l>ut  for  the  financial  situation, 
wheat  would  today  be  selliu;^'  in  North 
Dakota  for  from  80c  to  90c  jier  bushel, 
and  before  we  raise  another  crop  it  will 
ronmiand  a  much  higher  figure." 

Col.  Mortons  figures  may  be  rather 
low.  It  is  possible  he  takes  a  too  pessi- 
mistic view  of  the  probable  yield,  but  all 
estimates  agree  in  stating  that  the  wheat 
crop  in  North  Dakota  this  year  will  be 
much-  be'.ow  the  average.  Alex.  .Mc- 
Ken/ie  has  predicted  a  two-thirds  crop, 
and  a  recent  summary  estimates  an  aver- 
age yield  of  ten  bushels  per  acre,  the 
wheat  area  of  the  state  being  between 
3,000,000  and  4,000,000  acres. 

Wheat  prices  are  abnormally  low  at 
the  present  time  and,  as  Col.  Morton 
says,  the  fiiiarcial  situation  is  the  only 
reason  why  a  big  rise  in  values  does  not 
occur.  There  is  no  doubt  that  when  the 
money  market  becomes  easier,  wheat 
values  will  take  a  suddenri.se.  If  the 
growing  crop  in  the  Northwest  turns  out 
as  Col.  Morton,  Mr.  Pillsbury  and  others 
estimate,  dollar  wheat  may  be  seen  be- 
fore many  months  pass.

The  Result  of  Folly. 
The  people  .'of  Colorado  are  reaping 
the  whirlwind.  The  state  hasbefnthe 
principal  center  of  the  silver  heresy.  The 
mine  owners  of  Colorado  have  sought  t*? 
force  an  unsound  currency  upon  this 
country,  with  the  sole  design  of  increas- 
ing their  own  profits  by  enhancing  the 
price  cf  silver,  and  now  that  a  financial 
crisis  has  settled  upon  the  country  .ts  the 
result  of  the  unwise  financial  policy 
which  has  been  pursued,  they  are  them- 
selves ferling  the  effects  to  th^ 
fullest  extent.  Certainly  the  people  of 
Denver  and  the  state  of  Colorado  cannot 
expect  that  much  sympathy  will  be  wasted 
upon  them  at  this  time,  particularly  as 
they  show  no  sign  of  repentance  from 
their  heresy  and  give  no  indication  that 
that  the  bitter  lesson  has  been  appreciated 
by  them  in  its  proper  light.  They  have 
made  their  own  bed  and  they  must  lie  in 
it. 

It  cannot  be  doubted   that  the  crash  in 
Denver  during  the  past  few   days,  when 
bank  after  bank  has   been  compelled  to 
close  its  doors  ov.'ing  to  the  demands  of 
depositeis  who  had    lost    confidence   in 
their  stability  and  becorhe  panic-stricken, 
was    precipitated    by    the    intemperate 
speech  made  by  the   Populist  Governor 
Waite.  His  threat  that  the  people  of  CoU 
oradt)  would  wade  In  blood  to  the  horses' 
bridles,  if  necessary,  to    prevent  the    re- 
peal of  the  silver  purchase  clause  of  the 
the  Sherman  law.    and    that,   failing    to 
prevent  it,  they    would    repudiate    their 
debts,  could  have  but    one  effect.    It  re- 
sulted in    financial  institutions  in    other 
states  refusing  to  aid  the  Colorado  bankr 
in  their    critical    condition,    fearful  that 
the    governor's    threa;  would  be    made 
gootl  by  a  people  who  appear    if^  be  lost 
to  all  reason  and  unable  to  learu  the  les- 
son which  has  been  plainly  indicated  by 
the  events  of  the  past  six  months. 

These  banks  were  in  good  shape,  so 
far  as  the  amount  of  assets  was  con- 
cerned, but  they  were  unab:e  to  realize 
on  their  securities  in  sufficient  time  to  ob- 
tain the  cash  that  frantic  depositors  de- 
manded.   Suspension    of    payment  was 


The  Minneapolis  chamber  of  com- 
merce and  the  interstate  commerce  com- 
mission are  finding  it  difficult  to  compel 
the  railroads  to  discriminate  against  Du- 
luth  in  wheat  rates.  Now  they  are  about 
to  take  the  matter  into  the  courts,  where 
the  commission  is  likely  to  get  another 
blow  that  will  knock  out  what  litlle  life 
now  remains  in  it.

IRON  AND  STEEL  TRADE. 

Incrcaso  in  Iron  Production  During  the  Past 
Six  Months. 

Fim.Aniu.iiiiA.July  20.- The  liulletin 
of  the  Auieric.m  Iron  aud  Steel  associa- 
tion has  received  complete  statistics  nf 
the  produciion  nf  pig  iron  ui  the  I'liitcd 
Slates  for  the  first  six  inoulhs  of  1S93, 
also  complete  statistics  of  the  stocks  of 
pig  iron  on  h.ind  and  for  sale  June  30 
last.  The  total  produciion  of  pijj  iron  m 
tlie  I'nited  States  in  the  first  half  of  189? 
was  4,562.01s  gross  tons,  against  A.^^7•?>l7 
tons  in  the  second  half  of  i8y2,  an  in- 
crease of  I75,6i-)i  tons.  The  production 
in  the  first  bait  of  i8()2  was,  however, 
4,76(),683  tons.  Compared  with  the  first 
half  of  1892  the  production  of  the  first 
half  ol  i8()j  s^ows  a  decrease  of  .106,745 
tons. 

The  produciion  of  the  second  half  of 
the  present  year,  the  Hulletin  says  will 
be  less  than  that  of  the  second  half  of 
last  year,  so  that  the  total  production  of 
i8«)3  will  be  nnich  Jessthan  the  total  pro- 
duction of  1892.  The  facts 
upon  which  this  forecast  is  based  are  so 
well  known  that  they  need  not  be  stated. 
It  IS,  however,  a  most  remarkable  faci 
that  the  produciion  ot  the  lirsl  half  of 
this  year  ol  ^reat  depression  in  the  iron 
trade  should  show  an  mcrcase  over  that 
of  the  more  prosperous  second  half 
of  92. 

Pennsylvania  largely  increased  her 
production  in  the  fitsi  half  of  i8u3  and 
there  W.I s  a  larg;e  decrease  in  Illinois. 
The  production  of  IJcssemer  pig  iron  in 
the  first  half  of  ^893  was  the  largest  half 
yearly  produciion  \n  our  history, amount- 
ing to  2,374.1/p  ^ross  tons,  against  2,189,- 
6(>6  tons  m  the  secontl  half  of  1892  and 
^.254.345  tons  iu  the  first  half. 

The  production  of  spiegeleisen  and 
ferromanganesc  in  the  first  half  of  1893, 
which  IS  included  in  our  statistics  of  total 
pig  iron  protluctiun.  was  only  47.97'J 
gross  tons  against  yii757  tons  in  the  sec- 
ond half  of  18.^:,  and  87.374  tons  in  the 
first  half.  The  total  number  of  furnaces 
in  blast  on  June  30,  1893,  was  226,  against 
253  on  December  31,  1892,  and  256  on 
June  30,  iS(;2.  The  nuojber  out  of  blast 
June  30,  1893,  was  312. 

The  stocks  of  pig  iron  which  were  un- 
sold in  the  hands  of  the  makers  t>r  their 
agents  on  June  30,  1893,  and  which  were 
not  intended  to  be  used  by  the  manufac- 
turers, amounted  549,141  gross  tons,  in 
which  figures  ate  included  a  part  of  the 
stocks  held  ui  the  vards  of  the  American 
Pig  Iron  Storage  Warrant  company  and 
which  was  under  the  control  of  the 
makers,  the  part  in  these  yards  not  under 
their  control  amoiintipg  to  29,690  gross 
tons  which,  added  to  the  549.141  tons 
above  mentioned,  makes  a  total  of  578,- 
831  gross  tons  on  the  market  at  that  date 
against  535.831  tons  Dec.  31,  1.892. 

There  was  tlierefote  a  total  increase  in 
stocks  of  pig  iron  on  the  market  at  the 
close  of  June  last,  as  compared  with  the 
end  of  December,  189^,  of  43,215  tons 
The  accumulation  of  stocks  was  chiefly 
in  coke  and  bituminous  pig  ijon.

The  Yarn  About  the  Mohican  Being  Fired  Upon 
Discredited. 

Victoria,  B.  C,  July  20.— H.  M.  S. 
Garnet  returned  from  the  Bering  sea 
Tuesday  night  and  anchored  in  the  Royal 
roads  for  the  night  and  came  into  Esqui- 
mault  yesterdi'.y.  She  reports  having 
been  with  the  warship  Mohican  on  Sun- 
day, July  9,  about  fifteen  days  after  the 
date  of  her  allegtd  encounter  with  the 
sealing  poacher  Alexandria.  The  Gar- 
net brought  a  full  report  of  the  catches 
of  the  sealing  schooners  up  to  date  and 
proves  as  groundless  the  reported  seiz- 
ure of  the  Pioneer. 

Capt.  Hughes  Hallet  of  the  Garnet, 
speaking  about  the  reported  Mt)hican- 
Alexandria  incident,  said;  "I  do  not  see 
how  it  can  be  true  and  know  that  it  can- 
not be,  if  the  date  given  in  the  press  dis- 
patches is  to  be  believed.  On  June  25 
we  met  the  Mohican  at  sea  and  wentir.to 
Sand  Point  harbor.  We  both  came  to 
anchor  and  I  remained  alongside  of  her 
on  the  25th,  26th  and  27tb.  I  met  her 
again  shorlly  after  ;uul  when  we  left 
Duich  harbor  on  Sund  v,  Jo'v  g.  she  was 
alongside  a  coal  cutter.  iShc  was  to  re- 
sume coaling  the  next  day.  Up  to  that 
time  she  was  not  disabled  by  any  means. 
On  June  12  we  heard  that  the  Pioneer 
had  t>een  seized  and  taken  to  St.  Pauls. 
We  went  there  to  investigate  and  found 
the  report  untrue.  .Subsequently  she 
was  sighted  by  the  Nymph  and  we  also 
heard  of  her  on  June  28."

DKNVt-K,  Col.,  July  20.— The  cheering 
news  trotn  Washington  has  had  a  won- 
derful effect  uj)on  IJenver  this  morning. 
A  dispatch  from  Comptroller  of  the  Cur- 
rency Eckels  to  the  effect  that  he  would 
give  every  possible  aid  to  the  banks  cf 
th^s  city  is  applauded  on  every  side. 

Bank  Examiner  Adams,  to  whom  the 
telegram  was  addressed,  is  besieged  by 
excited  people  anxious  to  hear  a  confir* 
mation  of  the  good  report  and  to  get  an 
expression  from  him.  Mr.  Eckels'  com- 
ment on  the  foolish  course  of  those  Den- 
ver citizens  who  had  lost  confidence  in 
the  banks  is  looked  upon  in  a  most  right- 
eous light. 

The  newspapers  are  running  off  extras 
announcing  the  new?,  and  already 
things  begin  to  wear  a  brighter  aspect. 
The  officers  of  the  several  closed  banks 
all  notify  the  public  that  they  will  be 
able  to  pay  every  cent  due  to  customers. 
But  in  some  cases  it  will  take  some  time 
to  reali/e  on  securities.  It  is  learned 
that  heavy  withdrawals  have  been  made 
from  several  of  ihe  banks  during  the 
past  few  months,  which  would  indicaje 
that  soma  of  the  far-seeing  ones  an- 
ticiptated  trouble  such  as  has  come  upon 
the  city  in  the  past  few  day>. 

It  is  noticeable  that  very  few  of  tlie 
merchants  or  business  men  of  the  city 
withdrew  their  deposits,  the  runs  being 
made  principally  by  the  working  people 
and  the  poorer  classes  of  customers. 
The  newspapers  feel  greatly  the  distress, 
every  daily  having  curtailed  expenses. 
Difficulty  in  making  collections  is  givcti 
as  the  cause. 

D  Bank  Examiner  Frank  Adams,  who 
came  up  hurriedly  from  Pueblo  to  look 
into  the  condition  of  affairs,  said  this 
morning  that  so  far  as  he  had  been  able 
to  make  an  inspection  of  the  suspended 
banks  he  did  not  believe  that  their  con- 
dition wps  so  serious  as  many  were  led 
to  believe.  He  would,  however,  begin 
at  once  a  thorough  examination  of  the 
several  institutions  and  would  in  a  few 
days  be  able  to  make  a  more  extended 
and  satisfactory  report. 

The  opinions  of  le.adir.g  financiers  in 
the  East,  to  the  effect  that  the  crisis 
would  soon  be  p.assed,  will  doubtless 
have  a  beneficial  effect  in  restoring  con- 
fidence among  the  people  here.  Those 
banks  that  nave  iiot  suspended  are 
transacting  business  as  usual  this  morn- 
ing. President  D.  H.  Moffett,  of  tho 
First  National,  is  greatly  pleased  with 
the  news  from  Washington  this  morning 
and  predicts  an  early  resumption  of 
business.

Long  Island,  N.  J.,  [uly  21.— Two 
etilire  blocks  of  buildin;;s  in  this  city 
were  humcil  e.nly  this  raoininj^.  The 
St.  Mary's  Roman  Catholic  church,  just 
ccnipltttd  at  a  cobt  of  S309,ch)0,  is  totally 
destroyed.  The  parsonage  was  aiso 
gulled  by  ihc  ll.mics.  The  costly  uew 
parochial  school  was  also  d-.slroyf  d.  T!ic 
rirc  started  in  Gray's  refrigerator  facloiy 
on  Fourth  street  and  spread  nipidly 
tl:rou;;jh  the  large  stock  of  dry  timber. 

A  southerly  wind    carried    the   llar.ics 

pnd  seen    the  whole  block,  bounded  by 

Jackacn  avenue  on  the  west,  by  Verryin 
avenue  and  Fourth  street  on  the  sou-.h, 
and  by  Fifih  street  on  ihe  north,  was  in 
tlanies.  The  lire  department  cculd  do 
nothing  to  itopthe  progress  of  the  flames. 
Help  was  asked  from  Brooklyn,  but  be- 
fore it  arrived  the  entire  block  in  which 
the  fire  st-irtcd  was  docnicd. 

The  other  buildings  burned  are:  On 
Vernon  :'.venue,  \V.  A.  Ma'.ikcn'b  drug 
stJfc;  N.  C.  Rudolph's  furiTisbing  store; 
J.  J.  (')'Conr.or'5  pi.iint  siore.  On  Jackson 
avenue,  Jacob  deters  hotel;  a  vacant 
store;  Owen  Clark's  boitiing  establish- 
ment; Weindarf's  barber  shop;  .Scar- 
t5(>rotigh's  jewelry  ?.tore;  four  tenement 
houses  and  a  four-smry  brick  building. 
On  Founh  slrcet,  Creter's  b.otel;  C^ray's 
fnclory  and  a  row  of  small  frame  build- 
ings. 

After  burning  nearly  an  liour,  tlic 
tlames  leaped  across  the  opposite  build- 
ings of  Fourth  and  Fifth  streets  and  the 
lire  aen  were  powcri»;s3  to  check  their 
pm  jress.  These  burned  blocks  made 
up  ihc  business  portion  of  the  first  ward. 

More  than  a  hundred  families  have 
been  rendered  homeless.  The  loss  is 
about  $800,000.  The  water  lasted  unlil 
t'tic  hre  was  nearly  undjr  control  and 
then  there  was  a  great    shortage. 

At  2:30  o'clock  the  tower  ot  the  Catho- 
lic church  fell  with  a  crash  and  wrecked 
wh;t  remained  of  ihe  roof  of  the  m.iin 
building.

The  Decision  in  iho  FairiO'JS  Bohn  Case  Is  Re- 
versed. 
St.  Paul,  July  21.— The  case  of  ibe 
Bohn  Manulacturing  company  vs.  W.  C. 
Hollis,  representing  the  Northwestern 
Lumbermen's  associaticn,  was    decided 

by  the  supreme  court  yesterday  in  favor 
of  the  association. 

This  case  excited  a  great  deal  of  at- 
tention v.  hen  It  was  first  brought.  The 
lloan  Manufacturing  company,  of  St. 
Paul,  \yas  a  member  of  the  association. 
One  of  the  provisions  of  the  associ.'dion 
wai^  that  no  wholesale  dealer  should  sell 
goods  at  any  place  at  any  price  less  than 
retail  dealers. 

The  Bohn  company  were  violating 
this  agreement,  and  a  circular  was  sent 
out  by  the  secretary  of  the  asiocialion 
notifying  the  other  members  of  ^he  asso- 
ciation; then  the  Bohn  company  in  June, 
18(32,  secured^  temporary  injunction  re- 
straining the  association  from  sending  to 
its  members  a  statement  that  the  plain- 
tilts  were  not  in  sympathy  with  the  as- 
sociation or  blacklisting  them  in  any  way. 

Later  this  mjunction  was  made  perma- 
nent. An  appeal  was  taken  to  the  su- 
preme court  vvdich  in  its  decision  yester- 
day reversed  the  decision  of  the  lov.cr 
court  for  the  reason  that  the  Bohn  Man- 
r.frcturing  company,  bcii-'.g  a  member  of 
the  association,  should  ccnfoim  to  its 
rules,  and  had  no  grounds  for  an  injunc- 
tion.

Where 
2COO  men  found  employment  two  months 
ago  the  mines  arc  now  closed  down,  and 
the  idle  men  have  been  brought  face  to 
face  with  the  problem  of  how  to  provide 
their  dei)endent  ones  with  the  common 
necessaries  of  life. 

This  cons^ition  of  af'faiis  is  attributed 
to  the  ••dominating  intliie:Kes  of  a  merci- 
less plutocnicy  and  false  representations 
of  tlie  gold  bugs."  The  letter  gives 
figures  to  show  that  silver  is  worth  far 
more  than  the  ruiii.g  <i«otations,  and 
concludes  with  an  urgent  appeal  to  the 
labor  leader  to  counsel  the  toiling  masses 
of  the  country  to  join  in  one  solid  pha- 
lanx for  the  rights  <^f  the  white  metal.

A  MILWAUKEE  BANK  GONE. 


The  Ccmmercial  Created  Surprise  by  Assign- 
ing Today. 

Milwaukee,  July  21.— The  people 
about  the  court  house  were  thrown  into 
a  state  of  coriStertiation  about  10:30 
o'clock  this  morning  when  an  attorney 
jumped  up  the  stairs  two  steps  at  «,  time 
leading  to  the  clerk  of  court's  olifice  and 
filed  a  voluntary  assignment  of  lbs  Com- 
mercial bank.  This  haste  was  owing  ti 
a  number  of  creditors  hard  on  his  heels 
who  had  claims  to  tile. 

The  assignee  appointed  in  the  assign- 
ment papers  filed  is  A.  B.  Geilfuis,  the 
cashier  of  the  bank,  and  his  bond  is 
pl.aced  at  i^  1,200,000.  The  bondsmen  .^re 
.■Mbert  Conro,  Charles  F.  Pfister  and  E. 
Manner. 

The  entire  fund  of  Milwaukee  county, 
amounting  to  $310,624,  was  deposited  i  1 
the  Commercial  bank.  The  newly  or- 
ganized Milwaukee  Electric  Railwa/ 
company  was  also  a  depositor  to  the  ex- 
tent of  same  $200,000. 

The  bist  statement  of  the  bank  showed 
the  demand  deposits  amounted  to  S557,- 
748  22  and  the  time  deposits  S528,qI5!22. 
The  bank  had  a  capital  of  $250,000.  The 
following  are  the  principal  stockholders: 
A.  B.  Gcilfuss,  *22,ooc>;  E.  R.  Paine,  $20,- 
000;  J.  F.  Pierce,  $14,000;  J.  G.  Flint, 
,<sir,ooo;  H.  M.  Bentnain,  §ii,ooc;  W.  H 
Timlin-,  $io,oog;  John  Kremer,  Sio.coi  ; 
A.  L.  Kane,  $10,000;  1".  .Schlesmger,  Sio.- 
000;  Harry  Reubens,  $10,000;  ^^\.  H.

During  the  financial  flurry  a  montli 
ago,  caused  by  the  Lappen  failure,  and 
which  resulted  in  the  suspension  of  the 
Plankinton  bank,  there  was  cjuite  a  run 
on  the  Commercial,  but  it  has  been  gen- 
erally believed  that  the  institution  would 
weather  the  storm.  As  there  has  been 
no  trouble  here  for  some  time,  the  .assign- 
ment tliis  morning  was  a  great    surprise. 

The  following  was.  posted  on  the  doois 
of  the  bank:  "Oiving  lo  the  heavy  wiil.- 
drawal  of  deposits  this  b.ink  has  tempo-^- 
arily  suspended  payment."  The  assigi - 
nient  is  due  in  gieat  measure  to  the 
bank's  inability  to  collect  on  outstanding 
paper,  of  which  it  held  $4Iq,ckX)  worth 
due  from  prominent  Milw.iukee  firms, 
but  principally,  it  is  said,  from  the 
.Schlcsinger  syndicate.  It  is  not  believed 
that  this  failure  will  have  any  effect  on 
any  of  the  other  banks  in  the  city,  and 
there  are  no  runs  being  made. 


A  Drunken  Brute. 
Toledo,  O..  July  21. — Information 
cornes  from  Rising  Sun,  seven  miles 
south  of  here,  that  John  Clegg,  while 
drunk,  seized  bis  5-year-old  son  and  be;:t 
tim  to  death.

AN  IMPORTANT  DECISION. 

The  Decree  ol  the  Supreme  Court  In  a  Freight 
Rate  Oasc. 

Washington,  July  21.— The  decision 
of  the  supreme  couit  in  the  case  of  the 
Union  Pacific  vs.  (joodridge,  just  re- 
[•orted,  holds  that  all  shippers  must  be 
treated  by  carriers  vritb  absolute  tcjual- 
ity  and  distinctly  recognizes  the  right  of 
lav/  making  bodies  to  regulate  railways 
through  railway  conimi5!>ions,  especially 
that  feature  of  state  md  federal  regula- 
tion which  ri.(|uircs  carriers  to  obtain 
permission  ol  the  commission  before 
granting  lower  rates  to  persons  and 
places. 

The  case  was  broight  under  a  statute 
of  Colorado  which  jirohibits  unjust  fli^- 
criminati&n  in  practically  the  same 
language  as  that  eiu  aloved  in  the  inter- 
state commerce  law.  The  same  rate,  $1 
a  ton,  was  in  effect  to  Denver  from  both 
Eric  and  Marshall,  but  while  Erie  coal 
paid  the  tariff  rate,  M.arshall  coal  was 
only  charged  60  cents  per  ton.  a  rebate 
of  40  cents  from  the  sthedulc  rate. 

This  decision  is  regarded  at  the  office 
of  the  interstate  commerce  commissian 
as  an  endorsement  cf  its  construction  of 
ihc  second  and  fourth  sectifias  of  the  in- 
terstate commerce  l.-w.  The  commission 
decidcil  a  case  similar  to  this  in  i£S7,  the 
Providence  coal  c;i5e.  and  held  that  a 
discount  for  quantity  shipped  wasunhiw- 
lul,  It  albo  applied  tlie  same  rule  of 
construction  in  the  '*iarty  rale  case. " 

The  supreme  cour ,  spe;iking  through 
Mr.  justice  Brown,  did  not  coincide  with 
this  view  when  that  case  caajc  up  on  ap- 
peal, but  in  the  pi  esent  decis'on,  the 
same  justice  writing  the  opinion,  the 
court  seems  to  reccd;  from  so  mudi  of 
its  decision  in  the  party  rate  case  as 
recognizes  the  rigid ')t  carriers  to  apply 
the  principle  cf  who  csale  and  retail  to 
the  business  of  transportation.

Others  to  Quit  Work  Had  Serious 

Results. 


The  Strikers    Were  Fired  Upon  and  a   Gen- 
eral Battle  Ensued  With   Winches- 
ters and  Pistols. 


Over  One  Hundred  Shots  Were  Fired  But  No 

One  Was  Killed  and  Only  Four 

Injured. 


WiER  City,  Kas..  July  21.— The  feel- 
ing: among  Ihe  striking  and  non-striking 
miners,  which  has  been  growini^  more 
and  more  bitter  for  several  days  culmi- 
nated yesterday  in  a  tierce  battle  at 
Clement's  pit,  one  mile  south  of  this  city. 
All  the  forenoon  there  were  mutterings 
of  the  approaching  storm  and  the  feel- 
ing was  universal  that  serious  trouble 
was  at  hand. 

Just  before  noon  a  band  of  500  of  the 
strikers,  headed  by  100  women,  which 
had  been  marching  to  ihe  various  strip 
pits,  reached  Clement's  pit,  and  a  com- 
mittee tried  to  persuade  the  miners 
working  there  to  tjuit.  Tliis  they  re- 
fused to  do,  and  when  the  committee  re- 
pi>rted  the  entire  body  I'f  marchers 
moved  on  to  the  works  to  force  the  men 
out. 

The  strip  men  were  readv  for  them, 
and  when  they  had  passed  the  trespass 
line  they  were  lircd  upon,  and  a  general 
battle  ensued,  in  which  Winchesters, 
pistols  anil  clubs  were  used. 

Over  loo  shots  were  lired,  and  it  is 
nothin.^  short  of  a  miracle  that  nobody 
was  killed.  One  man  was  injured  in  the 
forehead,  another  in  the  Ice:,  ^  '^oy  was 
shot  in  the  foot  and  one  »>!  the  women 
got  a  ball  through  her  arm.  None  of  the 
injuries  are  fatal  and  it  is  believed  that 
none  of  them  are  dangerous.  A  number 
on  both  side^  were  badly  beaten  up  with 
clu'^s  and  dabbed  guns. 

As  a  result  of  the  battle  th_*  men  in 
the  strip  pit  were  routed  by  the  strikers 
and  were  forced  to  tlee  for  their  lives, 
pursued  by  the  howling  mob  which 
would  have  lynched  them  had  they  been 
caught.

Brooklyn,   July    21.-  Mayor   I5i)ody 

made   public    yesterday    the  minutes  of 

tlic  ^rand  jury^hat  attacked   his  oftit.ial 

integrity.       The  ininulcs    shyvv    that  six 

witnesses  were  examined  in  relation  to 
tho  soindal  of  grantinfj  street  r.iilway 
franchises  to  the  Nassau  IMectric,  Kings 
Ci)unty  Klectric  and  Hrouklyn  City  rail- 
way companies  to  the  exi  lusion  ot  the 
I'nion  Street  Railway  company,  which 
was  not  allowed  to  bid. 

'The  evidence  amounted  in  the  opinion 
of  two  lawyers  for  thi  defeated  compan- 
ies thai  the  action  of  the  aldermen  in  not 
entcrtainini^  the  bid  of  the  Union  Street 
company  was  corrupt  and  that  Mayor 
Hoony  in  signinij  the  resolutions  made 
himself  eiiuallv  guilty,  lawyer  Ciaynor 
testitied  that  they  violated  sections  117 
ond  15.1  of  the  penal  code  in  doing  so, 
anil  that  Mayor  Boody's  act  in  sii,'ning 
the  resolutions  made  him  a  party  antl  he 
was  enuaUy  guilty. 

Both  lawyers  declared  that  the  alder- 
men, not  by  law,but  by  a  decision  of  Jus- 
tice Cullen  and  as  public  trustees,  were 
bound  to  receive  all  petitions  for  per- 
mission to  bid.  This  was  all  of  the  evi- 
dence as  to  corruption  in  the  minutes. 

Mayor  Boody  was  greatly  rejoiced  to- 
day. He  said  that  the  minutes  com- 
pletely vindicated  him. 

THERE  MAY  BE  TROUBLE. 


Five  Hundred  Coal  Miners  Are  on  Strike  In 
Pennsylvania. 

PiTTSi'.fKC,  July  Ji.-.\  strike  of  about 
500  coal  miners  in  the  Saw  Mill  Run  dis- 
trict occurred  yesterday.  .About  300 
quit  work  Wednesday  and  were  joined 
by  the  other  200  yesterday^ 

The  places  affected  are  Hartley  .S: 
Marshall's  Enterprise  mines  and  the 
\'enture  mines  of  the  Saw  Mill  Run  Coal 
company  at  Banksville.  The  principal 
dilTiculty  is  the  demand  of  the  com[)an- 
ies  that  the  men  lead  the  slack  coal  in 
the  mine  tor  which  they    receive  no  pay. 

The  miners  are  not  organized.  It  is 
expected  that  the  operators  will  bring  in 
new  men,  probably  Slavs,  in  which  event 
there  may  be  serious  trouble. 

THE  SITUATION  CRITICAL. 


An  African  Tribe  Threatens  to  Drive  Out  the 
Whites. 

London,  July  21.-  Dispatches  received 
here  from  Zanzibar  slate  that  the  situa- 
timi  in  Mash»)nland  is  critical.  The 
Matabele  warriors,  who  are  under  the 
rule  of  King  l.eobengula,  have  risen 
against  the  whites  and  threaten  to  drive 
them  from  the  country. 

The  settlers  and  prospectors  and  other 
whites  are  making  their  way  as  quickly 
as  possible  to  Victoria,  where  preoara- 
tions  are  being  made  to  defend  the 
position  against  attack.  Fort  Victoria 
lies  almost  directly  to  the  east  of  15ul- 
awayo,  the  site  of  "King  Leobenguia's 
Kraal." 

USED  OIL  AS    KINDLING. 


And  Now  Mrs.  Laughncy  Has  Left  This 
World. 

PiTTSUUKG,  July  2i."Last  c/ening 
Mrs.  Tim  Laughney,  of  99  Bridge  street, 
Etna,  tried  to  stattherkitchen  fire,  using 
oil  as  kindling.  A  terrific  explosion  fol- 
lowed. The  roof  of  the  kitchen  was 
blown  off  and  Mrs.  l^aughney  was  cov- 
ered with  burning  oil. 

Her  husband  succeeded  in  extinguish- 
ing the  fire,  but  not  until  his  wife  had 
been  frightfully  burned.  After  a  few 
hours  of  great  agony  she  died. 


MURDERED  ON  THE  STREET. 


A  Stone  Mason  Stabbed   While  Coming  From 
a  Party. 

Dayion,     O.,    July    21.— Charles    F. 
Duerr,  41  years  old,  a  stone  mason,    was 

brutally  murdered  yesterday  morning 
while  returning  with  his  wife  and  chil- 
ren  from  a  party.  They  were  waylaid 
by  three  ruffians  who  knocked  Duerr 
down  with  a  stone  and  then  stabbed  him 
through  the  heart.  The  wife  and  chil- 
dren escaped.  The  murderers  have,not 
been  captured. 

Held  For  Manslaughter. 
Newi'.lrgh,  N.  v.,  July  21. — The  ex- 
amination of  Michael  Donohue  was 
held  here  yesterday.  A  section  man 
testified  that,  when  the  train  passed  into 
the  freiiiht  yard,  he  saw  Donohue  set  the 
switch  as  it  should  have  been  set  before 
the  train  arrived,  that  is  closed  against 
the  freight  yard.  The  recorder  decided 
that  Donohue  should  be  held  for  the  ac- 
tion of  the  grand  jury  and  bail  was  fixed 
at  S31500,  which  was  furnished.  The 
charge  against  Donohue  is  manslaughter 
in  the  second  degree.

Duluth  Will  Carry  Out  a  System  Calculated 

to  be  Sufficient  in  the  City  For 

Years. 


Mr.  Reed's  Opinion  as  to  What  Kind  of  a 

Contract  Should  be  Made  With 

Superior. 


City  Engineer  Reed  stated  this  morn- 
ing to  a  Herald  reporter  that  he  read 
with  much  care  and  interest  the  com- 
munication from  Mr.  Cooper,  of  West 
Duluth,  which  was  printed  in  The  Her- 
ald Wednesday  evening.  In  discussion 
of  that  communication.    Mi.   Kecd  says: 

"The  engineering  points  discussed    in 

Mr.  Cooper's  conin\unication    are  simply 

a  rehash  of  what  has  already  been  con- 
sidered and  discussed  and  a  consiilerahle 
amount  of  work  expended  upon  by  this 
departmc.it  during  the  pa.st  three  years 
and  which  were  crystallized  into  delinitc 
plan^  and  estimates  and  submitted  by 
.Mr.  Keating  to  the  council  a  year  ago, 

'These  plans  are  all  that  are  neces- 
sary until  the  money  is  forthcoming  with 
whi<  h  to  construct  the  plant.  If  it  had 
been  possible  to  sell  the  bonds,  tmdoubt- 
edly  work  on  the  plant  wuuhl  he  pro- 
gre^sing  at  the  present  time.  It  will  not 
be  necessary  for  the  'cities  at  the  head 
ot  the  lakes  toco-optrate  in  the  construc- 
tion of  a  water  works  plant'  as,  by  Jan- 
uary I,  1895,  they  will  all  be  combined 
with  the  exception  of  .Superior,  into  one 
city.  Duluth  will  carry  out,  at  the  pres- 
ent time,  a  system  cf  water  works  im- 
provements which  will  abundantly  sup- 
ply the  needs  of  the  cit>  for  years  to 
come,  including  all  the  annexed  suburbs, 
and  should  exclusively  own,  control  and 
operate  these  works  free  from  any  lien 
owned  or  controlled  by  the  city  of  Su- 
perior. 

"I'rovisicns  for  supp'ying  the  cily  of 
Superior  with  .water  should  be  made 
only  after  a  satisfactory  contract,  for  at 
leas:  30  years,  if  entered  into  by  the  two 
Citits, by  which  water  should  be  furnisheil 
Superior  at  a  rate  based  on  the  cost  of 
pumping  and  interest  on  a  certain  pro- 
port.on  of  the  cost  of  plants,  a  portion  of 
the  repairs  and  maintenance  and  an  ad- 
ditional percent.Tge  to  create  a  sinking 
funfl  for  the  puri)ose  of  {jaying  a  portion 
of  the  bonds  when  due.  If  this  contract 
is  made,  the  main  pijic  line  should  be 
changerl  from  36  to  48  inches  with  other 
consttpiential  alterations  in   the   system. 

"I- he  present  aesign  will  supi)ly  mo.st 
eciinomically  a  population  of  i.t4,o<io 
people  but  will  have  a. capacity  capable 
of  supplying  a  pojjulation  ot  at  least 
250,000  i)ersons.  kessrvoirs  capable  of 
holding  <;,625,ooo  gallons  of  water,

inconsistent  with  anything  therein;  that 
Schmied's  present  paper  was  the  same 
paper  as  the  Daily  Shott  Line*  under  a 
different  name;  that  change  of  name  had 
no  more  effect  than  change  of  pro- 
prietors; that  from  March  21,  i8g2,  it 
answered  the  statutory  liescription.  The 
opinion  is  by  Justice  Collins.

The  Trouble  in  Siam. 

According  to  the  latest  dispatches 
from  Fra.".ce  and  Siam,  the  trouble  be- 
tween those  two  countries  is  becoming  a 
serious  matter  and  may  lead  to  a  war  of 
no  mean  proportions.  China  is  reported 
to  sympathize  with  the  Siamese  irovern- 
ment  and  to  be  prepaj*ing  to  resent  the 
attempt  of  the  French  to  gobble  another 
slice  of  the  king  of  Siani's  domains.  On 
the  other  hand,  it  is  asserted  in  Paris 
that  Russia  will  assist  France  in  itsiiuar- 
rel  with  Siam  and  that  a  portion  of  the 
Russian  squadron  on  the  Pacific  will 
proceed  at  once  to  Siam  to  take  part  in 
the  fray. 

The  trouble  in  Siam  has  a  very  simple 
origin.  It  is  an  attempt  on  the  part  of 
France  to  rob  Siam  of  a  large  section  of 
its  territory.  Siam  occupies  the  largest 
part  of  the  Indo-Chinese  peninsula,  and 
has  on  the  west  British  Burniah  as  it  was 
before  the  annexation  of  Upper  Burmah. 
While  Upper  Burmah  remained  under 
its  old  native  rulers  the  whole  bicaddi  of 
Siam  lav  between  the  British  Burmah  of 
that  period  and  the  French  possessions, 
for  such  they  really  are,  in  Annam. 
Collisions  between  the  English  and 
French  in  the  Indo-Chinese  peninsula 
were  tberefort  very  unlikely.  But  toe 
annexation  of  Upper  Burmah  has 
brought  the  eastern  frontier  of  England's, 
territory  considerably  nearer  the  western 
frontier  of  the  French  possessions, which

The  linancial  loss  due  directly  to 
lightning  was  certainly  not  below  $1,300.- 
000.  The  Chionicle  tire  tables  for  tiie 
SIX  years  from  188510  1 890  show  that 
some  22:3  fires,  or  1.3  per  cent  of  the 
whole  number,  were  caused  by  lightnirg, 
and  the  total  loss  was  ^3,386,8^6,  or  1.25 
per  cent  of  the  whole  amount  lost  by 
fire.  During  i8c;2  we  have  a  record  of 
->.):!  lives  lost.  The  damage  may  be  esti- 
mated at  as  high  a  ligure  .is  in  id<;i. 
These  losses  are  the  ,iROrc  appalling 
when  we  recall  that  the  yeir  is  virtually 
less  llun  six  months.  Over  95  per  cent 
fi  the  casualties  due  to  lightning  occur 
between  the  months  of  April  and  Sep- 
tember. 

It  is  therefore  quite  pertinent  at  this 
time  to  discuss  the  question  whether  or 
not  we  are  able  to  protect  ourselves  from 
lightning.  Some  five  years  ago  the 
question  would  have  been  answered 
readily  and  with  all  sincerity,  ''Yes,  a 
good  electrical  conncciion  with  the  earth 
—a  stout,  continuous  copper  rod,  for 
example— will  suffice."  Today,  in  the 
opinion  of  llis  writer  of  the  magazine  ar- 
ticle, no  such  answer  can  pass  un- 
challenged. The  evidence  shows  that 
lighti.ing  rods  arc  not  a  certain  protec- 
tion against  lightning.  Indeed,  it  is 
doubtful  whether  they  arc  any  protec- 
tion at  all.  Statistics  show  that  nearly 
as  many  buildings  provid-^d  with  rods 
are  struck  by  lightning  as  are  those  that 
have  no  rods.  Here  is  an  opportunity 
for  science  to  produce  some  discovery 
of  real  benefit  to  manldnd. 

There  should  be  some  method  of  ward- 
ing off  the  electrical  lluid,  butat  this  time 
there  is  nothing  known  that  will  produce 
this  desired  result.  The  author  of  the 
magazine  article  suggests  various  plans 
but  he  is  unable  to  name  one  that  is  cer- 
tain to  be  effective.  He  is  sure,  how- 
ever, that  the  so-called  lightning  rods  are 
a  delusion  and  a  snare,  and  he  produces 
statistics  to  fonif/  his  position.  It  may 
be  that  this  is  a  covert  atkick  upon  the 
occupation  and  profits  of  the  lightning 
rod  agent,  bat  the  probability  is  that  the 
conclusions  are  correct.

epithet,  meant  to  be  opprobjious  of  "Le 
Ton(|uinois,"  and  which  used  to  be  known 
in  England  chiefly  as  producing  a  bean 
much  prized  by  a  certain  class  of  snuu 
takers. 

Between  these  two  frontiers,  French 
and  English,  lie  districts  in  which  is  a 
numerous  mixed  population  of  Burmese, 
Cbinesa  aud  Malays,  a  British  pro- 
tectorate over  whom  is  recognized  by 
the  King  of  Siam,  but  whose  future  is 
not  yet  fixed.  Further  north  are  the 
British  Shan  states,  an  annex,  as  it  were 
of  the  new  British  province  of  Upper 
Burmah.  Now  through  the  territories 
just  mentioned  runs  southward,  and 
then  through  the  whole  depth  of  the 
peninsula,  the  River  Mekong.  East- 
ward of  the  Mekong  valley  and  between 
it  and  French  Annam  is  a  range  of 
mountains  which  have  been  hitherto  re- 
garded as  the  western  limit  of  the 
French  possessions. 

The  French,  it  appears,  have  revived 
an  antiquated  and  obsolete  claim  set  up 
by  the  old  kingdom  of  Cambodia,  to 
which  their  possessions  in  the  Indo- 
Chinese  peninsula  once  belonged.  They 
are  said  to  be  rapidly  advancing  west- 
ward toward  the  Shan  states  in  the  noith 
and  the  British  protected  districts  in  the 
south,  so  as  to  bring  their  new  frontiar 
within  dangerous  proximity  with  the  fur- 
ther disadvantage  of  increasiug  British 
difficulties  in  the  way  of  delimitation. 

Siam  is  not  anxious  to  fight,  but  she 
may  be  forced  into  it  by  the  trend  of 
events,  and  in  that  event  England  may 
be  drawn  into  the  quarrel.  At  present 
England  controls  nearly  all  the  com- 
merce of  the  country,  English  is  taught 
in  Siam's  schoojNcnd  English  forms  of 
government  are  ydually  being  adopted 
to  the  great  goo«  i  the  country.  This  it 
is  which  France  /  fighting  about.  The 
English  are  the  ^Ionizers  all  the  world 
over  and  time  works  in  favor  of  their  su- 
premacy with  even  more  effect  than  re- 
sults from  the  most  active  scheming  on 
tlje  part  of  less  practiced  nations.  Eng- 
land insists  that  she  does  not  want  Siam, 
that  its  people  arc  hard  to  manage,  too 
lazy  to  be  of  any  use  iu  developing  the 
country,  that  it  would  be  a  wholly  un- 
profitable posiession  and  that  anyway 
Siam's  independence  is  sacred. 

It  is  this  Ikitish  calm  and  stoicism 
which    maddens    the    Frenchman.    He 


serves  a  wide  circulation  in  illustration 
of  the  splendid  condition  of  Minnesota 
during  the  troublous  financial  condition's 
of  the  past  few  weeks.  The  dispatch 
says: 

"The  banks  of  Minnesota  are  in  splen- 
did condition  and  holding  far  a'oove  the 
legal  reserve.  This  is  shown  by  the  re- 
ports so  far  received  by  the  coraptioller 
of  the  currency  from  his  call  of  July  12. 
Owing  to  the  fact  that  no  reports  have 
been  received  from  some  of  the  distant 
banks,  no  tabulation  has  yet  been  made 
of  iJie  state,  but  enough  are  now  in  to 
show  that  the  strain  of  the  past  f«w  weeks 
has  only  served  to  strengthen  the  banks 
of  the  state. 

"In  the  August  number  of  the  North 
American  Review,  Comptroller  Eckels, 
in  a  financial  article,  makes  special 
mention  of  the  situation  in  Minnesota, 
and  pays  a  compliment  to  the  banking 
institutions  of  the  state.  The  fact  that 
not  a  single  national  bank  in  Minnesota 
has  closed  its  doors  during  the  severe 
stringency  is  worth  much  to  the  state  in 
the  East,  and  is  having  due  effect." 

This  is  a  splendid  record,  of  which  the 
people  of  Minnesota  h?.vc  a  right  to 
feci  proud.  The  banking  instiiutioris 
of  the  state  have  been  thoroughly 
tested  aiui  liave  evidenced  their  solidity. 
A  few  small  state  and  private  banks  at 
Minneapcjlis  went  to  the  wall,  but  they 
were  the  only  weak  spots  found  in  our 
fiii:inciai  institutions.  Nowhere  has  this 
solidity  antl  prosperity  be :n  more  pro- 
nounced than  in  Duluth,  the  statements 
of  the  banks  publishttl  during  the  past 
week  making  a  splendid  showing.  Wh«i 
the  tabulation  of  the  reports  of  the  na- 
tional banks  of  Minnesota  is  made,  it 
will  be  found  that  the  Duluth  banks 
stand  near  the  head  of  the  list.

RASING  OF  EVANGELISTS. 


Public  Comfcrl  Would    be   Promoted  by  Their 
Revaluaticn. 

Kansas  City  Star:  The  Rev.  Leigh 
Vernon,  an  evangelist,    after   preaching 

for  some  months  to  great  acceptance  in 
Southeast  Kanaris  and  Southwest  Mis- 
souri, left  bis  wife  and  children  and  ran 
off  with  another  man's  v/ife.  A  great 
noise  resulted,  a  special  officer  took  the 
trail  and  overhauled  Vernou  at  Duluth. 
\'err.on  w.^s  started  back  with  all  the 
pomp  and  circt:n,stance  attending  the 
progress  cf  a  c-aptured  train  robber.  Wo. 
effected  a  dramatic  jump  from  the  car 
window,  the  officer  s-prang  from  the  Hy- 
ing train  and  recaptured  the  desperate 
evangeli.st. 

A  great  crowd  met  the  criminal,  when, 
attended  by  the  bruised  and  battered, 
hut  still  resclutc  officer,  he  arrived  at 
Girard,  Kas.,  and  telegrams  were  sent 
out  to  the  effect  that  while  the  people 
were  deeply  iii'lignant  and  profoundly 
moved,  ihey  probably  would  not  tear  tlie 
wietched  pre:ichcr  limb  iioni  limb.  And 
as  the  upshot  of  this  whole  tragic  busi- 
ness the  preacher  pleaded  guilty  and 
was  sent  to  jail  for  six  months.  AH  this 
exciiernoiit  and  uproar  wiis  (juitc  need- 
less and  senseless,  and  came  from  set- 
ting r.p  a  rule  in  which  there  is  no  trace 
of  common  sense,  viz.,  that  a  preacher  is 
to  be  judged  differently  from  another 
man. 

An  evangelist  docs  not  differ  from  any 
human  being.  lie  should  be  judged  and 
treated  under  all  circumstances  as  any 
other.  Coming  into  a  community  a 
stranger,  his  character  should  have  been 
made  the  subject  of  the  same  scrutiny  as 
that  of  anv  oilier  stranger.  It  was  not, 
hoivevcr;  he  was  leceived  as  an  angel  of 
bght;  thousands  of  people  hung  upon  his 
common-pUice  talk.  Being,  after  all, 
nothing  but  a  weak,  vain  and  wicked  lit- 
tle man,  lie  ran  away  wiili  a  poor,  we.ik 
xvoin;in.  Had  a  carpenter  or  bl.acksnmh 
or  Ijartcnder  t.r  insurance  agent  done 
this,  no  i)articulnrc6mmolioii  would  have 
ensued;  bi:t  it  was  a  preacher,  and  the 
country  v,ms  torn  up  from  Southwest  Mis- 
souri to  Diiliuh.  'J'lie  public  peace  and 
comfort  wouUl  be  promoted  by  a  revalu- 
ation of  the  evangelists  and  placing 
them  in  the  same  rank  and  subject  to  the 
same  regulations  as  other  men.

John    Barncord,    Employed   on   the  Missabe 

Ore   Dock,    Fell  and  Was    Killed 

This  Morning. 


William  Craig  and  John  Clark,  resi- 
dents of  Lakeside,  had  a  terrible  experi- 
ence yesterday  and  only  one  of  them, 
John  Clark,  lives  to  tell  the  tale.  About 
9  o'clock  yesterday  morning  the  two 
started  out  from  Lester  to  row  across  the 
lake  to  the  south  shore  w  here  they  in- 
tended to  tish.  Their  course  kcpf  them 
about  six  or  seven  miles  out  from  Min- 
nesota Point.  They  bad  hardly  been  out 
more  than  an  I'.our  before  a 
quick  squall  came  up  and 
overturned  the  boat.  The  water  was 
icy  cold  but  for  hours  they  ciung  to  the 
boat.  Craig  finally  dropped  off  but 
Clark  cannot  remember  just  when.  The 
latter  managed  to  gel  up  on  the  boat  and 
lloattd  around  until  i  o'clock  this  morn- 
ing, when  ic  washed  ashore  not  far  from 
Lester. 

He  was  terribly  chilled  and  benumbed 
with  the  cold  but  managetl  to  turn  his 
boat  over,  gel  the  water  out  and  row 
down  the  shore  until  opposite  his  home. 
He  dr.agged  himself  up  to  his  house  and 
fell  unconscious  at  the  door  step. 
He  was  scon  found  and  carried  into  the 
house.  A  physician  was  summoned  and 
found  him  in  a  very  critical  condition 
and  for  some  time  it  was  dnubtf>ii 
whether  he  would  recover.  He  was 
ttnally  brought  to  and  will  recover  all 
right.*  For  some  time  he  couid  tell 
nothing  of  his  experience  but  gradually 
his  memory  returned  and  he  gave  a  gen- 
eral account  ot  the  accident. 

Craig  was  an  unmarried  man  about  30 
years  of  a.;e  and  lived  with  his  mother 
at  Lakeside.  He  is  said  to  have  taken 
out  a  life  insurance  policy  of  S^ooo  only 
about  three  weeks  ago. .  He  is  abroiher- 
in  lav,  of  T.  K.  Krayenbuhl  of  Lakeside. 
Clark  is  a  married  man  with  two  children 
and  is  a  brother  of  E.  F.  Clark. 

There  will  probably  be  no  attempt 
made  to  recover  Craig's  body  as  it  would 
be  useless.  

KILLED  AT  THE  ORE  DOCK. 


John  Barncord  Fell  from  the  Top.  Striking  on 
His  Head. 

John  Barncord  was  killed  at  the  Mcs- 
aba  ore  dock  this  morning.  He  was 
working  on  tiic  top  of  tlje  dock  and  fell, 
strikiiig  bis  head  an  a  timber  near  tlii,' 
bottom  uith  such  force  as  to  crush  it  and 
then  fell  into  the  water.  The  body  was 
quickly  recovered  but  life  was  extinct. 
Dr.  Maj:;ie  su^s  the  blow  on  his  head 
killed  him,  not  the  fall  into  the  water. 

Barncord  was  abu'.^t  40  ytars  of  age 
and  lived  on  West  Third  street  at  the 
West  L2nd,  He  leaves  a  wife  and  six 
children.  He  has  a  brother  employed  in 
the  stats  grain  inspection  office.

THE  IWULLALY  AFFAIR. 


Kirs.  MuSiaiy  Declares  She  Was  Not  Served 
With  a  Warrant. 

The  two  indictments  against  Father 
Connolley  for  rape  were  quashed  at  Two 
Harbors  yesterday  on  motion  of  C.  O. 
iUIdwin,  defendant's  attorney.  The 
other  two  one  for  criminal  assault  and 
one  for  alxluction  will  be  prosecuted.  A 
change  of  venue  to  St.  Louis  county  v/as 
L-^ranted  and  Father  Connolley  will  be 
tried  in  Duluth  in  September. 

Mrs.  jvlullaly,  sister  of  Father  Con- 
nolley, called  at  The  Herald  office  this 
mornin;;  and  denieil  tlie  statement  that 
she  v.as  arrested  on  a  warrant  and 
agreed  to  meet  SheriiT  Wilson  at  the 
depot  yesterday  morning  and  failed. 
She  says  she  did  not  sec  him,  was  not 
served  with  ?.  warrant  by  anyone  and 
was  at  bonie  most  of  the  day.  although 
she  was  out  at  times.  .Sherdf  Wilson, 
she  said,  called  twice  while  she  was  out, 
but  did  not  know  what  for  till  she  read 
in  the  papers  last  evening. 

Detective  Ilcb  Benson  gives  the  fol- 
lowing version  cf  the  affair: 

"Wednesday  afternoon  Sheriff  Wilson 
cf  Lake  county  telegraphed  the  chief  of 
police  to  arrest  Mrs.  Mullaly,  for  whom 
he  had  a.  bench  warrant.  Mr.  Wilson 
arrived  at  Duluth  Wednesday  evening 
and  went  to  police  headquarters.  He 
was  then  toid  that  Mrs.  Mullaly  would 
be  at  the  train  the  next  morning;  that 
^he  was  a  delicate  woman  and  her 
friends  wanted  to  save  her  the  shock  of 
anest  at  night  and  probable  conhne- 
ment  in  ]ad.  lieing  thus  assured  at 
tjolice  headquarters  Sheriff  Wilson  went 
to  bed  without  troubling  himself  further. 

"In  the  morning  Mrs.  Mullaly  did  not 
.■appear.  The  city  olticers  seemed  a  lit- 
tle surprised  and  annoyed.  Mr.  Wilson 
went  directly  to  the  sheriff  and  the 
-sheriff  sent  him  to  me,  as  I  a!a  a  deputy. 
I  \ycnt  to  Mrs.  Mullaly's  residence.  Mr. 
Mullalv  said  his  wife  was  not  there.  He 
called  .Sheriff  Wilson  some  pretty  hard 
names  and  spoke  about  perseculit)n.  1 
told  him  no  one  wanted  to  persecute 
him  or  his  wife;  that  I  had  a  bench  war- 
rant for  her  and  he  had  belter 
deliver  her  up;  that  wc  would  put  a  man 
ti>  watch  the  house  and  not  take  her  to 
jail.  Mullaly  said  she  would  not  be  pro- 
duced until  her  bondsmen  were  secured. 
I  said  then  the  only  thing  for  us  to  do 
was  to  telegraph  outride  towns  to  look 
out  for  her  and  to  watcli  the  trains  atod 
boats  to  see  that  she  dul  not  get  out.  Mrs. 
Mullaly  may  not  have  seen  an  officer, 
but  her  husband  certainly  did  and  de- 
clared that  hi&  wife  would  be  produced 


when  they  had  found  bondsmen  but  not 
before." 

It  is  stated  by  a  fnend  of  Mr.  Mul- 
laly's that  they  had  hoped  to  give  bonds 
last  ni^ht,  but  at  g  o'clock  only  one 
surety  had  been  secured.  This  afternoon 
Mrs.  Mullaly  will  appear  voluntariiybe- 
fore  Judge  Ensign  and  give  bonds  to  a;.'- 
pear  at  the  ne.\t  lerai  of  court  to  answer 
the  charge.
